THE TURN OF THE TIDE. 

The year just closed has brought at last the 
turn of the tide toward better times which 
has been so long hoped for and so long de- 
layed. The fact that the value of the crops of 
this country this year exceeds last year's valu- 
ation by four hundred millions of dollars is at 
once suggestive of the source of the new pros- 
perity and proof that it is real and not fictitious. 
This new total is largely increased by the 
value added by manufacturing processes, and 
the money which represents this new wealth 
has passed from one hand to another until at 
Christmas-tide the fair share of the surplus found 
its way out from the pockets of the peo- 
ple who have not bought books for years, into 
the bookstores. At this writing, the best Christ- 
mas trade for years is reported from Boston, 
New York and the East generally, while the 
previous indications from the West assure the 
same or better results there. The publishing 
trade has been markedly improved, and in many 
lines, such has been the block in printing-offices 
and binderies, it has been impossible to fill 
orders. 

The "boom" has so far been felt chiefly in 
increase of opportunity for work and in an in- 
crease of prices in material and to some extent 
in wages. It has not reached salaries nor goods 
of stated price, such as books and periodicals. 
But the cost of manufacture of these has already 



increased considerably, and is likely to increase 
further, especially as the rise in paper is already 
over 10 per cent. This presents a problem of con- 
siderable difficulty, and much of the success of 
the year coming will depend upon its satisfac- 
tory solution. The standard re-issues, in which 
so large a business has been done this fall, have 
been priced so close down to the manufacturing 
basis that there has been only a minimum 
margin of profit even at the low price of paper 
which has ruled during most of 1879. Now 
that these elements of cost are advancing, there 
must be some increase of price to cover them. 
The same is more or less true in other lines. 

It seems to us that this is the opportunity the 
trade has long been waiting for — an opportu* 
nity which suggests a means of returning to 
better business methods. The natural tendency 
would be of course to put up retail prices, or at 
least to make higher retail prices on new books 
as they are published. The high discounts 
would still offer the old temptations to under* 
sellers. We would suggest that the wiser plan 
would be to hold to the present prices, stiffen 
them up, and make discounts closer. It will 
not then be possible for undersellers to make 
the marked reduction they now offer from ad- 
vertised prices, and the *' usual discounts" cao 
with abundant reason be at least checked. We 
should be glad to hear from retailers themselves 
whether such a course would not. if they will 
think it out, promise direct benefit to ihem. 



BOSTON LETTER. 

Boston, Dec. 29, i87<>. 

The one great event of this week is. of 
course, the annihilation of Houghton, Osgood 
& Company's place of business at 220 Devon- 
shire Street. The fire went through ii as resist- 
lessly as if it had been tinder, and nothing was 
saved but three account-books and a few pri* 
vate papers. This produces momentary de- 
rangement of business ; but as all the printed 
sheets and plates are at the Riverside Press,, 
the stock can be replaced in a short time. With 
characteristic pluck and promptitude, Mr. Os- 
good, at four o clock this morning, had engaged 
chambers at 47 Franklin Street (over Lee & 
Shepard), and though the machinery of the old 
offices was all destroyed, the spirit was not 
daunted, and the various departments began ta 
organize themselves at once sufficiently to start 
the vast machine as soon as possible. Orders 
to print and to bind were given early this 
morning, and the gigantic goblin at the River- 
side Press, by working night and day, will soon 
send new piles of books in to supply the orders 
which would have been filled by those which 
were burned. It is impossible* just now to 
state the loss, or what part of this is covered by 
insurance ; but it is safe to say that whatever 
the loss, and notwithstanding the thousand in- 
conveniences resulting from the fire, the great 
business of the house will hardly be inter- 
rupted. 
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The Atlantic for February will come out 
promptly, and will contain, in addition to its 
proper amount of reading, a supplement giv- 
ing ^ detailed and authentic account of the 
Holmes Breakfast, with all its felicitous 
speeches and poems. This cannot fail to make 
that number of the Atlantic eagerly sought for, 
as a kind of official record of an occasion so 
unusually interesting. 

The book business of Boston during the sea- 
son now ending has been much better than for 
years before. It has not reached the measure 
of ten 3*ears ago, that halcyon lime for pub- 
lishers, authors, and readers ; but it has been on 
the whole very satisfactory 

Sont\e books, "An Earnest Trifler," "The 
Bodleys Afoot," " Chatterbox," ** Zigzag Jour- 
nevi/' and a few others, have sold with most 
exhilarating buoyancy ; and, indeed, all books, 
except those dead as Marley, have felt the im- 
pulse of reviving business. 

Just now there is little or nothing new to re- 
port or anticipate : in a few weeks the current 
will begin to flow again. Meanwhile there are 
good books in plenty for readers, and the pub- 
lishers are quite ready to supply them.

THE BOSTON FIRE. 

On Sunday night, Dec. 28th, at about u 
o'clock, afire broke out in the rear of the paper 
warehouse of Rtce, Kendall & Co., on Federal 
Street, whence it extended to Devonshire Street, 
until it had taken in the buildings occupied by 
Houghton, Osgood & Co., the work-rooms of the 
Heliotype Printing Co., the paper wai-ehouse 
of S. D. Warren & Co., and a portion of Rand, 
Avery & Co.'s printing establishment. The 
buildings destroyed were in the very centre of 
the busiest portion of Boston, and were each 
costly six-story structures, all built since the 
great fire of November, 1872. The other build- 
ings destroyed or seriously damaged were those 
occupied by T. Y. Crowell, Claflin & Bnown, 
paper dealers, and the North National Bank. 
The fire was completely under control by three 
o'clock. The loss will not be so heavy as was 
at first estimated. Rand & Avery did not suf- 
fer much from fire, although their stock was 
damaged considerably by water. The following 
firms have suffered a total loss : Rice, Kendall 
& Co., Houghton, Osgood & Co., and the 
Union Express Company. Many of the small- 
er firms on the same block on Federal . and 
Devonshire Streets sustained heavy damages. 
The insurance is supposed to cover very nearly 
all the losses.

THE SAN FRANCISCO CIRCULAR. 

The following extraordinory circular, the 
second part of which seems to be a satiric com- 
mentary on the first, has been issued from San 
Francisco to the Eastern trade : 

San Francisco, December 8, 1879. 

At a meeting of the Stationers, Drug, Notion, 
and Music Dealers' Board of Trade, held No- 
vember 2ist, 1879, the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That we. the members of this asso- 
ciation, are determined that from this date we 
will not purchase, or permit to be shown to us, 
any class of goods from any traveller or resident 
agent of a manufacturer, publisher, or jobber. 

Resolved^ That in our purchases (wnich we. 
will make through our representatives or by 
order) we will make it a rule to accord the 
preference to houses who do not send travel- 
lers to this coast, or employ resident agents. 

Resolved t That the secretary be instructed to 
have the foregoing preamble and resolutions 
printed, and to forward a copy to each of the 
manufacturers, publishers, and jobbers known 
to our trade. 

Signed, Isaac Upham, President. 

J. C. Hebbard, Secretary. 

In connection with the above resolutions, 
the wholesale booksellers and stationers desire 
further to say: 

First. — That this market belongs to us, and 
we request that Eastern publishers and manu- 
facturers keep their travellers away. 

Before the days of railroads, when it took 
twenty-five days to reach New York, and 
thirty-five days to reach European markets, we 
enjoyed a comparative monopoly ; but now, no 
sooner do we think to have a*' corner," than in 
steps some meddlesome traveller, and Mkely as 
not telegraphs to you for goods, and our little 
" bonanza is spoiled. 

If a new concern starts, and we smooth our 
hands in glee, thinking to unload at a good 
handsome profit, again your traveller steps in 
and " gives us all away " by placing the party in 
direct communication with the manufacturers, 
and, we now repeat, this thing must be stop- 
ped. 

While we are at it, we also desire again to 
call your attention to a circular from one of our 
leading book houses of this coast, demanding 
of the publishers twelve months' time and 50 
per cent discount. We think it ought to be 
conceded in order to help them keep up their 
magnificent book establishment. As to the 
second circular issued by this same house, 
warning Eastern publishers and manufacturers 
that it would not be safe to give credit to any 
other house but themselves, they have private- 
ly informed us that they now think that circu- 
lar was ill advised, and desire to "take it 
back." 

In conclusion, we trust we shall see no 
more of your travellers or resident agents. If 
we do, you may rely on it we will not keep 
your goods. 

You ought to be satisfied to stay at home, and 
be content with such orders as we bring or send 
to you, and let us do the travelling. 

We would advise you also to issue a similar 
circular to the trade in London and Berlin, and 
keep out those foreign interlopers ; give them 
all the "cold shoulder," as we will^o to ira*--

thing " all around.

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Macmillan & Co. will publish early in the 
spring a volume entitled " The Liberty of the 
Press, of Speech, and of Public Worship ; being 
Commentaries on the Liberty of the Subject 
and the Laws of England," by Mr. James Pat- 
erson. The volume will include, among other 
subiects, discussions on rights of the press, 
libel, copyright, patent right, trade-marks, etc. 

BiCKNELL & CoMSTOCK have issued a very 
admirable little book in "Common Sense in 
Church Building," by E. C. Gardner, giving 
many fresh, common-sense views of this sub- 
ject, so that any layman will appreciate and en- 
joy what he has to sa^, Mr. Gardner has be- 
fore shown his capability to interest general 
readers in what are supposed to be technical 
subjects, and in this book he pursues his old 
plan, of conveying what he has to say in fa- 
miliar letters. 

Mr. J. W. Bouton has been making so note- 
worthy a success with the several European 
periodicals for which he acts as American pub- 
lisher, VArt, Tht Portfolio, Tht Etctur, etc.. 
which have prospered excellently in his hands, 
that he proposes to enter a somewhat new field 
as the American agent for Mr. Edward Wat- 
ford's n«w monthly, The Antiquary^ which, with 
the leading antiquarians as promised contribu- 
tors, will cover the widest rangeof any journal 
of its class yet attempted. 

Allen & Wilmarth, the new subscription 
publishing house, which will have the benefit of 
Mr. Allen's long experience in the trade, else- 
where offer to booksellers the opportunity of 
acting as agents for their books. They become 
Che publishers of the " History and Chronology 
of the Two American Continents," which com- 
bines in one volume several of the most valuable 
early histories ; and they will also have ready 
presently a new and enlarged edition of the 
"'Worid's Encyclopaedia of Wonders." They 
also have in preparation a popular $4 medical 
reference book, and a hand-book for mothers. 

Porter & Coates report their holiday trade 
of the past season to have been one of the heav- 
iest they have ever had, and the sales of some 
of their own books have been very large. " The 
Children's Book of Poetry," and "The Fireside 
Encyclopedia of Poetr}-," by Henry T. Coates, 
have both had unusually large sales, 10,000 
copies of the latter having been printed, and 
although " The Children's Book of Poetry" has 
been published but a few months, the eighth 
thousand is now on the press. The new book 
by Harrj' Castlemon, *' George in Camp," has 
been equally popular with the author's previous 
books, and " Holiday Times" has been in equal 
demand for the young folks. Porter & Coates 
have in press " Health and Health Resorts," by 
Dr. John W. Wilson, and "Elementary Physi- 
ology," by Prof. Dunglison. 



The application of Messrs. Chas. Scribner's 
Sons and A. & C. Black for a preliminary In- 
junction restraining J. M. Stoddart & Co. from 
publishing Vol. 10 of their American reprint of 
the " Encyclopaedia Britannica" has been de- 
nied by Judge Butler, of Philadelphia, on the 
ground that the loss to the defendants by the 
issue of the writ would be disproportionate 
to the loss to plaintiffs by the publication, 
which could thereafter be assessed in damages, 
and because the rights in the case are not suf- 
ficiently clear to justify peremptory action. 
The result is to put the case over for trial on 
the main issue. 



Taine is putting the finishingtouches to the 
third part of his work on "The Origins of 
Contemporary France." The title of this new 
volume will probably be either " The Jacobins^ 
or " The Convention." 

Messrs. C. Krgan Paul & Co. will publish 
immediately a new edition of " In Memoriam/* 
printed on handsome paper, with rough edges, 
and bound in parchment. The frontispiece will 
consist of a new miniature of Mr. Tennyson, 
executed in eau forte by M. Le Rat, after a pho- 
tograph by the late Mrs. Cameron. 

The Lisbon correspondent of the Athenaum 
states that the International Literary Congress 
h^sal ready oflUcially intimated to the Portuguese 
Government that the preliminaries are arranged 
for drawing up the programme of the subjects 
to be discussed at the meeting to be held in 
Lisbon next spring. According to rumor it 
appears all that appertains to translations will 
be largely studied and debated, and that a basis 
will be fixed for the ratification of a literar>' 
convention among the countries interested in 
the matter. 

Messrs. Griffith & Farran. London (E. 
P. Dutton & Co., N. Y.), will shortly publish a 
book, entitled " On the Leads ; or. What the 
Planets Say." The object of the work is to 
bring the planets of our system into nearer ac* 
quaintance, making each give an account of it- 
self to a little giri who watches them through 
her father's telescope on the leads of the house, 
their mythological character being made the 
mouthpiece of their astronomical and physical 
history. It is by Mrs. Butson. 

A CURIOUS case is reported abroad of a 
popular author whose works are not procura- 
ble. " The Moscow Society for the Diffusion of 
Useful Books is preparing a memoir of Alex- 
ander Pushkin and a selection from his writ- 
ings, to be published on the forthcoming occa- 
sion of the unveiling of the monument lately 
set up in memory of the greatest of Russia's 
poets at Moscow. It seems strange that a 
complete edition of his writings is not now to 
be procured except at a very high price. The 
Russian reader, says the Nox'oe Vremya, who 
wishes to buy a complete edition of Schiller's 
poems or Shakspeare's plays can do so with- 
out difficulty, and at a moderate expense. But 
with the works of his own Pushkin the case is 
different. The poet's heirs have ceded their 
rights to a publisher, and he does not seem to 
trouble himself about supplying the demand 
for Pushkin's writings, although the complete 
editions previously published have long been 
exhausted." This is an instance of a danger 
provided for in the proposed British copyright 
act, but which was supposed not to exist. 
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" I HAVE long ago discovered." says an Eng- 
lish printer of large experience in the book- 
trade, *• that books are sold^ not bought ; that 
a clever publisher can plant a large lot at per- 



haps a small reduction, or some special seller 
at Manchester or Edinburgh, who will push off 
one hundred or five hundred copies while no 
ten men would have gone to purchase copies."

Philadelphia, January 13, 1880. 

The past season has proved one of great suc- 
cess, and even exceeded the most sanguine ex- 
pectations of all. The hope now expressed is 
that the revival so strongly begun may continue, 
and not begin to relax in the midst of golden 
dreams and deep calculations for the future. 
At the present most of our publishers are doing 
but little in the way of new publications, all 
being busily engaged in stock-taking and 
counting up the profits of the past year. 

J. B. Lippincott & Co. expect to have pres- 
ently the new novel by '* Ouida," which, be- 
cause by her, will have a tremendous sale. For 
a long time she has rested her pen, writing only 
short stories for the magazines, of which her 
latest, " Umilta," appeared recently in Lippin- 
cotfs Magazine, The fear that many noted per- 
sons will appear under very thin disguise leads 
to much eagerness abroad as to the new book, 
significantly entitled " Moths." Thackeray, 
whose popularity is steadily increasing, is, as 
previously announced, to be honored by a new 
edition called the Globe Edition, complete in 
twelve volumes, crown 8vo, at $1.25 per volume. 
The principal novels will be boxed separately, 
and the six volumes will retail at $9. 

The Interoceanic Canal is the all-absorbing 
topic in certain circles at present, and Admiral 
Ammen, who represented the United States at 
the General Session in Paris, and is a strong ad- 
vocate of the ship-canal via Lake Nicaragua, 
has written a work in which the question is dis- 
cussed in all its bearings.

CLINTON T. DEWITT, 

Clinton T. Dewitt, the well-known pub- 
lisher, died suddenly, Friday, January 2d, at his 
residence in Connecticut. His father, Robert 
M. Dewitt, was a member of the well-known firm 
of Dewitt & Davenport. Robert M. Dewitt died 
suddenly a few years ago, leaving his son to suc- 
ceed him in the business. Clinton T. Dewitt 
was only twenty-five years of age at the time of 
his decease, but although comparatively young, 
he proved himself to be an energetic and suc- 
cessful manager in his line of business, and 
his amiable disposition made many friends for 
him.. 



FRANK LESLIE. 

On Saturday evening, January loth, at about 
6 o'clock, Frank Leslie, the well-known pub- 
lisher, died at his residence in this city. Mr. 
Leslie's nam« was originally Henry Carter. He 
was born in Ipswich, England, where his father, 
Joseph Carter, was a glove manufacturer of 
note, and Henry's early days were spent in his 
father's factory. At a very early age Henry 
displayed a passion for drawing and engraving, 
and practised those arts constantly in his leis- 
ure hours. His family so discouraged his ar- 
tistic aspirations, that he was constrained to 
keep his work a secret from them, and, in order 
the better to insure his incognito, adopted the 
name by which he subsequently becsftne known 
the world over, and which he adopted perma- 
nently through an act of legislature in this coun- 
try — Frank Leslie. At the age of twenty years 
he married, left his uncle's establishment in 
London, where he had been employed for sev- 
eral years, and became a sketcher on the Lon- 
don Illustrated News, and, subsequently, on the 
Pictofial Times. He came to this country in 
1848, and became, in 1850, permanently con- 
nected with Gleason's Pictorial in Boston, and 
from 1851 to 1852 had charge of Barnum & 
Beach's Illustrated Newspaper, published in the 
old Surt building in this city. He added to his 
artistic accomplishments those of a practical 
printer, and, in 1853, began business as a pub- 
lisher on his own account. He soon became 
the head of a large establishment on the corner 
of Elm and Pearl Streets. 

In 1877 he failed, while publishing thirteen 
illustrated journals, and made an assignment 
of all his property to Mr. I. W. England, to be 
managed, until the close of 1880, for the benefit 
of his creditors, who were principally paper- 
dealers, and liberally disposed toward him. Mr. 
Leslie remained practical manager of the busi- 
ness, which was removed to the corner of Park 
Place and College Place after the failure. The 
establishment now periodically issues Frank 
Leslie's Illustrated Nevfspaper, Illustrirte Zeitung, 
Chimney Cortter, Boys* and Girls* Weekly, Illus- 
trated Times, Sunday Magazine, Popular Month- 
ly, Ladys Magazine and Gazette of Fashion, 
Pleasant Hours, Chatterbox and Budget. 

Mr. Leslie won upon his arrival here the 
medal of the American Institute for wood-en- 
graving, and in 1867 was appointed a Commis- 
sioner in the Department of Fine Arts to the 
Paris Exposition of that year. He was pre- 
sented with a prize medal by Louis Napoleon, 
and in 1876 was State Commissioner for New 
York to the Philadelphia Centennial Exhibition.

A. D. Mayo, of Springfield, Mass., so well 
known to the educators in all parts of the coun- 
try as an able writer and lecturer on education, 
has become an associate editor of the New 
England 2iTid. National Journals of Education. 

The February Atlantic Monthly will contain, 
in addition to its proper quota of reading, a 
supplement giving a full account of the 
"Holmes Breakfast, 'including the speeches, 
poem.s, and letters which made that so memora- 
ble an incident in our literary history. 

Wide Awake has been enlarged so as to 
give its fortunate readers more of the same ex- 
cellent variety and quality of stories, sketches, 
poems, and pictures which have for years made 
it so thoroughly good and whblesome a maga- 
zine for young folks. 

The two child-songs by Alfred Tennyson, 
written specially for St. Nicholas, appear in the 
February issue. Both songs have been set to 
music under Mr. Tennyson's supervision^ and 
one of the musical accompaniments forwarded 
by him is also given in the same number. 

Mr. Theodore L. De Vinne, than whom no 
one nowadays knows more of the art of print- 
ing, will have a paper on ** Woodcut Printing, 
Ancient and Modern," in an early number of 
Scribfur. Mr. De Vinne's purpose is to show 
that the prevailing notions about deterioration 
in this art are wrong.

A BUSINESS SERMON. 

The "boom" which is now delighting the 
-country is not altogether an unmixed good. 
Unless it is well balanced with common sense, 
it may indeed do more harm than good. The 
business men who have lived through the last 
ten years, and remember the war period before 
them, ought not to look with unsuspicious 
satisfaction upon a return of the era of inflation 
and speculation and "boom" generally — the 
word is new, but the thing is old — that pro- 
duced, as they too well know, the dreadful re- 
action of the ten lean years. " What goes up 
must come down," says the proverb, and this 
is a saying direfully true of inflated business. 

We do not desire in any way to check the 
justifiable feeling of hopefulness that health- 
fully re-animates trade. That is altogether 
good, and is one of the first conditions of 
renewed prosperity. We simply suggest that 
this feeling must not be abused by fresh over- 
production, kiting of prices, reckless risk and 
speculation — the evils that have in the past and 
always will in the future produce business 
disaster even in the face of favorable condi- 
tions. The tone of President Wallach's ad- 
dress to the Stationers' Board of Trade was 
altogether admirable in this direction. The 
last few years have taught us economy, have 
enabled us to make goods so low as to 



develop an export trade in many lines, have 
given us the solid basis of permanent pros- 
perity. We have now our chance, and Amer- 
ican trade can be made what English trade was 
in its best days, solid, substantial, continuous. 
Our manufacturing merchants, who are the 
leaders and examples of the community in this 
direction, have a wonderful opportunity to 
deserve well of their country. They should do 
what they can to avoid fostering the feverish 
condition of business too likely otherwise to 
become normal to us, and the falsities upon 
which such conditions thrive. 

Our people, in their every-day dealings, 
sadly need to be led back to certain funda- 
mentals. The days of shoddy manufacturing, 
followed by the days of enforced scrimping — 
in which people still preferred to make as 
much show as they could for the less money — 
utterly demoralized trade. The dollar stores 
were a first product of this time, and the great 
bazaars followed. These stores did not expect 
a permanent constituency of customers, and 
every device was used to catch the trade of the 
day. " Leading articles" and '* bargain coun- 
ters" were advertising dodges tempting people 
to other goods on which the price was not less, 
possibly more, than in reliable shops. In the 
book trade, " discounts" were the pet delusion. 
People were trained to pay a really extortion- 
ate price for goods at ** half price," the price 
being raised and the quality lowered to admit 
of such petty swindling. They would give — 
notoriously in dry goods — 75 cents for an in- 
ferior imitation when the $1 article would last 
twice as long. 

In this process the people should have 
learned two lessons, summed up in the words 
real economy. They have been forced to spend 
less money — economy in the one sense ; they 
ought by this time to know that this money can 
best be spent for a few good things, rather than 
for many poor things. It is the last which it 
has been hard to teach. 

If ever we are to reform, now is the time ; 
and it is for our tradesmen, wholesalers and 
retailers, to lead off. We should like to call 
attention to the service which one house has 
been doing the community — real moral service, 
it is not too much to say — in so minor a matter 
as its holiday advertising. As we have had 
none of it, we speak impartially — here is an ex- 
ample : 

*' There are two ways in which to supply your 
wants : t>ne, to find a reliable merchant, and 
make use of him whenever you have need ; the 
other, to go in search of so-called 'bargains,' 
offered by adventurers. In the one case, you 
will get your money's worth of honest goods — 
no more ; in the other, ^ou_wiU be servedwith 
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sparious goods, and only learn your loss when 
3rour purse is empty. . . . Anything bought of 
Lord & Taylor may be returned if found un- 
satisfactory When examined at home. Prices 
are as low as they can be made for real articles." 

This suggests the tone that the retailer should 
take, and live up to ; and for the heads of trade, 
who have after all the central and controlling 
power, the course is equally clear. The first 
thing is to get rid of that serpent in business : 
" If we don't do it, somebody else will." In 
ordinary manufacturing, this means honest 
goods ; in the book business it means honest 
prices — not a price made to cut from, not a 
price made as a basis to a retailer and then cut 
down to the retailer's customer. 

It is above all to be remembered, in the 
matter of the present *'boom," that the past 
season has been exceptional. It is not often 
that immense crops and high prices for them 
come together. Next year there will be over- 
production and low prices, if the past is not 
heeded. It rests very largely with our mer- 
chants — the great manufacturer, the little coun- 
try dealer — to say whether we shall have pros- 
perous business, on a level of normal profit, 
or more of the *' ups and downs" already proved 
so disastrous. 



Another break-down in the underselling 
trade, pointing the moral once more ! The firm 
of N. Bangs Williams & Co., Providence, have 
made an assignment for the benefit of creditors 
to B. B. Hammond, of that city. Their last fail- 
ure was April 12th, 1876, and if we do not mis- 
take this makes the fourth time. A bankrupt 
sale, with " prices below competition," will be 
the next incident of the trade in Providence. 



The bill for collecting duties on mail matter, 
introduced by Congressman Elam, is scarcely 
likely to emerge from committee. It provides 
for the issue of stamps (on a gold basis), which 
shall be affixed in foreign countries to packages 
of dutiable goods sent through the mails, to 
the amount of the duty thereon, each parcel 
to be accompanied by bill of cost. This plan 
virtually requires that such stamps should be 
on sale throughout the world, and that the in- 
habitants thereof should keep generally posted 
on the complexities of the American tariff. It 
is only necessary to add that the millennial 
period of universal education has not yet ar- 
rived. 



POSTAL MATTERS. 
Under the new plan of issuing the ** Postal 
Guide," the Tanbary issue is to be a reference- 
book through the year, the other monthly parts 
S'ving supplementary and current matter only. 
e$srs. Houghton,, Osgood & Co. have this 



now ready in a book of 650 pages (paper, $1 ; 
cloth, $1.50), containing many features #hich 
render it indispensable to all who wish clear 
and accurate information about all matters con- 
nected with the postal service. It contains, 
besides the current matter, alphabetical lists: 

(i.) Of all post-offices in the United Sutes» 
with county and State. 

(2.) Of post-offices arranged by States. 

(3.) Of post-offices arranged by States aad 
counties, with the geographical position of the 
counties. 

(4.) Of the money-order offices, domestic and 
international. 

(5.) Of post-offices of the first, second and 
third class, with salaries. 

(6.) Of counties, and a list of letter-carder 
offices. 

(7.) Of Canadian money-order offices. 

This is a decided improvement on the old 
system, and makes the January number indis- 
pensable to business men, and to all who use 
the post-office to any considerable extent. 



OBITUARY. 
yOEL MUNSELL. 

On Thursday, the 15th inst., Joel Munsell, 
the well-known publisher and printer, died at 
Albany, aged seventy-two years. Mr. MunseU 
was born in Nortbfield, Mass., in 1809, and 
passed his youth in that and neighboring towns. 
He was apprenticed to the printing trade io 
Greenfield, Mass., and worked there until about 
eighteen years of age, when he went to Albany. 
After serving as a clerk in a bookstore for some 
time he started the Albany Mirurva, a semi- 
monthly paper, he setting all of the Cype as well 
as editing the paper. In 1834 he became inter- 
ested with Mr. H. D. Stone in the publication 
of the Microscope, at No. 26 Beaver Street. The 
venture was successfuland enabled Mr. Mun- 
seU in 1836 to open a book and job printing 
office at No. 58 State Street. He subsequentlv 
purchased the premises and had continued 
there up to thirteen or fourteen years ago, when 
he removed to No. 82 State Street, where he re- 
mained to his death. His first book publica^ 
tion was ** The Outlines of the History of Print- 
ing." In 1839 he printed a work on the con- 
quest of Mexico which he prepared himself 
under the pseudonym of Arthur Prynne. It 
was under this name that he edited and printed 
the Munsell almanac. In 1840 he started a daily 
paper in the personal interest of Daniel D. Bar- 
nard. Among the editors was Mr. Hugh J. Hast- 
ings, now of the New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser, In 1842 Mr. Munsell commenced the pub- 
lication of a Ladies' Magazine, Mr. Ely Squires 
being the editor. The next venture was the 
publication of the Northern Star and Freeman* s 
Advocate, in the interests of the Africo-Ameri- 
can race, but it did not meet with success. In 
1843 he began to publish '* The Webster Cal- 
endar, or the Albany Almanac." 

The work which gave Mr. Munsell his great- 
est celebrity was his collection and publication 
of " The Annals of Albany," the name of which 
indicates the scope of the work. The annals 
were begun in 1850, and were finished, in ten 
volumes, in 1859. In 1865 a new historical 
work in Albany was published, " Collection^ 
on the History of Albany from its Discovery to 
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the Present Time," etc. This work was com- 
prised in an octavo volume, and was (followed 
by four others, the last appearing in 1871. Mr. 
Munsell also included in his newspaper ven- 
tures the publication of the State Register zxl^ 
the Albany Statesman, The deceased in the 
course of his long and active life contributed 
verv much to the literature of New^ York State 
^nd by his encouragement to others was the 
means of enriching greatly the historic lore of 
America. He leaves a wife and nine children, 
three sons and six daughters.

In the Sunday TW^irn^ of January nth, apropos 
of Mr. Beecher's recent criticism on the Bible 
Society, appears an interesting letter from Mr. 
Gordon L. Ford, on the almost forgotten version 
of the New Testament, by Noah Webster, a 
most interesting episode in literary history.

sons for 1880 by a change of form to an octavo 
magazine, with illuminated cover, colored map, 
editorials on current topics, Sunday-school 
news, lesson explanations by the Rev. John 
Hall, l}.l}„ of New York, primaiy lesson talks 
by Mrs. Alice W. Knox, etc., making it more 
than ever attractive as a journal for the pastor, 
superintendent, teacher, Bible student, and 
Christian worker. It is published by the Amer- 
ican Sunday-School Union, Philadelphia. 

The new Presbyterian Review^ published for 
the Presbyterian Review Association by A. D. F. 
Randolph & Co.. under the managing editor- 
ship of Profs. A. A. Hodge aod Charles A. 
Briggs, is out promptly with its first number, 
under date of January, 1880, in handsome 
shape. The new quarterly is intended to re- 
occupy the place left vacant by the seculariza- 
tion, as the editors of the new enterprise con- 
sider it, of the Princeton Review^ under Mr. 
Jonas Libby's enterprising management ; it 
aims "to maintain and enforce Presbyterian 
polity over against Episcopacy and Congrega- 
tionalism; Calvinistic doctrine over against 
Lutheranism and Arminianism." The first issue 
is an able one, with a review of Huxley on 
Hume by Prof. Shedd, a paper on the ** Docu- 
mentary History of the Westminster Assembly," 
by Prof. Briggs. and other contributions by 
Profs. Packard, Warfield, Baird, and Dr. Vin- 
cent. The price is $3 per year.

THE BUYING OF BOOKS. 
The most important factor in the future of 
the book trade in this country is the probable 
attitude of the reading public of the rising gen- 
eration as to buying books. Are public libra- 
ries to supersede the bookstore, and books to 
be borrowed instead of bought? Will the 
mails instead of the booksellers be the dis- 
tributing agency of such books as are bought ? 
The answers to these questions are the key to 
the future, and so far as the trade is to com- 
mand its own future, which is always to some 
extent possible, it must be by considering and 
meeting these questions. 

It is to our mind improbable that the growth 
of public libraries will end, or in great measure 
redupe, the private buying of books. It is, of 
course, true that they represent the modern 
principle of organized instead of individual re- 
source (another phase of the division of labor), 
and that just as the modern fire-engine does 
away with the necessity of keeping two fire- 
buckets in each house, so the librar}' furnishes 
to the individual scholar or reader a substitute 
for the necessity of keeping individual copies 
oi books he cares to use or to read but once 
or seldom. But the analogy does not go very 
far, and the circumstances are not the same. 
The fire-bucket was neither a working tool nor 
a luxury. No one having two fire-buckets de- 
sired six or eight either for use or for delight. 
There was no growth of the appetite for fire- 
buckets. On the other hand, some collection 
of books is every man's desire. He is not 
willing to rely upon the library for his books of 
every-day reference, or his standard authors, or 
his books of delight These he wants to own, 
and every time he draws them from the library 



he again determines that as soon as he can 
spare the money he will have this or that book. 
The Christian Union^ we notice, in the course 
of some excellent papers on reading, gives one 
piece of advice which we shall venture to im- 
peach : ** In forming a library, if your means 
are small, do not buy what you can beg or bor- 
row. Depend, as Joseph Cook does, ... on 
public libraries ... or on more fortunate 
friends. Buy only what you cannot borrow." 
To this we may oppose the words of Ruskin : 
"To be without books of your own is the abyss 
of penury. Don't endure it ;" and those ot 
Arthur Helps : "A man never gets so much 
good out of a book as when he possesses it." 
These sa)rings represent the temper of our own 
people. Mr. Joseph Cook has, we believe, ac- 
cumulated a considerable library, and most 
i^ericans, even of small means, desire to have, 
and will have, books of their own. 

But the libraries will very much affect the 
question of what kinds of books will be bought 
by private buyers, and will doubtless do much 
to divert trade from one class to another. 
Whether or not our free libraries will aim chiefly 
to supply fiction and light reading, " the books 
people want," or whether they will look upon 
this as a lower appetite to which they should 
not cater, is so much an open question among 
them that it is impossible to prophesy the final 
result. It is not improbable that if they do not 
furnish light fiction in quantity, some such or- 
ganization as Mudie's library may grow up in 
this country. In either case, the result would 
seem to suggest one of two publishing alterna- 
tives : either ** light reading" will be pub- 
lished, as in England, in limited editions, at 
high prices, for library sale, or else so cheap 
that it will not pay readers to wait their chance 
and take the bother at the librar)'. There is 
sufficient evidence of this already. The cheap 
libraries of standard or non - copyright new 
books meet the problem in tfiis last way, and 
their sale for the time has been enormous. 
They have already made it unprofitable to pub- 
lish copyright novels at present prices, except 
they be the salient books that will, under any 
circumstances, command instant and large sale 
as " hits." Other novels can only be marketed 
with profit at a high price in limited editions, and 
the increasing body of good light reading will 
probably make it still more difficult to secure 
for them a paying sale. Second-class mechan- 
ics (plumbers excepted) commonly find it less 
easy to earn their living as a community be- 
comes better organized. So far as the book- 
seller's volume of trade is reduced in this line, 
there is a compensating advantage : it is this 
class of books which soonest becomes dead 
stock, and so involves most risk and loss. 
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But supposing that the public libraries or an 
American Mudie may check the sale through the 
bookstores of such books, we believe that the 
aggregate of money spent for books by private 
buyers will nevertheless increase. The most 
significant facts of recent publishing bear out 
this view. The chief success of last year was 
in reprinting standard works. The Harper 
histories, the Globe Dickens, etc., the several 
Macaulays, the cheap Taines, and other stand- 
ards, have had very large sales, although it 
might have been supposed that Dickens, for in- 
stance, had been supplied to the full extent of 
the market. Still more noteworthy have been 
the large sales of the cheap reprints published by 
a new concern which offers these, at a net price 
with postage added, and through the mails in- 
stead of through the bookstores, which in fact it 
has avoided. This house has issued standards 
whose sale has been already tested, and it has 
thus been enabled to get the experience of 
other publishers for nothing. Its time of trial 
will come when it undertakes to issue books 
not thus tested, when the small margin in the 
prices of these standards is likely to be more 
than balanced by the loss in even one or two 
unsuccessful ventures. 

The American market for such books has 
been shown to be almost unlimited. It will be 
wise for the regular publishers to see that i^ 
is kept as far as possible in the hands of the 
regular distributing system of the trade. These 
goods are essentially articles of manufacture ; 
the competition in them is excessive, and they 
will not stand prices involving heavy dis- 
counts. Many of these books, 'nevertheless, 
are priced to make fifty off, the standard 
poets especially. The advantage of the Acme 
books was that, put at a net price, with postage 
stated, they seemed immensely lower than the 
cheapest regular editions, priced to make forty 
or fifty off. If publishers and booksellers will 
recognize that these books involve little risk, 
being safejgoods on the shelves, but great com- 
petition, they will see the absolute necessity of 
putting the advertised prices down and making 
discounts close.) We doubt if more than twenty 
per cent difference (which is entirely inade- 
quate for books involving risk) can practically 
be maintained between wholesale and retail 
rates on such books. The quality of the edition 
will then protect them against the " cheap and 
nasty" reprints, to borrow Carlyle's phrase, and 
the bookseller will have some chance to hold his 
trade on them. The customer will come to see 
what he is getting instead of ordering by mail. 
Some such course as this, with prices at' bottom, 
is necessary to protect the retailer, whose busi- 
ness is slipping into the mail-bag. 

There are many other classes whose indi- 



vidual purchase libraries will ngt affect, and 
most of these cannot be reached by this kind 
of competition. On many of these there should 
be a good fair profit, if publishers will man- 
age rightly. So long as there is no inter- 
national copyright, such books as the '' Encyclo- 
paedia Britannica " or " Chambers's Encyclo- 
paedia " can, to be sure, be appropriated, but 
this will not go on forever. The fact that prob- 
ably 30,000 copies of the ** Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica," have been placed in this country, after 
the ground had been recently covered in vigor- 
ous and successful canvasses for Appletons' 
and Johnson's and by larg^ sales of the two edi- 
tions of Chambers's, shows how wide the field is 
among our forty millions of people for the 
sale of books of reference. Whether or not the 
retail bookseller shall make the sales of these 
books is more in his own hands than in those 
of the publisher. The subscription method is 
adopted because more books are sold by it. 
They are sold, too, in the very towns where pat- 
ronage should be commanded by the booksell- 
er. This is a question of enterprise, and here 
the chief thing that the bookseller can ask of 
the publisher is that the latter will protect him 
as he protects the agent in the matter of prices. 
We had intended to follow this question into 
j other lines of books, but the above sufiliciently 
calls attention to certain considerations that 
should receive the meditation of the trade. 



There is a good deal of good advice to pub- 
lishers in the St. Louis letter elsewhere. Mr. 
Parker is the manager of the retail department 
of the Hugh R. Hildreth Printing Co., made 
by the changes of a year ago one of the foremost 
book houses of the West, and he knows the 
Western market thoroughly. 



We again remind the trade that it is proposed 
to bind our weekly lists of 1879, as reprinted in 
the Title- Slip Registry y into a volume, prefixed, 
if orders justify, by a short title index, by author 
and title, to all the books of the year. The use- 
fulness of the index to this Annual Summary 
Number suggests the value of such a publica- 
tion, and the price is put at $1. The orders so 
far are not quite sufiicient to justify the carrying 
out of this plan, but we hope that, with this re- 
minder, the trade will promptly come up to the 
mark by enclosing the dollar. Orders may be 
conditional on the index being furnished. Send 
them at once. 



The delay in forwarding title-page, etc., to 
complete the first volume of the American Cata- 
logue for binding, which has occasioned some 
dissatisfaction among subscribers, is due to two 
reasons. The first is the time necessary to com- 
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pletely and accurately correct the list of 900 
publishers, so as to show changes and transfers 
of lists up to date of publication, and to compile 
the considerable list of addenda and corrigenda, 
extending to several pages. The second is the 
additional and valuable feature of an appendix, 
in which, by arrangement with most of the lead- 
ing and many of the smaller houses, lists of 
their books from July ist, 1876, through 1879, 
supplement the body of the catalogue. These 
sheets, covering probably a hundred pages, will 
be ready by the end of February, of course 
without further cost to the subscribers, and the 
first volume can then be bound. The work on 
the second (subject-index) volume has mean- 
while been going on, and is already well ad- 
vanced. It should be understood— as about 
. this some misconception has arisen — that the 
plan of the subject-index volume is in nowise 
altered because of the appendix to the first 
volume, and that the body of each is to be con- 
fined to a consistent entry of books in print July 
1st, 1876, in the one case by author, in the other 
under subject. 

THE COPYRIGHT QUESTION— OPIN-* 

IONS OF AUTHORS AND 

OTHERS. 

In order to give further data of the present 
sentiment in regard to copyright reform, we 
resume printing the replies to our circular- 
letter, with the interrogatories below, to lead- 
ing authors and others : 

1. Do you favor international copyright ? 

2. What plan seems to you most practicable 
in view of all interests concerned ? 

3. What method of accomplishing the plan 
seems most feasible ? 

4. Can you (if author) estimate sales of your 
works abroad, and your loss for want of inter- 
national copyright ? 

5. Can you suggest any desirable changes in 
the domestic copyright law ? 

The answers to the specific queries are desig- 
nated by the respective numbers. 

Chas. Dudley Warner, Hartford. 

1. Yes. See Eighth Commandment. 

2. Don't mix authors' rights with publish- 
ers'. Give every author absolute control of his 
property in every country in which he congplies 
with the domestic copyright law. If the pub- 
lic and the publishers once admitted the right 
of authors, a plan could be easily enough de- 
vised. 

3. By treaty. 

4. Have no reason to suppose that sales have 
been large enough to make my case a shining 
example of injustice. Several editions of one 
book by different publishers appeared in Eng- 
land ; I received something for one only. On 
another book, published simultaneously in Lon- 
don and Boston, I got nothing, because a cheap 
edition of a book with the same title and part^ 
the same matter destroyed the market of the 
genuine book. * 



5. It is useless to suggest. I propose a change 
in the law of real estate : that no man who 
builds a house and pays for it shall own it, he 
or his heirs, longer than twenty-eight years.

1. Yes. 

2. An international commission of some 
kind, in which authors and publishers shall be 
represented. 

3. The efforts of the organization formed in 
Paris in 1878, under the Presidency of Victor 
Hugo, the " Association Litt^raire Interna- 
tional," of which I have the honor to be on the 
Executive Committee. Its efforts are now 
chiefly European, but must extend to this con> 
tinent in the en4. 

4. No. One of my books was reprinted out- 
right in London, and two others by English 
publishers taking part of the edition by agree- 
ment with the American publishers. In these 
cases I had a small compensation. A German 
translation of one of them was published three 
years since, I furnishing a special preface with 
promise of copyright, but I have never had any 
returns. A French translation of my History 
of the United States is now announced, but 
without my being consulted in any way. 

Mrs. a. D. T. Whitney, Milton, Mass. 

I can only say that it seems the simplest right 
in the world that an author should have a 
world- right to his work — as much as he has to 
his other property — if such exist. I have had 
only time to write ; not to find out much, or 
investigate much as to possible plans for secur- 
ing wider returns. I do not feel competent to 
enter into the question as an adviser. My own 
experience affords one item of fact ; that of the 
quite wide success of "The Gayworthys" 
abroad — in England especially — as a popular 
novel, which success was of no benefit to me 
beyond an honorarium of fifty pounds from the 
London publishers, who undertook its pro- 
duction without protection of copyright, with 
an understanding of half-profits from their 
sales with me. They were of course undersold 
by the cheap issues. Since then I have ar- 
ranged for copyrights ; but the way of doing 
business there is so different from ours on this 
side, thai the results are far from satisfactory 
under the present laws. One great objection 
to the double publication required to maintain 
any English right, is the delay involved after 
the work is ready for publication here. It is 
often a serious detriment, as obliging the issue 
here at a less favorable business season than 
might have been secured.

1. I am earnestly in favor of an international 
copyright with all English-speaking communi- 
ties, and should prefer one to include all civil- 
ized communities. 

2. I am in favor of any plan which will bring 
about this result, or tend toward it. If the 
amended Clarendon Convention cannot be se- 
cured by treaty, then let Congress be urged to 
pass an act of the nature of the one proposed 
by Mr. Wm. H. Appleton. It is obvious that, 
if we wish to reach a beneficial and permanent 
result, the welfare of American publishers, as 
well as of American and foreignyauthors, must 
be consulted. Digitized by VjO . ^ __ , 
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3. As to first steps, I approve of the joint 
commission of authors, publishers and publi- 
cists, suggested by Harper & Brothers. Or, if 
speed is desirable, why not at once put the 
Appleton act into Congress, or into the State 
Department ? I do not believe that the Eng- 
lish government will refuse any honest offer of 
international copyright. It must be remem- 
bered that our government has never yet made 
one of any sort. 

4. I can give no information as to my sales 
and losses abroad, except the fact that an Eng- 
lish periodical is now running one of my novels 
as a serial, without agreement with me or pay- 
ment made. 

The great loss of American authors is here, 
owing to the flooding of our market with cheap 
reprints of foreign works, thus depreciating to 
some extent the price of the native book, and 
very largely ruining its chance of sale. What 
other production could go on at all, with a dif- 
ference of ten, or twenty, or fifty per cent 
against it? 

5. The domestic copyright ought to be for 
fifty years, a term which would cover a man's 
natural working life. So few books sell long 
that the community would not suffer by conced- 
ing this point of theoretical and practical just- 
ice. Of course forty- two years would answer 
practically about as well.

1. Yes. 

2. To protect the author's right in his pro- 
duction, and the right therein of those to whom 
he shall bequeath it, sp that, without his or 
their consent, it shall not be republished. I 
believe this right should last as long as that to 
any other property. It should be secured by 
conditions which would make it practical — e,g.^ 
that neglect to fulfil certain conditions, as regis- 
tration, prompt response to a publisher's letters, 
etc., shall be considered an abandonment of 
copyright. 

3. An appointment of a small commission of 
English and American authors and publishers 
to prepare a plan. All other countries would 
conform to any plan thus agreed upon. 

4. Messrs. Harper's plan of a commission 
appears to me highly important, and some emi- 
nent authors in England have expressed to me 
their approval of it. As to their suggestion of 
the importance of assuring the publication of 
books in each country by their respective citi- 
zens, I believe a commission would be able to 
reach a satisfactory agreement on that point. 
It is, indeed, to settle that question that a com- 
mission is needed, and I have little hope that 
it will ever be settled otherwise. 

5. Owing to the fact of my being an American 
citizen and residing in England, I have not 
personally suffered by the absence of an inter- 
national copyright; but I have known many 
cases where wrong has been done (formerly, I 
am glad to say, more than now) to authors and 
publishers by the uncivilized condition of our 
international book trade. 

6. The English bill (proposed) appears to me 
a remarkably good one, as a whole, but I can- 
not see the justice of limiting a man's right to 
his property to thirty years. The proposal to 
enable a lecturer to protect his discourse from 
being printed seems to me one much needed. 



PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, Dec. 26, 1879. 

Despite one of the most violent snow-storms 
and bitter north winds which have ever com- 
bined to make the life of Parisians unendur- 
able, the Booksellers', Printers', and Paper 
Makers' Club, the "Cercle de laLibrairie," was 
inaugurated this month with a musical and 
dramatic entertainment followed by a ball. 
The evening was opened by a prologue in verse 
recited by Mademoiselle Berthe Fayolle of the 
Theatre Fran9ais, composed by Charles Gar- 
nier, the architect of the new building. Mes- 
sieurs Maurice Valet and M. Gailhard sang 
the airs of Joseph of Mehal, the Gdant des Gau- 
Us, and a duet from La M%utte, Mademoiselle 
Tanvier sang the Romance of Paul and Vir- 
ginia, and Mademoiselle Fayolle recited the 
Revenant of Victor Hugo. The musical and 
dramatic part of the entertainment was closed 
by M. Coquelin Cadet with the Capitaliste and 
the Hanneton, which caused much merriment. 
Then followed an immense amount of dancing, 
which lasted until five o'clock in the morning, 
to the exquisite music of one of Erard's grand 
pianos. 

Hachette, Calmann Levy, Plon, Dentu, and 
the other principal publishing houses in Paris, 
were represented at the fSte, which was well 
attended, considering the inclemency of the 
evening. The portion of Charles Garnier*s pro- 
logue which appeared to meet with the most 
approval was the passage in which he declared 
that " the booksellers held the oars of the raft 
which carried humanty, having Presidents, 
Emperors, Kings, and Monarchs as first class 
passengers." The terminating lines of the pro- 
logue, in which Castor and Pollux rhymed with 
the club's motto, **ex utroque lux," were like- 
wise enthusiastically received. The architec- 
ture of Charles Gamier, however, is decidedly 
better than his poetry.* 

In a previous letter mention was made of the 
memoirs of Prince Metternich, a work which 
without doubt will command an immense sale 
on both sides of the Atlantic, embracing as it 
does one of the most important periods of this 
eventful century. In order to give an idea of the 
work in question, we give an extract from some 
of the chapters of these memoirs, recently pub- 
lished in the Revue des Deux Afondes. Met- 
ternich himself evidently desires to convey 
the impression, that to his astute diplomacy, 
more than to the military abilities of the allied 
generals, Europe was indebted for the over- 
throw of the autocracy of Napoleon the First. 
The period selected for our extract was one of 
great European depression. Napoleon had 
won two great victories, the allied powers were 
disheartened, but the great Corsican was hesi- 
tating and desponding. The interview between 
Napoleon and Metternich thus commences : 
*• Napoleon was waiting for me erect in the 
middle of his cabinet, his sword by his side 
and his hat under his arm. He advanced to- 
ward me with an affected calmness, and asked 
alter the health of the Emperor. Soon his fea- 
tures grew dark, and placing himself before me 
he spoke in these terms. * So you wish war ! 



* We cive in this oumber an illustration of the facade of 
the new Duilding, from the architect's drawing. We hope 
to give more full details as to the edifice and its proposed 
uses in a succeedipg^ssue.' "^ "■' ' (3 
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Well, you shall have it. I have crushed the Prus- 
sian army at Lutzen, I have beaten the Rus- 
sians at Bautzen ; you will have your turn. I 
give you a rendezvous at Vienna. Men are 
incorrigible, the lessons of experience are lost 
upon. them. Three times I have placed the 
Emperor Francis on his throne. I have prom- 
ised to remain at peace with him as long as I 
lived. I have married his daughter. I said to 
myself at the time, you are committing an act of 
madness. But it is done. To-day I regret it.' " 
Metternich then explained to Napoleon that 
the world required peace, and that he must 
retire within those limits of territory compati- 
ble with the repose of Europe. Napoleon 
then burst forth : "What do you want of me? 
That I should dishonor myself? Never! I 
know how to die, but I will never yield 
an inch of territory. You sovereigns, born 
upon the throne, can allow yourselves to be 
beaten twenty times, and can always return to 
your capitals. I cannot, because I am a par- 
venu soldier. My domination will not survive 
the day on which I cease to be strong, and con- 
sequently to be feared. I have committed a 
great fault, in not taking into account the cost 
of the finest army the world has ever seen. I 
can fight against man, but not against the ele- 
ments. It is the cold which has vanquished and 
ruined me." 

Until after the turn of the year it is unlikely 
that any literary novelties will be produced, 
the attention of publishers on this side being 
wholly absorbed in the compilation of works 
gorgeous in binding, with elaborate pictorial 
illustrations, suitable for New Year's gifts, or 
" ^tiennes," as we call them here. M. Quantin, 
who succeeded M. Clay three years ago, has 
published several works illustrated in the most 
expensive and elaborate manner, suitable for 
the period of the year. Among them may be 
mentioned "Les petits Conteurs Fran9ais," 
" Les Pontes de i8^me Si^cle," **La Biblio- 
theque des Arts,'* which reckons among its con- 
tributors the principal writers of the day on 
the subject of art ; a new impression of the 
"Renaissance of France," "Researches in 
Spain after Spanish goldsmiths' work," by 
Baron Davillier, who, it may be mentioned, had 
a fine collection of Spanish goldsmiths' work 
in the galleries of retrospective art at the 
French International Exhibition. The three 
special works published by M. Quantin for 
New Year's gifts are, " Fran9ois Boucher," by 
Paul Muntz ; Goethe's " Faust," translated by 
Blaze de Bury, and a re-impression of two vol- 
umes published last year by the Gazette des 
Beaux-Arts entided " Modern and Ancient Art 
at the French International Exhibition." " Fran- 
9ois Boucher " is the second volume of a series 
of artistic works commenced last year. The 
volume published last year was on ** Hans 
Holbein," the present one is " Fran9ois Bou- 
cher," the favorite artist of Madame de Pomt- 
padour, and the third volume will be on 
" Vandyck." The object which Messrs. Quantin 
have in view, independently of supplying the 
New Year's demand for costly books, is to 
afford artists a library of reference. 

In January Messrs. Quantin will publish a new 
review, called rather pompously Le Livre. It 
will contain essays on rare and curious books 
ancient and modern, lists of the latest published 
works throughout Europe, and descriptive cat- 



alogues of the principal European libraries of- 
fered for sale. 

The principal artistic books published by 
Plon for New Year's gifts are *' Sahara and 
Sahel," by E. Fromentin ; " David d'Angers," 
by H. Jouin ; " Thorwaldsen," by E. Plon ; 
"Goya," by C. Yriarte ; "The Faience of 
Delft," by H. Havard, and "The Amateurs 
d'Autrefois," by Comte Clemend de Ris. A 
work published by the Messrs. Plon, called 
" Niger and B6nci6," by Adolphe Bardo, is 
attracting attention, because the writer, who is 
an African explorer by predilection and a 
Belgian by birth, claims to have discovered the 
existence of a great Mahometan nation in the 
valley of the Niger. Messieurs Plon likewise 
publish "Japon Pittoresque," by M. Dubard ; 
" Histoire de France," by M. C. Dareste ; 
"Amsterdam and Venice," by H. Havard; 
" South America,' and " Equatorial Africa," by 
the Marquis of Compiegne. All the above- 
mentioned works are elaborately gotten up, 
and no expense has been spared in printing, 
decoration, and illustration. They are intend- 
ed to lay on the drawing-room tables of the 
wealthy, amidst costlyafurniture and works of 
art, and they certainly fulfil their mission. 

Hachette & Co. have published the third 
volume of a new edition of V. During's " His- 
toire Romaine," embracing the period from the 
battle of Zama to the first Triumvirate. This 
new edition is illustrated by 2000 engravings^ 
showing the battlefields of ancient Rome, the 
principal public buildings and other objects of 
interest to the classical student. An " Illus- 
trated Switzerland," elaborately got up by Jules 
Gourdault, being a narrative of a journey 
through the twenty-two. Cantons. This work is 
filled with sketches of every kind, engravings, 
photographs, etc., of the most interesting 
scenes in Luzerne, Ticino, the Grisons, the 
Bernese,'Pberland, etc. " L'histoire de Tobic," 
illustrated by Bida, is a beautiful in-folio, a per- 
fect model of the printer's art. The interest 
in this work is of course centred in the de- 
signs of Bida and his assistants, Hedoin, 
Courtrey, L6vat, Henri Lefort, etc. 

The catalogue of Hetzel & Co. for the new 
year contains a long list of educational works^ 
One of the most attractive of the series is 
" L'histoire d'un Dessinateur," by M. Viollet le 
Due. The work is of a similar character to 
those already published by the same author, 
viz.:" Les Histoiresd'une Maison,"** Del'Habi- 
tation Humaine," " D'une Forteresse," " D'uiv 
Hotel de Ville," and " D'une Cathedrale." The 
object of "L'histoire d'un Dessinateur" is to 
teach young people to be their own drawing- 
masters, and to sketch with the pencil the 
various architectural specimens which they 
have been taught to admire. The " History oi 
Engraving in Italy, Spain, Germany, the Neth- 
erlands, England, and France," by Georges 
Duplessis, is a work of a more advanced char- 
acter than the preceding. It contains seventy- 
three reproductions of ancient engravings. The 
author thinks that the first attempts in the art 
were made in 1452 at Florence. From this 
period M. Duplessis traces its history to the end 
of the Seventeenth Century. He gives the 
palm of merit to the artists of Holland and the 
Netherlands, and considers that England occu- 
pied only a secondary place as regards origi- 
nality and beauty of design, r-^ C. L. 
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BOSTON LETTER. 

Boston, January 27, 1880. 

The outlook in the book world is quite en- 
couraging. There is no special ** rush" in any 
department, but a healthy promise in all de- 
partments This is rendered more reliable by 
the good degree of prosperity which the fall 
and holiday seasons brought. Something of 
the old buoyancy was manifest, which ten or 
twelve years ago made the publishing of books 
so safe and jocund a business. It will proba- 
bly be a good many years before we shall see 
such halcyon days as those ; but the degree of 
activity and hope witnessed last autumn and 
continuing still is altogether cheering. The 
good habit of buying books seemed in danger 
of extinction ; the circulating library and the 
sporadic book club took a few volumes and 
made them do the work of many. People 
were practising an economy in books which 
threatened ruin to publishers and booksellers. 
But resumption of bookbuying has come with 
resumption of specie payment : and good cui- 
rency and good literature can pretty safely now 
be counted as sure in the future. 

Houghton, Osgood & Co. devoted their en- 
ergies last season rather to the publication of 
standard works in new and popular forms than 
to bringing out new books. And the experi- 
ment was wholly successful. The resources of 
the gigantic Riverside Press were taxed to 
supply the demand for the Globe editions of 
Cooper, Dickens, and the Waverley novels. 
They have gone off by the cord. The Fireside 
editions of Emerson and Hawthorne were so 
tasteful and attractive in style that they proved 
equally popular with lovers of the best litera- 
ture and fanciers of handsome books. The 
one-volume edition of Bayard Taylor's '* Faust" 
has sold steadily ; indeed, the sale of Bryant's 
Homer and Taylor's ** Faust" is so regular, 
and on the whole so large, as to prove a rather 
unexpectedly general appreciation of these su- 
perb translations. « 

The completion of the Riverside edition of the 
** British Poets," by the issue of Mr. Oilman's 
" Chaucer," puts in excellent library form al- 
most the entire body of British poetry from 
Chaucer to Tennyson ; and the reduction of 
the price of complete sets of sixty-eight volumes 
from $119 to $100 is a concession which book- 
buyers cannot fail to appreciate and avail them- 
selves of. 

Though the present feeling is hopeful, I do 
not learn of any great enterprises in contempla- 
tion by our publishers. Little, Brown & Co. 
hold out promises of a new book on " Mont- 
calm," by Mr. Parkman ; and in the domain of 
law they have a long list of books conning 
which must be very appetizing to lawyers. 
Estes & Lauriat find their new Art Review an 
important undertaking, and are greatly en- 
couraged by the degree of favor it has so speedily 
won. They have several works in hand : the 
condensation or abridgment of Guizot's " Popu- 
lar History of France" into a single volume, 
by Gustave Masson ; Mr. Koehler's translation 
of Lallanne's unequalled work on ** Etching ;" 
Samuel Warren's *' Experiences of a Barrister 
and Confessions of an Attorney ;" Gail Hamil- 
ton's pungent book on "Our Common School 
System," and others. 

Lee & Shepard have quite a number of books 
in press, but not many yet ready to be announced. 



Daudet's " Kings in Exile" comes very soon. 
Later, but before long, will come " Hal," the 
new story by Wm. M. F. Round, author of 
" Achsah ;" " Marco Polo," in Mr. Towle's ex- 
cellent Heroes of History Series, and ** The 
Young Folks' Book of Poetry for Home and 
School," in three parts, by Loomis J. Camp- 
bell. 

Houghton, Osgood & Co. will publish early 
in February Henry James* new story, " Confi- 
dence," which has been running in Scrihter*s 
Monthly, and Joseph Cook's lectures on *' La- ' 
bor." The season will bring " Rocky Mountain 
Health Resorts," by Dr. Charles Denison ; Mr. 
Cook's lectures of last winter on *' Socialism ;" 
the ** History of Marblehead," by Samuel 
Roads. Jr.; •* Every-Day English," by Richard 
Grant White ; and, of course, Mr. Howells' new 
story, " The Undiscovered Country," now in- 
teresting hosts of Atlantic readers. 

D. Lothrop & Co. have in preparation a 
small regiment of volumes. Of these will 
come quite soon " Cheerful Words," selected 
from the writings of George Macdonald, with 
an introduction by Mr. James T. Fields ; a new 
revised edition of ** Gutenberg and the Art of 
Printing," by Mrs. Emily Pearson ; " Our 
Street," a story by Mrs. S. R. Graham Clarke, 
author of " Yensie Walton ;" and ** How to 
Conduct a Prayer-Meeting," by Lewis O. 
Thompson, with an introduction by Rev. J. H. 
Vincent. 

More, by all these publishers, can be an- 
nounced by and by. Fritz. 

ST. LOUIS LETTER. 

St. Louis, January 19, 1880. 

Thinking a few lines from the central me- 
tropolis would be welcome, and having some 
words to say to the publishers, I hurriedly write. 
The book business is beginning to pick up 
very much since the holidays, good solid stand- 
ards being greatly in demand, and two or three 
of the hits of the Christmas' season still selling 
well, as Froude's ** Caesar" and Arnold's " Light 
of Asia ;" while in novels, Miss Sprague's " An 
Earnest Trifler," Marlitt's ** In the Schillings- 
court," and Muloch's " Young Mrs. Jardine,*^ 
hold their own. In juveniles, '* Under the 
Window," "Zigzags," and ** Chatterbox" are 
still clamored for loudly. This has never been a 
great reading city, but now that good times are 
again with us a bright prospect is in store. 
All the retail trade requires here is a little 
nursing, and with the help of the puhlisht is we 
propose to make this a book market 

At present there seems to be a rage U' bind 
all the new and popular books in liuut cloth, 
such as lavender, old gold, gray, \\hitc, and a 
tint which we have dubbed "gosiiig ^Mten.'" 
It is a great mistake to bind books in light 
cloth for such cities as St. Louis, Cincinnati 
and Pittsburg. What with coal-dust, dirt 
etc., such books require to be carefully covered 
and watched, and for this reason cannot be 
prominently displayed, thus losing many sales. 
Among a few of the popular series which are 
bound in this way may be mentioned Apple- 
tons' Classical Writers and Printers, Handy- 
Volumes, Collection of Foreign Authors, Put- 
nam's Knickerbocker Novels, and a very val- 
uable new book of the Scribners, ** Life 
and Works of Gilbert Stuart." the sales of 
which have been killed here, 'as the people of 
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this ciiy will not buy. If we could obtain them 
in dark bindings we should be pleased to carry 
them in stock, and they to buy. As it is, 
neither the bookseller nor reader here can be in- 
duced to touch them. *' Light of Asia," " Af- 
ternoons with the Poets," and many other stand- 
ards, have some copies bound in light covers. 
The Leisure Hour series would regain some 
« of its old popularity if the publishers would 
put them all in dark bindings and sell them for 
one dollar ; as it is, they are slow here. Black 
.covered books like the first No Name Series 
also soil easy. Messrs. Roberts Bros, soon 
found this out, and wisely changed to green 
cloth. If the Eastern buyers prefer the new 
iight shades, gratify their tastes, but at the same 
time bind the copies for the cities I have named 
in dark colors. 

As for the publishers giving us perfect cata- 
logues, I suppose we ask too much. Asa class 
the publishers are blinder to their own interests 
than merchants of any other line of business. I 
■am at work now compiling a medical catalogue, 
and patience is a virtue, 1 assure you. For in- 
stance, take Messrs. Lindsay & Blakiston's, 
Henry C. Lea's .ind Wm. Wood & Co 's cata- 
logues — why can they not arrange them alpha- 
betically according to authors and vowels? 
One cm appreciate the many years of labur and 
lovj Mr. Leypoldt has devoted to publishers' 
interests. • 

Mr. Robert Clarke, in an interview with a 
correspondent of the Amciican Stationer oi Yaxk- 
uary 8th. says : " The trouble is that publishers 
competed loo much with retail dealers, and 
the result was disastrous to retailers." A truer 
thing was never said ; some of them seem to 
take extra pains to sell to the large dry goods 
bazaars, dollar stores, etc., who slaughter prices. 

Some good books in print promise large 
sales this way, the most important announce- 
ment being that of the Metternich Memoirs 
•by the Scribners, which will undoubtedly be 
the book of the season. Trusting the publish- 
ers will ponder over my few words written in 
their interest, I am

THE HELIOTYPE PRINTING ESTAB- 
LISHMENT. 

One of the chief losses by the Boston fire was 
that of the entire plant of the Heliotype Printing 
Co., which has for seven 3'ears been bringing to- 
gether from all parts of the world the processes 
and machinery and negatives which formed its 
being. Twenty-five thousand negatives, some 
forty to fifty specially designed hand and power 
presses, twenty or thirty lenses and cameras of 
all the best known makers, carefully devised 
appliances of all sorts, original engravings, 
works of art, designs, drawings, in fact every 
implement that went to make up its working 
whole, says the Boston JoufHal^ was destroyed. 
Five dollars would more than cover the value 
of what has been recovered from the ruins. 

It is the best proof of the success of this com- 
pany that those interested, among whom Mr. 
Jas. R. Osgood is foremost, have determined 
to replace the plant as fast as can be done, and 
have already put a new establishment in work- 
ing order. This is at 124 and f26 Pearl Street, 
Boston, and the company is already filling some 
orders. It is curious enough that the first pic- 
tures offered for sale from this company's 
presses were views and a map of the Burnt 
District caused by the fire of 1872. The first 
pictures now produced by the company in its 
new printing-office are views of its own Burnt 
District. 

The heliotype process was introduced into 
this country by Mr. Osgood in 1872, when he 
secured both the patents for America and the 
services of Mr. Ernest Edwards, the inventor, 
as superintendent. The company has been 
ver}^ successful in the character of its work, and 
has had much to do with promoting the present 
art interest in the department of engraving. 

The reproduction of some 200 or 300 of the 
leading subjects of the "Gray Collection of En- 
gravings" was its tour de force in this direction. 
The bound volumes of heliotype reproductions 
from the great masters and from modern artists 
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on the Houghton, Osgood & Co. list, are well 
known to the trade and to the art public. Of 
the last of their heliotype publications, Darlev's 
outline illustrations of Hawthorne's ** Scarlet 
Letter," a second edition was in press at the 
lime of the fire. Among other issues for which 
the company turnished the plates were Wood- 
ward's '* Medical and Surgical History of the 
War," Lieut. Wheeler's •* Annual Reports," 
** The State Geological Survey of New Hamp- 
shire," numerous local, military and family his- 
tories, the Harvard, Yale, Princeton, and Col- 
lege books, and indeed this whole class of 
photographic volumes. The amount and va- 
riety of commercial work meanwhile executed 
woul(^ be a surprise to many. 

The company had acquired, beside the 
original heliotype patents, a large number of 
others, including a direct transfer patent, well 
known as the means of producing letters in 
fac-simile, Edwards' dye patent for printing 
from gelatine with colors soluble in water, the 
patent for the Woodbury process, Woodbury's 
photo-gravure patent. Rye's Lichtdruck patent 
and many others. They use a still larger num- 
ber of processes, including heliotype, photo- 
lithography, relief plate work of all kinds, in- 
cluding zinc etching and photo-engraving ; also 
the latest forms of photo mechanical printing 
practised by Obernetter of Munich and other 
European experts. 

In its new quarters the company takes a new 
lease of life, with the double benefit of old ex- 
perience and new facilities. The former has 
led especially to the procuring of two large 
fire-proof vaults for the storage of negatives 
and valuable originals. The pluck which has 
thus put the company on its feet again may be 
tr4isted to m:ike its future record an entire 



THE FRENCH EDITION OF " ST. NICHO- 
LAS." 

The first number of the French SU Nicholas 
has come over to this country, and, judging from 
this early specimen, it certainly is not at all an 
improvement upon its supposed American pro- 
totype ; nor has the Paris publisher been at all 
faithful in following the original either in spirit 
or in letter. He has taken the American cover 
and Frenchified it very much, and he opens the 
number with "A Legend of St. Nicholas" told 
in so flimsy verse — although accompanied with 
pretty fair music — as to be in itself enough to con- 
demn the number. For the rest, in literary 
matter and illustrations, it ranges from common- 
place to very poor, and with the exception of 
one small picture, the publication is an utter 
departure from the American St, Nicholas in 
every respect. It is even brought out weekly 
instead of monthly, although for the American 
market the weekly numbers of each month are 
to be stitched into one cover. 

Messrs. Scribner & Co., we apprehend, will 
have reason to regret that they allowed the 
French publisher to use the name of their mag- 
azine. The only redress, if such it may be 
called, is in the fact that the American St, Nich- 
' olas is conspicuously advertised by M. Dela- 
grave as an excellent book for young French 
students of the English language. This French 
edition is a further disappointment because it 
shuts oflf from many young people here, who 



were interested in the French stories printed in 
the American St. Nicholas^ the hope of getting 
translations of their favorite stories and com- 
paring them with the American version. 

It appears that M. Delagrave, in asking per- 
mission to use the work in French, proposed to 
make it as nearly as possible, in text and spirit, 
a transcript of the American magazine. It 
would very much improve the French version if 
it could be conformed to this plan. Scribner 
& Co. can scarcely be expected to extend any 
recognition to this French magazine, since 
we understand that the agreement entered 
into with M. Delagrave provided that he 
should publish a periodical in the French lan- 
guage, to be called • St. . Nicholas, to be de- 
signed for the amusement and instruction 
of children, t3 be a translation, adaptation, or 
imitation of the American St. Nicholas, and to 
be in harmony with it in its moral tone and liter- 
ary standard, which it seems to us the French St. 
Nicholas is not. 

It should be said that only the first number 
has yet reached this country. It is to be hoped 
that its successors will be more worthy of the 
name Si. Nicholas has made for itself here. 



THE DELIGHTS OF EDUCATIONAL 
PUBLISHING. 

One of the smaller educational publishers in 
a neighboring State, was recently interviewed 
by an enterprising reporter on the school-book 
situation. After referring to the recent hot 
contest in Missouri, for five years' possession 
of that State, he went on to throw light upon 
the present difficulties of educational publish- 
ing. 

** On an average each agent costs the publish- 
ing house $300 per month. With the system of 
agents, and the custom of putting in new books 
free, in exchange for old books^ the text-book 
business is beginning to play out. 

'* It is about three years after the old books are 
renewed before many of the new books are sold. 
That would leave two years for sales in Mis- 
souri, till some other firm may come along and 
offer to put in another new series. Some of the 
school boards have been educated up to expect- 
ing free books, and will adopt a new series 
simply for the sake of getting their books with- 
out cost. No publishing house can afford to 
follow .the system ; it will bankrupt them in the 
end. It's an absurd way of doing business at 
best. The idea of men expending money for 
books and then giving them away ! 

*' I presume there is more competition in the 
school-book trade than in any other branch of 
business in the country. You never heard of 
an iron manufacturer giving away his iron. I, 
would see a school board in Halifax before I* 
would give away my books if I were not 
actually compelled to do it. 

*' I can give you an instance. Some time ago 
the superintendent of one county in this State 
was about to retire from office, and put up a 
friend as candidate for his successor. The 
friend was elected, and the retired superinten- 
dent at once put a scheme adrift. He wanted a 
committee appointed to select a uniform series 
of text-books for the county. This committee 
was appointed at the Teachers' Institute, and 
the friendly superintendent selected the direc- 
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tors and teachers wanted by the retired superin- 
tendent. Then the latter rushed off to Phila- 
delphia, took out an agency for two firms there, 
came back with their books, and the committee 
recommended them for adoption over the en- 
tire county. 

*• Our readers were in use in every township in 
the county. We soon discovered that the com- 
mittee had been packed, and there was no use 
in working on them. We saw the directors, 
but the Philadelphia houses agreed to exchange 
their new books free for the old readers. Some 
of these had been published many years ago, 
and as the directors were willing to take the 
new for the old books^ we had to make the 
same offer as the Philadelphia houses. The 
result was that our books were displaced in ten 
townships, and in the balance of the townships 
we exchanged new books for old. All the 
books we have sent to that county this year 
were sent there free. 

"Then there is another town. Our readers 
have been used there for a long time. Well, 
this ex-superintendent, now an agent, has a 
relative in the board of directors. He visited 
the town, worked up his relative, and, through 
him, the board offered to put in new books in 
free exchange for our old books ; and, to retain 
our hold there, we were compelled to do (he 
same thing. We have sent 800 new books to 
that town this year for which we haven't re- 
ceived a farthing. All a publishing house has 
to do is to keep this thing up, and it will be 
bankrupt in the end."

SHOUT DISCOUNTS. 

Knoxville, Tenn., Jan. 7, 1880. 

In your editorial of this week, wherein you 
reason out a bright future for the book trade, 
not. however, as it seems, without finding on 
your hands a problem not easily unravelled, I 
see that you take advantage of the occasion to 
get in a side-thrust on the old question of 
" short "discounts. 

Your confidence in the benefits to be derived 
from this scheme, and the patience with which 
you have worked at it for years past, will cer- 
tainly pass beyond any words of praise. And 
I cannot but think that every fair-minded 
bookseller has seen the same good sense in 
the plan, if he has ever stopped to give it a 
moment's attention, and if it should not put an 
end to the present habitual practice among the 
" legitimate" trade, it would at any rate raise 
the retailers to a plane more nearly that of 
the publishers, and at the same time lessen the 
temptation that is now abroad among the more 
immediate competitors. Yet it seems that a 
majority of the book trade have an instinctive 
genius for offering discounts, and, although 
they might have to pay more dearly for it, 
would continue to pamper this most royal gift, 
regardless of the cost. The general principles, 
upon which the book business for several 
years past has been conducted, may possibly 
be at fault. Sure it is, the trade has been 
going down hill in so far as harmony of action 
is involved, and the climax of the difficulties 
which conceived the late lamented A. B. T. A. 
(the recollection of which will oftentimes rise 
up like the ghost of Hamlet's father) may 
now be on us again. Jusr what the precise 



difficulty is, how it gets into existence, and 
what shall be done with it, I do not profess 
to know. Such philosophy might be thrown 
to the doctors of the trade for solution. Nev- 
ertheless, it cannot be very far amiss to question 
if the retailers themselves are not partly re- 
sponsible for a certain share of the *' evils that 
flesh is heir to." 

The general complaint, I know, is usually 
made against the publishers for their lack of 
protection to the retailers, in extending large 
discounts to small buyers ; to a certain limit 
there can be no question of this complaint 
being deserved. However, it is not surprising 
that this policy has been made very general, as a 
matter of self-defence on the part of the pub- 
lishers. The average bookseller (?) of the 
present day makes it a point to keep just as 
few books as possible (to preserve the dignity 
of his name, most likely), and devoting most of 
his time to the sale of other stock, bis books 
go to loss for want of attention and interest. 
Nothing in the American market is advertised 
more extensively and variously than a good 
book, unless it be ** a hundred dollars a week 
and expenses paid," a "palatable" cod-liver 
oil, or the Louisiana State Lottery. The pub- 
lisher is now paying for it, and, I presume, 
thinks he ought to have what benefit there is 
to be had from it ; assuming both risk and ex- 
pense, how can he be censured for making 
the best of the compulsory circumstances. 

The trade is now being tested on this point, 
of working in conjunction with the publisher, 
and therefore necessarily bearing his share of 
the expenses, by the Messrs. Wiley in the sale 
and distribution of a new"Ruskin." G. P. 
Putnam's Sons announce the same experimei)t. 
What success the former house have met with^ 
it would prove interesting to know. 

The idea is this, that if all retailers would 
keep themselves well informed, have their 
stock of books well selected and **full up," 
give more attention to this feature of their 
business, the trade then naturally must seek 
them, and protection could be more reasonably 
expected from the publishers.

Darling and A. L. Ranney. of the University 
Medical College; "The Human Eye, in its 
Normal and Pathological Conditions," by Prof. 
Adolph Alt, of the University of Toronto ; a 
new edition of Prof.- Ferrier s '* Functions ol 
the Brain," which has been for some time out 
of print ; the third edition of Prof. Fairlie 
Clarke's " Manual of the Practice of Surgery ; " 
Prof. Groom's "Minor Gynecological Opera- 
tions; "and new volumes in ihc Medical Stu- 
dents' Aids series. They will also add to their 
list of medical periodicals The Annals of the 
Anatomical and Surgical Society of Brooklyn, 
published monthly, and the Archives of Latyn- 

ylogy, edited by Dr. Louis Elsberg, and pub- 

ished quarterly. 
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At the present time, when there is so much 
sympathy felt for the sufferers from the famine 
in Ireland, booksellers will do well to call 
attention to *' Castle Daly," a novel by Annie 
Keary, published by Porter & Coates. The ac- 
counts now received recall the vivid descrip- 
tions the author gives of similar scenes during 
the last famine in that country. The Nation 
says of this book : ** It is really a great pleasure 
to come across so unpretending, clever, natural 
and. if the word may be used, so unmorbid a 
novel as * Castle Daly.*" 

The losses by the Boston fire have now been 
largely replaced. Orders for over 400 different 
books have been received at Houghton, Os- 
good & Go's., during the month since the fire, 
suggesting the life of most of their books, and 
the list of books still " short " has been rapidly 
reduced by Mr. Miflin out at the Press. 
Among other sufferers by the fire were D. Loth- 
rop & Co.. who are said to have lost something 
like 200.000 copies of books, little or big. in 
sheet stock. They have also had a formidable 
list of *' shorts," of which over 200 are in hand 
or scheduled for printing up. 

G. P. Putnam's Sons offer to collectors and 
bibliomaniacs original manuscript copy and 
autograph revisions of the first edition texts of 
portions of Washington Irving's " Mahomet and 
his Successors." " Knickerbocker's History of 
New York." and the " Life of George Washing- 
ton." The whole is handsomely mounted on 
plate paper by Trent, and bound in two vol- 
umes. The price asked is $250. They also 
offer a fine set each of Audubon's ** Birds of 
America" anrf ** Quadrupeds of America" for 
$1950. and McKenney and Hall's " History of 
the Indian Tribes of North America" for $500. 

The forthcoming part of Grove's ** Dictionary 
of Music " has been delayed for a fortnight 
owing to the unusual demands upon Mr. 
Grove's time incident to his writing for it the 
biography of Mendelssohn. This biography 
he has written .completely afresh, and it is 
understood that no statement has been made 
for which he has not seen the authority himself. 
He has made a journey to Berlin and Lcipsic 
solely for the purpose of obtaining certain in- 
formation which be could not find in England. 
The number will also contain a sketch of 
Meyerbeer and probably a good portion of the 
article on Mozart. — Tribune, 

Mr. Henry A. Sumner (formerly of Chica- 
go), who for the past six years has been con- 
nected with John Church & Co., of Cincinnati, 
for three years as manager of their New York 
office, retires from that position February ist, 
to re-enter the publishing business in Chicago, 
under the firm name of Henry A. Sumner & 
Co. Mr. Sumner is known generally to the 
trade, East and West, and in his connection 
with Messrs. Church has shown push and abili- 
ty. The new firm already announce a series of 
books, of which the most notable is *' Zecha- 
riah, the Congressman," a story of political 
life, by Gilbert A. Pierce, a Chicago editor, 
which will be ready in February, and is likely 
to make a hit. This is to be followed by ** A 
Respectable Family," a humorous story of New 
England life, by Ray Thompson, and the series 
will also include "Shadowed by Three," by 
Lawrence L. Lynch, recently issued by Don- 
nely. Cassette & Lloyd, and "The Doctor's 
Prot6g6," by Miss Mary E. Stone. O 
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' The Christian Union's series of articles on 
reading, now publishing, excellently covers the 
ground. Besides contributions from Mr. M. 
F. Sweetser, editor of the Osgood guides, who 
as a traveller tells what people do read, and 
from Mr. F. B. Perkins, who suggests what they 
ought to read, Joseph Cook, Edward Everett 
Hale and Edward Eggleston are to give infor- 
mation as to how to read to advantage ; Mr. 
Beecher may add some counsels respecting 
books, and " Laicus " (Rev. Lyman Abbott) a 
letter or two on how to form them into a well- 
arranged library. In connection with these 
articles a list of books carefully selected by the 
editors for the family library is promised. 

Henry Holt & Co. have a number of new 
books more or less advanced toward publica- 
tion, of which "A Guide to Modern English 
History," by Wm. Cory, a new historical writer, 
is the most important as a contribution to lit- 
erature. The first volume will cover the period 
from 18 1 5 to 1830 ; it will be seen that the 
book is thus planned to treat our own times with 
the detail necessary to a philosophical work. 
The American issue of Austin Dobson's poems, 
introduced by Mr. Stedman, will have the title, 
'•Vignettes in Rhyme," and will be dedicated 
to Dr. Holmes. Mr. Champlin, encouraged 
by the success of the " Young Folks* Cyclo- 
paedia," is at work on a ** Young Folks' Cy- 
clopaedia of Persons and Places." To the 
American Science Seties will shortly be added 
*• Botany," by Prof. Bersey, and *' The Human 
Body," by H. Noel Martin, of Johns Hopkins 
University, Baltimore. A hand-book of '* Prac- 
tical Keramics for Students." by C. A. Jannier, 
promises to. be one of the best among many 
recent contributions to this subject. 



Complaint is made in England that Haw- 
thorne's ** Blithedale Romance" is out of print 
in that country. 

J. C. NiMMO & Bain, London, issue their 
ihiitd monthly list of American new books under 
date of January i, 1880. 

Mr. Wm. Black's new novel, " Sunrise : a 
Story of these Times," will be published in the 
first instance in the Glasgow Weekly Herald. 

Mr. Charles Sweet, LL.B., of London, has 
nearly finished a new Law Dictionary on which 
he has been engaged for the last eight years 
and more. Every article has been written anew 
from independent research. 

It is reported from London that General 
Badeau is making rapid progress with the con- 
cluding volume of the *' Life of General Grant," 
of which the first volume appeared some years 
ago. The two volumes to complete the work 
will soon be published. 

A NEW volume by Dr. Schliemann is prom- 
ised, to be entitled '* Ilios : the Country of 
the Trojans," in which this indefatigable ex- 
plorer will give an account of his latest re- 
searches in the Plain of Troy. Four hundred 
plans and illustrations will adorn the work.

(FROM THE PREFACE.) 

This little manual has been prepami for certain classes who take a short course in qualitative chemical work, to attam some 
practical acquaintance with the materials of every-day life, rather than to quali^ as analysts.

In making this new departure, presenting this 
standard series at a price which must insure 
very large sales, in an edition good throughout 
in type, print, paper and binding, the pub- 
lishers have done a wise thing. Messrs. A. C. 
Armstrong & Son, and, by arrangement with 
them, Mr. Thomas Y. Crowell, publish the 
work simultaneously, and in friendly rivalry as 
to which house shall sell most copies in a 
given time. The first edition is likely to be 
early exhausted, so that the trade will be wise 
to order promptly.

SOME CASES IN POINT. 
Wk have had tent us recently several series of 
correspondence and instances in point, illustra- 
ting the grounds of complaint of the bookseller 
against the publisher. The printing of such 
correspondence itself, originally intended as 
private business letters, creates so much un- 
necessary ill-feeling, and is in other respects 
often so unadvisable, that we give the facts 
brieBy by themselves. We should add that we 
are always glad to have such difficulties reported 
to us, because facts like these must ultimately 
produce their eifect. 

I. We mentioned recently the case of a costly 
educational work, newly issued by a leading 
house, of which certain booksellers in this city, 
dealing with many teachers, took a fair supply. 
They quoted them to teachers at publishers' net 
price, assuring these customers in all honesty 
that, since the discount was close, they could 
not be had at less at the publishers'. Several 
teachers went to the publishers, got their 10 per 
cent off, the same as the booksellers', and put 
the latter down in their minds as not truthful. 
The inference was fair ; the publishers were re- 
sponsible for putting a responsible and honest 
house in this position. The explanation from 
the publishers was that they gave no discount 
outside the trade on educational books, except 
to teachers and clerg3rmen, at least a very large 
proportion of those who would buy this book 
at a bookstore. These booksellers have been 
forced to the conclusion that they must confine 
their stock to one copy of this book, and lose 
money when they sell that. 

2. A religious publishing society, issuing 
many books itself and dealing in others^ di- 
rectly stated to other publishers, who were en- 



deavoring to do the honest thing of pricing 
books at the amount for which they meant them 
to be sold, that it offered its own and all other 
books in its own store at 20 per cent off. What 
it did, of course, was to put a false price on its 
books for the purpose of taking off a fifth — 
which, to our mind, is not religious. 

3. A college professor wrote to a leading 
house asking for their lowest prices on a cer- 
tain book, to the trade, as his local booksellers 
bought for him. Their reply offered him the 
books at 40 off, but when the booksellers 
ordered them, they were billed at \. This par- 
ticular case was the mistake of a clerk, but it is 
so very like what has happened on the other 
lists, that the booksellers were justified in re- 
garding it as symptomatic. In other trades 
such information as to trade discounts would 
be courteously refused. 

4, The correspondent who writes in another 
column sends us letters showing that a specified 
book was advertised, in a circular sent direct to 
college professors, as *' reduced in price " to 
$3.50. The book was ordered by the local 
dealer for the professor through jobbers. The 
jobbers were charged by the publishers $3.34> 
and with their 5 per cent and postage added, the 
book cost the retailer $3. 52. He lost the two 
cents, his three cent stamp, and the time, 
trouble and cost of the correspondence. The 
publisher, on being appealed to, explained that 
the '* reduced " price was net, from which the 
trade discount was" special." Very " special," 
indeed ! 

Here are four transactions which have come 
to our knowledge inside of one month. We ask 
men of business who can think, to consider 
what it means. There is no other intelligent 
trade in the world thai would do so foolish and 
wrong a thing. And all the time the same 
publishers are complaining that the retail trade 
carry and sell so few of their books. For not 
one of the publishers above cited deals exclu- 
sively or chiefly in educational books, and 
they all avowedly depend on the trade for 
most of their sales. 

We are surprised, and we may say grieved, 
that our correspondent elsewhere, who is an 
old reader and staunch friend of the Weekly, 
can so mistake our position. The verj' article 
from which he quotes was a plea for the protec- 
tion of retailers by honest prices with close dis 
counts. There is no " if" about it ; by *' stiff 
prices" we mean that the publisher shall charge 
his own advertised price to outsiders, and we 
mean nothing else. That is the only method 
we can see for holding together any distributing 
system for the book trade. That the trade sales 
do not help to " stiffen prices and make prices 
closer" we have more than once somewhat stren- 
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nonsly suggested. The net sjrstem on school- 
books is already a farce, because the publisher 
is already trying to break it down with further 
discounts. But if the publisher will keep his 
word on that, and make his prices really lut 
prices, with no discount except in quantities 
to the trade, there would be something of a 
chance for the retailer. Of course he must 
have more than five per cent. The education- 
al publisher may prefer to get along without 
the bookseller, and waste his resources instead 
in buying in his rival's books, but the general 
publisher cannot afford to despise his best 
helper. He is already complaining of the de- 
crease and decadence of bookstores ; why will 
he not open his eyes to the cause ? 



The delay in the issue of our last number 
was one of the inevitables. Important lists did 
not reach us until Saturday, and to finish, set, 
correct, and print a thirty-column index was a 
work that could not be put through more rapid- 
ly than it was done. If publishers' copy, for such 
numbers, could reach us promptly, the inevita- 
ble could be averted, but we presume that in 
the millennium the Publishers' Weekly will 
not be needed. 



COMMUNICATIONS. 

STIFPER PRfCES AND CLOSER DISCOUNTS, 
Nashville, Tenn., January 26, 1880. 

A RECENT editorial in the Publishers* 
Weekly concludes as follows : 

" We would suggest [in place of raising the 
advertised retail prices of books to cover higher 
cost of manufacturing. — Ed.] that the wiser 
plan would be to hold to the present prices, 
stiflfen them up, and make discounts closer. It 
' will not then be possible for undersellers to 
make the marked reduction they now offer 
from advertised prices, and the ' usual dis- 
counts' can with abundant reason be at least 
checked. We should be glad to hear from re- 
tailers themselves whether such a course would 
not, if they will think it out, promise direct 
benefit to them." 

In answer to the above, I will suggest that 
you have a fair illustration of the workings of 
close discounts and law retail prices in the 
present school-book system. Ask any retail 
bookseller if he likes the change from the old 
system. In the correspondence and printed 
circular herewith enclosed (sent direct to my 
customer) you have an example of the tendency 
to " lower retail prices and stiffening discounts" 
(by taking the starch out of the retailer). You 
say that higher discounts offer temptation to 
undersellers. We are therefore to infer that 
the reverse policy would take the back-bone 
out of the underselier ; but what if the under- 
seller is the publisher himself or one of his 
special customers, large buyers like the Amer- 
ican Book Exchange, or other parties who are 
flooding the country with their " marvellous 
offers." 

^To particularize : some time ago a large house 
cut down their discounts to twenty-five per 



cent on all orders less than $ , and, at 

the Mme time, professed to have lowered their 
retail prices (so they did to a very limited ex- 
tent). Now, how did it benefit the retailer ? Did 
that particular house send one hook less to the 
trade sales to be sold at from forty per cent to 
anything off and go into the old hands to put 
against your twenty-five pe^ cent and freight ? 

" Stiffen prices and make discounts closer" 
is a good idea for the publisher, no doubt, but 
I for one protest against the extension of 
a system of lowering discounts. Lower or 
stiffen prices as you see proper, but give us a 
chance. If it could be satisfactorily shown that 
the publisher would adhere strictly to retail 
prices to all outside of the trade, and would 
protect his goods and the trade proper (i.^., the 
distributing bookseller) from the book ex- 
changes, book butchers, cheap Johns, etc., 
etc.. I would then be instantly and unanimously 
in favor of low retail prices and close dis- 
counts. * S. 



POSTAL MATTERS. 

Mr. Charles Hutchins, General Business 
Agent of the A. B. C. F. M., has received the 
following decision from the Post-Office Depart- 
ment: 

" All printed matter entitled to transmission 
in the United States domestic mails as * second 
class 'can be sent to the Hawaiian Kingdom 
at the rates of domestic postage prescribed by 
the Act of March 3, 1879, for second class mat- 
ter." 

By this decision the postage on all American 
periodicals, when sent by the publishers to sub- 
scribers at the Sandwich Islands, will hereafter 
be two cents per pound. As oublishers can 
only pay to San Francisco, the Hawaiian post- 
age being paid at the Islands, this decision is 
evidently just.

THE IRVING COPYRIGHT SUIT— A 
NEW FOUNDATION FOR 
COPYRIGHT. 
The first hearing in the Irving copyright suit 
was had on Monday last, when an adjournment 
was made to Monday next, before Judge Law- 
rence, in the Supreme Court of New York. 
The present suit is an application for an injunc- 
tion restraining Pollard & Moss from the pub- 
lication of their volume of *' Irving's Works," 
so called, which is admitted to comprise but a 
part of his works, and these in their first or un- 
re vised state. Messrs. Putnam and the nieces 
of Washington Irving, to whom his literary 
property was bequeathed, join as plaintiffs. A 
most important feature of the suit is that, after 
setting up several points based on statutory 
remedies and trade-mark rights, the broad 
ground is taken that the rights of an author 
and his heirs, in his literary productions are 
perpetual at common law. 

A side question arises in relation to the 
meaning of the term " Works" in the trade, as 
to which defendants have submitted affidavits 
from D. & J. Sadlier, and Henry Miller, as 
representative booksellers and publishers, al- 
leging that the term " Works" does not neces- 
sarily imply completeness, and the plaintiffs 
present an affidavit taking the opposite ground, 
signed by Messrs. Harper, Appleton, Pratt, 
Randolph, Dutton, Armstrong, Collins, and 
Dodd. This is in itself a question of considerar 
ble practical interest. 

We have received a copy of the brief of Wm. 
C. Gulliver, of counsel for plaintiffs in this 
case, which is noteworthy as in itself one of the 
most interesting contributions that has been 
made to the literature of copyright. It is espe- 



cially valuable in its citations of, and quotations 
from, decisions bearing upon nearly every 
phase of copyright controversy. The first series 
of points made by the plaintiff's counsel rest 
upon the alleged appropriation of a title be- 
longing to plaintiffs. It is claimed (i) that the 
legal title to the book-title " Irving's Works" 
is founded upon possession, and that possession 
rests upon the mere adoption of that title on 
volumes offered for sale. (2) That this owner- 
ship is the right to an exclusive use of that 
book-title, whether on the ground of "trade- 
mark" or of " good-will," which last plaintiffs 
have acquired by the use of their capital, 
sagacity and enterprise ia making books under 
that title known and salable. (3) This being the 
case, other parties will not be permitted by a 
court of equity to use this book-title, a point 
which is supported by numerous quotations 
from cases of business rivalry in the use of an 
established name not protected by statute. (4) 
And such misuse is under statute a misde- 
meanor. This series of points rests upon the 
single proposition that an author's name asso- 
ciated with his works is a distinctive value 
defensible at common law. 

The next point (5) sets up a like claim for the 
individual book-titles, "Wolfert's Roost," etc., 
as designating certain property in books which 
plaintiffs alone have the right to publish ; de- 
fendants can only claim the right to publish 
these books in some other form, and if they 
publish in other form, such use of the title is a 
fraud upon the public. This would seem to 
introduce the question of authors' revised edi- 
tions carrying exclusive right to the original 
title, although this is not argued out in the 
brief. 

The next point (6) sets up the claim that the 
publication of books in any form but that author- 
ized by the author is a wrong to the author's 
reputation, depreciating the value of his works 
as merchandise, and that the valuable part of 
plaintiff^ property in said books is the reputa- 
tion of their author. This is argued at length, 
with numerous illustrations from literary his- 
tory. It is substantiated by appeal {a) to prop- 
erty rights, (b) to the law of libel, (f) to the 
principles of ** trade-mark" or of "good-will," 
covered in point (3). 

Much stress is, however, laid upon point 
(7), which takes the direct and broad ground 
that plaintiffs have a common-law exclusive 
right in the literary productions of Washington 
Irving, of which they have not been deprived 
by statute. The argument on this point covers 
forty pages, more than half the brief, and is a 
full discussion of the subject that will be of 
value in its literature. Of this our readers ate> 
entitled to ask a somewhat careful synopsis. 
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since Us acceptance would put an entirely new 
cbaTtiiCter on tbe relations of publishing. 

The argument first follows the judicial his- 
tory of this qtiestion, which we summarize, add- 
ing dates. Tbe common-law right of authors 
was the undisputed foundation of literary prop- 
erty in England until the law of Anne, 1710, 
protected literary rigbt by statute. In the cel- 
ebrated case of Miliar jj. Taylor, 1769, it was 
affirmed by the King's Bench, in Lord Mans- 
field's celebro^ted decision, that this statute 
did not supersede and do away with common- 
law right J but provided statutory remedies for 
those enrolling themselves under its protection. 
Butjn the case of Donaldson v. Becket, 1774, 
the House of Lords adopted the opinion, that 
while an author's rights at common law were 
not taken away by statute, his remedies at com- 
mon law were^ which came to the same thing. 

Congress adopted the English statute in 
1790, and in 1834, in the case of Wheaton v, 
Perers. arising m Pennsylvania, the U. S. Su- 
preme Court, in the opinion delivered by Mr. 
Justice McLean, which has since been taken in 
this country as establishing the law, held 
**ihat the law had been settled in England to 
the efTeci that, since the passing of the 8 Anne, 
c. 19, an author had no right in a published 
work excepting that secured by statute ; that 
there was no common law of the United States, 
and that the common I aw as to copyright had 
not been adopted in Pennsylvania, in which 
State the cause of action before the court arose ; 
that, by the copyright statute of 1790, Congress 
did not atfirrn an existing right, but created 
one/** The bench was divided, Justices 
Thorn psoTi and Baldwin dissenting, the former 
in an elaborate opinion. 

Counsel in this case take the bold ground 
that this decision did not become the law of the 
land, but only covered the particular case of 
Pennsylvania, in which no adoption of the 
common law was alleged. While there is an 
elaborate and interesting argument to show the 
unsoundness of Justice McLean's premises and 
conclusions, which includes an important dis- 
cussion of* cheap literature" vs. the protection 
of authors as promotive of the diffusion of 
knowledge, the main position of counsel is that 
the New York court is not asked to disregard 
the decbion of the U. S. Supreme Court, but 
10 accept it as binding only in Pennsylvania 
and not in the Smte of New York. 

The counsel then boldly claims copyright 
tinder the common law of the State of New 
York. This, we believe, is an entirely new po- 
iltion. 

The first Constitution of New York, 1777,

expressly adopted "such parts of the common 
law of England and of the statute law of Eng- 
land and Great Britain, and of the acts of the 
Legislature of the Colony of the State of Netr 
York, as together did form the law of the said 
Colony on the 19th day of April, 1775 ." But 
the colony was finally settled as an English 
colony in 1674 ; the statute of Anne. 1710, had 
not then been adopted in England, and was 
not re-enacted in New York prior to the adop- 
tion of the Constitution, I777- Therefore, 
claims counsel, the common law adopted in 
New York was irrespective of this statute. At 
that date, therefore, the law of the State of New 
York gave authors perpetual ownership. The 
copyright act of this State, 1786, expressly dis- 
claimed prejudicing rights at common law'Mn 
cases not covered by this act," which counsel 
take to mean cases in which the conditions of 
protection offered by the act were not taken ad- 
vantage of. The, common law rights of authors 
in this State are those laid down in Millar vs. 
Taylor. It is therefore claimed that the State 
court is free to decide in favor of that common 
law right, and that there is no precedent to the 
contrary. 

It will be observed that we have given but 
one side of the case, the answer, we presume, 
not having yet been entered. We understand 
that plaintiffs believe they have also a good case 
in the United States court, under the statute 
of copyright, but the common-law question will 
be tested first, in a suit that may become one o( 
the leading cases in copyright law. 



THE PUBLISHER'S HELP TO THE 
AUTHOR. 

The Irving copyright suit brings up an inter- 
esting illustration of the essential service done 
to authors by enterprising publishers. In this 
case, an affidavit has been made by Mr. Robt. 
B. Collins, one of the veterans of the trade, 
that of his own personal knowledge Irving's 
works were absolutely out of print from 1845 
to 1848, though several of his most important 
books had been published prior to the first 
date. At about this time, Carey, Lea & Blan- 
chard, who had before published the books, 
refused to make any contract for their reissue, 
and Mr. Collins remembers having on his 
shelves four sets which were absolutely un- 
salable and went finally to the paper-mill. 
That Irving himself appreciated the service 
done him is shown in the following lettec, dated 
at Christmas time, 1852 : 

SuNNYSiDB, December 37, 185a. 

My Dbar Sir : . . . For my own especial part let me say 
how sensibly I appreciate the kind tone and expressions of 
your letter, but as to your talk of oblintions to me I am 
conscious 01 none that nave not been fully counterbalanced 
on your part * and I take pleasure in expressinjg^ the Kreat 
satisfaction I nave derived, throughout ail our intercourse, 
from your amiable, obliging and nonorable conduct. In* 
deed I never had dealings with any man, whether in th« 
way of business or friendship, more perfectly free from any 
alloy. 

That these dealings have been profitable is mainly owias 
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to your own sagacity and enterprise. You had confidence in 
the continued vitality of my writings when [the previous 
nublishersl had almost persuaded me they were defunct. 
You callea them again into active existence, and gave 
them a circulation tnat I believe has surprised even your- 
self. In rejoicing at their success, my satisfaction is doubly 
enhanced by the idea that you share m the benefits derived 
from it. 

Wishing you that continued prosperity in business which 
your upright, enterprising, tasteful and liberal mode of 
conducting it merits, and is calculated to insure, and again 
invoking on you and yours a happ^ New Year,

SPECIFIC DUTIES ON BOOKS. 

BY A CANADIAN BOOKSELLER. 

The present government of Canada obtained 
power chiefly through the desire of the Cana- 
dian people for a protective tariff. On taking 
office the Ministry recognized this, and boldly 
set to work to carry out the wishes of their con- 
stituencies, and in doing so it was not likely 
that so conspicuous an item as " printed books " 
would escape a largely increased duty. The 
booksellers are mostly importers, and just so 
far as any increase in the duty tended to check 
importation and to throw business into the hands 
of the printers, just so far it would be unpopu- 
lar with them. But this really is the object a 
protective tariff sets out to secure. We are not 
now discussing the question of protection vs. 
free trade. The point in discussion is this — 
" given '* a government put into power for the 
purpose of protecting, amongst others, paper- 
makers and printers — how can that be done 
without bearing heavily upon the intellectual 
needs of the people ? The solution was sought, 
and. as we believe, found, in the adoption of 
the specific instead of the ad valorem system. 

The production of books differs essentially 
from the production of sugar, coffee, and other 
commodities of customary consumption in this, 
that the cost is composed of two distinct and 
easily separable elements, viz., first, the material 
substances of which the book is made, and sec- 
ond, the immaterial or literary labor of which 
it is the result. Both of these elements contrib- 
ute to the value. An ad valorem duty taxes 
both. A specific duty taxes the first alone, 
and, in taxing the first alone, and just so far as 
it does so, it protects the people who manufac- 
ture the material part of books, to wit, printers, 
binders, and papermakers. It protects them 
thoroughly in a way which cannot be evaded, 
while it leaves untouched all the numerous in- 
tangible considerations which enhance the value 
of books and which weigh nothing when placed 
in the scales. It is true that the printer's labor 
is not represented by weight, but the desired 
end is nevertheless reached, for a duty of six 
cents per pound is equivalent to a fifty per cent 
ad valorem duty in favor of Canadian paper, 
and if Canadian paper is to be used, the work 
must be done by a Canadian printer. 

Over and above the paper, print and boards, 
the cost of a book is largely augmented by the 
remuneration of the author. He may be a man 
of letters like Tennyson or Carlyle, a traveller 
like Stanley, a man of scientific research like 
Darwin, or a laborious compiler like Dr. Smith ; 
his education, training, endurance, patience, 
and knowledge are charged upon the cost of the 
book. But they are imponderable elements of 
cost, and are untaxed by the Canadian tariff. 
Again, the cost of books is often enhanced 
largely by the small ness of the number re- 



quired. Many very important books have a 
limited class of readers. Such are technical 
books, scientific books, books with maps or il- 
lustrations, books of reference which have an 
enduring value, as Smith's Dictionary, Watt's 
Dictionary' of 'Chemistry, works on geology, 
botany, and the other natural sciences requiring 
many figures. Books like these are costly on 
account of their limited sale. They are sel- 
dom reprinted, and they are a possession for 
life to the purchaser ; add to these, works val- 
uable from their scarcity, and fine-art works 
which cultivate the taste of tbe people, and we 
have a class of works upon which an ad valorem 
duty falls heavily, and a specific duty very 
lightly, for all these manifold sources of value 
cannot be weighed in the scales. Such books 
as these are the fruitful sources of other books. 
They are the tools of scientists, artists, law- 
yers, clergymen, and students generally ; they 
are a permanent acquisition * to the country 
which imports them, and in this they differ 
from the large mass of amusing but ephemeral 
literature, which, in the shape of fiction, or of 
popular theological or scientific hash, crowd 
the presses of .England and the United States. 

When the tariff was announced in Canada 
there was at once an outcry. How absurd ! a 
tax on knowledge, and by the pound ! to put 
knowledge in the scales ! how ridiculous ! But 
the case was precisely the reverse. The paper 
was weighed in the scales, and the paper only. 
The music of Tennyson's verse, the research 
of Prof. Stubbs, the brilliant hypotheses of Tyn- 
dall, the paradoxes of Ruskin are intangible— 
unweighable. It is only an ad valorem duty 
which can reach them, and the twenty-five per 
cent tariff of the United States does reach them 
very effectually. The precise merit of a specific 
duty is that it is a duty on materials alone, and 
the demerit of an ad valorem duty is that be- 
sides being a tax on materials it is a tax on 
authorship, on research, on artistic labor, on 
ideas, in short on knowledge pure and simple. 
To call a specific duty, as compared with ad 
valorem, a tax on knowledge is precisely con- 
trary to the facts of the case. 

The ad valorem system has other grave demer- 
its. It lends itself readily to fraud, and is the 
source of endless disputes. Following United 
States precedents, the Canadian Act claims 
duty on *^ fair market valued' not upon actual 
cost. Any drawback or special deduction other 
than usual trade discount is added, and so fine 
is the small-tooth comb of Canadian finance, 
that when the words " terms cash" are found on 
an invoice, the customs add five per cent to it on 
the assumption that "fair market value*' is 
credit value. Now what method is there of 
arriving at the value for entry of an edition of a 
book consigned to the Canadian or United 
States market? or what is the "fair market 
value "of a remainder lot?/ The endless dis- 
putes in the United States custom-houses, some 
of which have been recorded in the Weekly 
from time to time, show that there is no stand- 
ard of value, like the '* Prices Current " which 
regulate and record the values of sugar, iron, 
and chemicals. Iji the case of very popular 
books and school-books used in long numbers 
in Canada, an ad valorem duty would have 
been no protection to the printer unless it were 
very high, and these are the very books he can 
reprint at a profit ; but inasmuch as such books 
are imported usually at a very slight margin 
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over the cost of paper and presswork it is pre- 
cisely upon them that the specific duty tails 
heaviest, and here it is that the protective value 
of the new tariff appears most clearly. The 
contrary is the effect of an ad valorem duty. It 
is light where it should be heavy and heavy 
where it should be light 

A very specious objection is frequently urged 
that under a specific duty the poor man's book3 
are taxed and the rich man's books are almost 
free. This is the stock argument for ad valorem 
duties and, like the general question of Free 
Trade vs. Protection, may be left to other jour- 
nals to discuss. It is questionable, however, 
whether government should favor the importa- 
tion of rubbish of any kind. Still it cannot be 
said of books that cheap books are always bad 
books, but it can be said that bookbuyers in 
Canada are neither the very rich nor the very 
poor. Both extremes are alike in that respect. 
The buyers of books are, as a rule, persons of 
moderate means, and those who need the class 
of books touched lightly by the new tariff, stu- 
dents, professional men and men of a literary 
or scientific turn are very seldom rich. The con- 
trary is too often, unfortunately^ the case. Be- 
sides, the cheaper books sold in long numbers 
are the only class of books which can be pro- 
duced in a limited market like Canada, and any 
duty in order to have a protective value must 
fall upon them. A low ad valorem duty is of no 
avail on books whose cost consists in materials 
alone, and a high ad valorem duty, sufficient as 
a protection for that class of books, is a useless 
and heavy tax on the enormously large mass of 
literature which in the nature of things could 
never be reproduced. The specific duty is the. 
best solution of this, very serious difficulty. 

" But then," said the opponents of a specific 
duty, "the thing is absurd; who ever heard of 
a duty on books by the pound ?" And, in truth, 
so firmly has the prejudice io favor of ad valo- 
rem duties taken root in the Canadian mind 
that any other system seems morally wrong. A 
specific duty on books was pronounced *' un- 
heard of," and indeed it was unheard of in 
America. But knowledge is not confined to 
America. We know all about the "boundless 
prairie " and the '* fertile belt," but the eminently 
practical gentlemen who called the duty *' an 
unheard of tax" only succeeded in showing that 
the discursiveness of their reading was not 
proportionate to their energy in other direc- 
tions. It turned out on inquiry that all the na- 
tions of Europe, with one exception, consid- 
ered the tariff on books as a papermaker's 
question, and rated printed matter by weight 
with reference to the duty on plain paper. It 
was of course urged in reply that a young and 
progressive country ought not to take the 
" effete " nations of Europe as models. With- 
out stopping to discuss the general " effete- 
ness" of Europeans we may remark that they 
are not "effete" in literature or art. The 
scramble in America to reproduce their works 
demonstrates that, and, if we are so ready to 
appropriate their literary treasures, the fiscal 
system under which they are produced cannot 
be consistently dismissed with an affected 
sneer. That the general fact may be made 
clear, we give the European tariff rates on 
books in the year i860 — reduced to sterling 
money : 

France 5d. per lb. sterling.

Since that time duties on books have disap- 
peared from the tariffs of Great Britain, Belgi- 
um and Germany, but in Italy, France and the 
other countries in which book duties are re- 
tained they are still specific duties collected by 
weight alone. Ad valorem duties are an Amer- 
ican invention of recent date. They are none 
the worse for that if they had been founded on 
rational considerations, which, in the case of 
books, we humbly submit they were not. .;-^ J; 



POSTAL MATTERS. 

DECISIONS AFFECTING PUBLISHERS FROM 

DEC. ao, 1879. TO JAN. 20, x88o. 

[From the U. S. Official Postal Guide, January.] 

209. When subscribers to newspapers fail to 
notify publishers that they have changed their 
address, the postmaster may do so, as a mat- 
ter of courtesy, using an official envelope for 
the purpose. 

213. Receipts are first-class matter. Parties 
who send them in the mails as third-class mat- 
ter are liable to the penalty of ten dollars, as 
prescribed in section 233, P. L. & R. 

214. When a regular publication of the sec- 
ond class has been entered at the post-office 
nearest its claimed office of publication, it is 
entitled to all the privileges accorded second- 
class matter, not only at the office of entry, but 
at any other post-office. The publisher thereof 
may send it outside of the mail to another post- 
office in the same county, to be delivered free, 
or to be mailed outside of the county at the 
pound rates. 

217. Envelopes with written addresses there- 
on are first-class matter. 

222. All papers partly written and partly 
printed being *' the expression of a monetary 
value," and all matter "wholly in writing," 
except as provided in section 215, are subject 
to first-class rates. 

228. An '* order for goods" is first-class 
matter. 

230. Manuscript music, unless it be accom- 
panied by proof-sheets, or corrected proofs, is 
first-class matter. 

231. A newspaper, in order to be entitled to 
free transmission by mail in any county, must 
be published in said county, and must also be 
printed in whole or in part in said county. 

232. Newspapers and periodicals can only be 
entered as second-class matter at the post-office 
nearest their claimed office of publication. 

233. The regulation requiring a postmaster 
to notify a publisher when his publication has 
not been taken out for thirty days, does not 
prohibit a postmaster from notifying a publisher 
earlier than thirty days, if the tacts in the case 
vrarrant him in so doing. ^ 0~ 
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234. When necessary to send 9ne edition of 
any publication going in one mail in several 
loads to the post*office, no objection is per- 
ceived to the postmaster giving receipt for 
postage when the last load arrives ; but all 
shipments going in one mail must be prepaid 
as presented* See ruling 41, January Guide.

It is said that the advance orders at the Paris 
publishers for Zola's *' Nana/' as completed, 
reached 40,000 copies. 

Roberts Bros, have in press " Principles and 
Portraits," by Dr. C A. Bartol. It will contain 
essays on Channing, Bushnell, John Weiss 
and William Morris Hunt. 

Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. have disposed 
of their retail stock to Mr. R. Worthington, 
who will have associated with him in the retail 
departmen^ Mr. W. H. Pars, long the head of 
that part of the business in the Appleton estab- 
lishment. 

Les & Shepard are to bring out a volume by 
Francis II. Underwood, giving the story of 
*'The Exodus of the Children of Israel," as ij- 
lustrated by Brligsch's researches into the his- 
tory of Eippyt, which profess to make it clear 
that the Red Sea has been mistaken in the ordi- 
nary narrative for the Sea of Reeds. 

G. P. Putnam's Sons announce an octavo 
volume on "The Inter-Oceanic Canal and the 
Monroe Doctrine." This treatise is intended 
to present in concise but comprehensive form 
the historical record of the various plans for a 
canal across the Isthmus, and to show the re- 
sponsibilities of the people and the government 
of the United States in regard to any such en- 
terprise, especially in connection with the pres- 
ent undertaking of M. de Lesseps. 

Harper & Bros, have in press for publica- 
tion some time in April Rev. H. M. Dezter's 
long expected work on'* The Congregational- 
ism of the Last Three Hundred Years, as seen 
in its Literature ; with special reference to cer- 
tain recondite, neglected or disputed passages. 
With a Bibliographical Appendix." The text 
consists of twelve lectures delivered at Andover 
and elsewhere, but the body of the book is the , 
** Appendix," which has been a task of ,vears 
with the able editor of the Congregationalist. 
This will include some 7250 titles, and the 
book will make a thousand pages. 



The great school-book fight in Missouri is 
over, and everybody claims to have won. The 
general agent of Messrs. D. Appleton & Co., 
Mr. L. S. Holden, has issued a pronunciamento 
against "the ring "and "the syndicate," the 
houses of A. S. Barnes & Co., Ivison, Blake- 
man, Taylor & Co., and Van Antwerp, Bragg 
& Co., and announces that his house *' have 
secured the adoption in nineteen counties for 
Readers, twenty-one for Spellers, seventeen for 
Geographies, nineteen for Histories, twenty- 
three for Copy-books, twenty-nine for Civil 
Government, seven for Botany, ten for Compo- 
sition and Rhetoric seven for Philosophy, six 
for Latin Series, and nine for Drawing-books, 
representing sixty-three counties." 

The editor of the Jackson (Mich.) Citizen is 
not himself one of the Fools, but he takes a 
lively interest in the family, and, by way of not 
being behindhand on an interesting literary 
puzzle of the day, he offers the following guess 
— which certainly has some elements of proba- 
bility : '* That remarkable book, ' A Fool's 
Errand,' which is creating such an excitement 
North and South, was written by a person 
familiar with Southern life, as well as by one 
who possesses genius, and is able to express 
vigorously the ideas sought to be enunciated. 
It is not the work of a novice. In view of these 
facts, and certain other characteristic marks, 
we venture the assertion that the author is 
none other than Mrs. Frances Hodgson Bur- 
nett." 

D. Appleton & Co. are now moving into 
their new quarters at No. 15 Bond Street, which 
are very spacious and commodious. We shall 
give some description of them, on the comple- 
tion of the fittings, next week. Other impor- 
tant removals in the New York trade will take 
place about May ist. Dodd, Mead & Co. will 
move a few doors up from their present location 
to the new store corner of Broadway and West 
Eighth Street, and Mr. George A. Leavitt has 
leased two floors in the same building, to which 
he will remove the Trade Sale Rooms, and ulti- 
mately his Art Rooms. The removal of the 
Mercantile Library to the new building for which 
ground was purchased some time since, proba- 
bly involves the destruction of the present Clin- 
ton Hall. The changes thus necessitated are 
not, however, likely to interfere with the present 
status of Astor Place as the book trade centre.

THE PAPER 'MARKET. 
The '*boom/' of whose benefits the book 
trade has so far enjoyed but a very moderate 
share, has had in one respect a very dark lining 
to its silver cloud. The paper men are ele- 
vated on its topmost height, and paper has been 
a-kiting almost out of sight. The cost of manu- 
facturing books has increased accordingly, and 
it is not easy for the publisher, especially of 
cheap books, to see where his added expense is 
to be made good to him. A tendency is al- 
ready evident to make discounts closer, and this 
is probably in a useful direction. In some, but 
not in many cases, prices have been slightly 
raised. Meanwhile, the paper men consider 
that *' turn about is fair play," and after taking 
what they could get and seeking a market at 
any terms for some years, they, are not sorry 
for their present opportunity. 

The practical question to our own trade is 
whether the present advance is speculative or 
is justified by the state of the market, and how 
far present prices will continue to rule. For the 
time the rise in book papers has considerable 
justification. The manufacturers, instead of tak- 
ing advantage of the low prices of material last 
year, were either without the capital or without 
the courage to make and hold goods for a rise, 
and it seems that only enough paper was pro- 
duced to keep the mills running ; a scarcity of 
water also interfered at some mills. The con- 
siderably increased demand of last fall accord- 
ingly produced an actual scarcity of goods, and 
no^v that the mills are justified in increasing 
their product, rag stock is found abnormally 
scarce — probably both because the enforced 
economy of some years past has made people 
less free in giving over old garments to the rag- 
bag and because the low prices of the rag-man 



have not tempted them to save as carefully as 
usual. The importations of foreign rags have 
not been smaller, but it is claimed that there is 
now a scarcity abroad — ^an assertion which 
we have no means of verifying, and which may 
be but a speculative cry. The price of rags has, 
however, increased from 50 to nearly 100 per 
cent on various sorts, and there is small supply 
in the market at that. At the same time, there 
has been a considerable rise in chemicals, 
affording another actual reason for the present 
advance. 

The elements of the cost of paper vary greatly 
with the stock used. A good book paper, 
ruling at 12 cts. as against 9 last fall, now costs 
the mill approximately 6 cts. for rags, li cts. for 
chemicals, i ct. or more for labor, besides the 
general cost of capital, plant, wear and tear and 
running expenses. Such paper is made of rags 
from No. 2 to "New York Seconds," which 
were respectively as low as 2f and i| cts. last 
year and run this month as high as 4I and si 
cts. The rise in rags on this line of papers there- 
fore covers more than 2 cts. of the advance. Of 
chemicals, it will be observed, little is used in 
this class of papers, while in straw papers, 
largely used by the newspapers, the general 
rule is " a pound of chemicals to a pound of 
straw." The rise in bleaching powders has 
been from li cts. per lb., the ruling price of 
'78-9, to 2i cts. per lb., about 70 per cent ; soda 
ash ruled at about if for three years and is now 
about 2i cts. per lb.; alum has advanced but 
slightly, and at 2| cts. per lb. is still lower than 
in '78. On wood pulp there is a jump from 3 to 
4 cts. per lb, which is probably a good deal spec- 
ulative. The manufacturers of book papers are 
not probably making an increased percentage 
of profit on to-day's prices over to-day's cost, 
but they are largely gainers on goods made of 
stock laid in at previous rates. The makers of 
lower grades have probably less justification 
for their " boom," but the wholesale denuncia- 
tion of the daily press without investigation 
bears too close a parallel with their previous de- 
nunciation of the enormous prices of school- 
books. 

It is to be hoped, however, that the trade 
will be cautious in acting on the theory of the 
paper manufacturers that these high prices 
are to rule. Many indications show that fur- 
ther permanent advance is improbable, and 
there is a fair probability, to say the least, of 
a return, not to the bottom prices of 1879, 
which were below normal price, but to some- 
thing below present high rates. In the first 
place, the rise will set many idle mills at work, 
so that the production will be rapidly increased. 
Ten per cent of the mills were reported idle last 
year. In the second place, the supply of pS^ 
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will doubtless increase again, and it is to be re- 
membered that the paper market is by no means 
so dependent on rags as it used to be. The 
many fibres developed or developing have much 
relieved the demand for this class of stock, and 
this is likely to be more and more the case. 
Wood pulp is practically unlimited in supply, 
and as the patents on its manufacture are run- 
ning out, the low prices that must inevitably 
rule in this stock will more and more relieve 
rags. Moreover, the high price of rags will call 
out unusual efforts to gather as well as to save 
them in the domestic market, and with the 
spring collection prices are likely to rule lower 
by May. 

On rags and other paper stock there is no 
duty. On chemicals, the tariff is not so dread- 
ful a matter as the paper interests would have 
us believe. Bleaching powder (chloride of lime) 
is free ; soda ash bears a duty of \ ct. per lb., 
and the alums of -^ ct. per lb. In the straw 
papers, bleach and soda ash are used in about 
equal proportions, while in the upper grades of 
stock bleach only is used to any considerable ex- 
tent. Alum is used incidentally only to make 
ready for the sizing. On both these chemicals, 
it will be observed, the duty is specific, so that 
it does not rise proportionately with a rise in 
price. On the other hand, the duty on paper is 
ad valorem f 20 per cent on unsized, and 25 on 
sized printing papers. A comparison of Eng- 
lish prices for paper with our own shows the 
decided advisability of a reduction of this duty, 
as under a duty of 5 or, 10 per cent any further 
advance, not justified by an advance in rags the 
world over, can be checked by importation. To- 
ward this end publishers may well aim, espe- 
cially since the present cry for cheap books can- 
not be met without cheap paper. Labor is so 
small an element in the cost of paper that resist- 
ance to reduction can scarcely be justified on 
this score. 

The *' probabilities," therefore, are that prices 
cannot run much higher, if any, than at present, 
and, though the cost of labor will probably ad- 
vance somewhat, other elements of cost will be 
lowered again. We should therefore advise 
publishers not to make long time contracts for 
paper, except at rates below those generally 
quoted to-day. 

The dealers in certain classes of fine papers, 
and dealers generally at the West, have unfor- 
tunately shown a disposition to take undue 
advantage of the present state of things, 
and some of them have already had to takef 
the back track. To such, we commend the 
excellent advice griven by President Wal- 
lach, at the Stationers' dinner, not to kill the 
goose that lays the golden egg. The paper 
manufacturers are justified in asking higher 



prices than they were getting last year, but over- 
reaching will react on them. And we hope pub- 
lishers won't " scare." 



It was hoped by publishing the weekly record 
of the Publishers' Weekly (with library head- 
ings and revision) at a veiy low price, as the 
monthly Book Registry (put at 25 cts. for 
1880), to induce a more general use of this com- 
pact and comprehensive means of posting up 
among book salesmen ; to get booksellers to 
inform their customers more thoroughly, by 
keeping the list in this shape prominently on 
their front counter ; and to secure its use by the 
smaller bookstores (as well as libraries), such 
as form a corner of druggists' shops and other 
stores, and which cannot be got to subscribe to a 
trade paper. The absence of general response 
in the field so far covered in the canvass, has 
again proved the sad lack of enterprise and of 
appreciation of trade helps in the trade outside 
a limited circle, and \he publisher announces 
with regret the discontinuance of the enterprise, 
at least until the renaissance of the trade. The 
system of title-slip registry of course goes with 
it. Subscriptions received for the Book Regis- 
try for 1880 will be returned by mail. It has 
also been decided, because of lack of support, 
not to prepare the proposed index to *' The 
Books of 1879," but the lists of 1879 ^^^^ ii^ Pro- 
cess of binding under that title, and will be fur- 
nished in manila cover at 75 cts., instead of the 
$1, originally advertised. Those who will find 
this trade help useful will oblige us by for- 
warding their orders at once. 



D. APPLETON & CO.'S NEW ESTAB- 
LISHMENT. 

Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. are now fully 
established in their new quarters, occupying 
the first, second, basement and sub-basement 
floors of the new Waltham Building, 1-5 Bond 
Street. They moved into their previous offices 
549-551 Broadway, leaving 90-94 Grand Street, 
in March, 1871, occupying them therefore for 
nearly nine years. Tne Waltham Building, 
which will be their habitation for some years to 
come, is on the site of the old building destroyed 
by fire about three years since, and occupies 
three lots on Bond Street, extending back 
about 125 feet, an alleyway bounding it and af- 
fording shipping facilities and excdlent light 
on the west side and at the back. The new 
building is six stories high, built of iron ; a cut 
of its handsome facade is given in this number. 

The jobbing department of this house having 
been transferred to Messrs. Baker, Pratt & Co., 
and the retail business to Mr. R. Worthington, 
the entire space is devoted to the business of 
publishing and supplying the books of the house. 
The ground floor, entered directly from the 
street, high in ceiling and splendidly lighted 
on three sides, is occupied entirely with the sale 
and shipping of goods. Mr. Pritchard and 
Mr. Robert Morris oversee the general sales 
department from their pleasant quarters at the 
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front right-hand /corner, and along the west 
wail, next their offices, is a series of shelves 
oh which will be found a full sample line 
of tlie Dublications of the house in their va- 
rious editions, with tables and other con- 
veniences for the buying trade railed off for 
the accommodation of customers. The orders 
of the city trade will be supplied from a division 
for that purpose occupying the front centre of 
the store, where will be shelved a sufficient 
supply of stock to supply messengers without 
an instant's delay. Alongside of this is the 
laagazine department At the left, in front, is 
the sales department of the Cyclopedia, and 
stretching along the east wall, back from this, 
that of subscription-books in numbers. The 
centre of the building is occupied in each story 
by a spacious and massive fire-proof vault, 
reaching from its independent foundation on 
the ground, with thick brick walls, to the top 
of the building, and calculated to resist even 
a fire which might destroy the whole of New 
York. To the left of this, on the ground floor, 
a broad staircase, whose landing gives a general 
view of the floor, leads to the offices above, 
while a passenger elevator will be found at the 
centre of the east wall. The ''publication 
office," through which the relations with the 
manufactory in Williamsburgh are maintained, 
with Mr. Dan. Appleton presiding, the Spanish 
department, and the mailing-room occupy the 
south-east part of the floor, but the most of this 
space at the back is griven up to the packing 
and shipping rooms, which are entirely on this 
ground floor. 

The spacious and well-lighted basement is 
occupied entirely as a stock-room. The whole 
east side is occupied to the front with Cy- 
clopedia stock, and farther back with that of 
books in numbers. The main portion in front 
is given to miscellany, and the whole rear to the 
immense stock of educational books. Around 
tiie vault in centre, the medical stock is shelved. 
The books are stocked chiefly in alcoves, on 
the library principle, affording at once plenty 
of room, abundant light, and easy access. The 
sub-basement is used for the storage of pack- 
ing-boxes, etc., the goods elevator at the rear 
of the building reaching all the way down. 

Up-stairs, above the ground floor, the general 
office of the firm occupies the front corner near- 
est Broadway, the handsomely furnished private 
office of Mr. W. H. Appleton adjacent at the 
side, and Mr. W. W. Appleton's office along- 
side at the front. The book-keeping depart- 
ment occupies the front centre, and the east 
front corner is occupied by the spacious and 
attractive offices of the educational department. 
From Mr. W. H. Appleton's private office there 
extends along the west wall to the rear a suc- 
cession of convenient offices for the editorial 
and like departments, running in order, the 
J&umal offices (Mr. O. B. Bunco), the Annual 
Cyclopedia (Tudge Tenney), the North Ameri- 
can RevUw (Mr. Metcalf), the American Cyclo- 
pedia (Mr. Watson), and the Popular Science 
Monthly (Prof. Youmans). The remaining 
space on this floor, occupying the south- 
east portion, is the fine-stock room, certainly 
one of the finest stock-rooms in the city. Here 
will be kept the fine bindings, and some general 
lines, as the religious books.

urday. Over 1200 cases were required for the 
transportation of the stock. The difficult work 
was successfully carried through under the 
supervision of Mr. Pritchard. 

ANOTHER BOOK. THIEF. 
I On Dec. 31st, James T. Ford sold Henry 
Miller, 82 Nassau Street, a lot of fine books, and 
said he was a bookseller doing business at 13 
North Fifth Street, Philadelphia. On Januarv 
19th he sold Mr. Miller another lot, which 
I aroused Mr. Miller's suspicions. He copied the 
' marks and sent postal cards to Boston and Phil- 
I adelphia booksellers, but none of them recog- 
I nized the marks as theirs. On a third visit, how- 
I ever, the lot bought proved to have been stolen 
from Leggatt Brothers, and on Ford's fourth 
visit to sell another lot, Mr. Miller had a detec- 
tive on hand and had the man arrested, and he 
was promptly indicted for grand larceny by the 
Grand Jury. A list of the stolen books was for- 
wiurded to the book trade in Boston and Phil- 
adelphia, and a telegram was received from 
Lockwood, Brooks & Co., that some of the 
books were missed from their stock. Mr. Lock- 
wood and Mr. Clark arrived and indentified 
most of the books as theirs and on their affi- 
davit the books were surrendered to them, and 
they had the pleasure of taking their goods back 
with them to Boston. The prisoner was inden- 
tified by both as a man that paid their establish- 
ments frequent visits. On Thursday he was 
sentenced to one year in State prison, having 
pleaded guilty to grand larceny. If other book- 
sellers would take precautions similar to those 
of Mr. Miller, book-thieving might be made a 
much less profitable profession, and bookselling 
a more profitable one.

TINKERING THE TARIFF. 
We believe we shall not be accused, after 
our article of last week, of being unfair to the 
paper-makers, when we say that no good argu- 
ments have so far been advanced why the inter- 
ests of publishers should not be protected by a 
reduction of the tariff on paper, so that the 
.American price may not rise above the prices 
ruling abroad. We do not find that the paper- 
makers, in view of the advance in rags and 
chemicals, are making more than a reasonable 
profit, but the duty of 20 per cent on news 
and 25 per cent on book papers gives them an 
opportunity to advance prices on the publisher 
beyond reasonable profit, and deprives him of 
the means of resistance. A great deal of non- 
sense has been talked by the daily press and 
by legislators on this subject of paper : first, 
in alleging that paper-makers have arbitrarily 
put up prices, when the slightest investigation 
would have shown the considerable advance in 
their material ; secondly, in demanding the re- 
peal of duties on the material of paper, when 
all paper stocks and also bleaching powder are 
free, and the duty on soda ash and alum is low. 
Since materials are free, we do not see why 
paper-makers should complain of a reduction 
of the duty on paper, to say 10 per cent, except 
from the narrowest motives. In the general 
scramble for tariff protection, the publisher as 
such has had none ; the tariff on books is 25 
per cent, and the tariff on book papers 25 per 
cent, while on other elements of book manu- 
facture the rate is even higher. We are glad, 
also, to see the movement for a reduction of 
the duty on type (as per the memorial printed 
elsewhere), which is against printers and pub- 



lishers and for the benefit of a very Hmited 
class. The so-called Book and Paper Trade 
Association of Philadelphia, which, as we have 
before pointed out, represents not the book 
interest, but the contrary interests of trades thai 
want to make as much as possitfle out of the 
publishers of bookSj has passed resolutions 
against lowering the duties, which is much as 
though a mass-meeting of servants should pe- 
tition for an increase of rents as an act of jus- 
tice to householders. The publishing interest 
may fairly ask the proposed reduction that it 
may have its share of protection. 

The paper trade representatives, brought to 
bay on this question, confine themselves chiefly 
to abusing the plaintiff's counsel, and protest- 
ing against "tinkering the tariff.'* But tinker- 
ing the tariff from this end is just the process 
the country needs to go through at this time. 
We have often pointed out the injustice of re- 
ducing the duty on books while the duty on 
book paper was kept at 25 per cent and on 
other materials still higher, and if the people 
want cheap books, ptibHshers must have the 
materials cheap. Nothing, by the way, has 
been more absurd in the discussion than the al- 
legation of Congressman Ford thai the risie In 
the price of school-books called to his attention 
the necessity for his bill. The price of school- 
books has been very low, and has scarcely be- 
gun to rise even within the past two weeks, but 
their prices must rise if paper continues to rule 
at present rates. A similar blunder is made in 
the attacks on the newspapers^ Since the war, 
the cost of making newspapers has continu- 
ously increased, because of the wider field they 
have been obliged to cover and the higher 
quality of their matter, and while in many cases 
(the Publishers' Weekly among them) the 
rates for advertising have been lowered, even 
where this has not been done, the decrease in the 
cost of paper and labor has scarcely made good 
the balance. It would be well if» in discussing 
this subject, facts and not fancies should be 
considered, and we should like to see the facts 
against a reduction of the duty on paper. 

OBITUARY. 
E. M, Win TAKER, 

Col. Ephraim M, Whitaker, the well- 
known bookseller of Washington, D. C, died 
in that city on the igth of February in the sixty- 
fourth year of his age. He was formerly a resi- 
dent of Penn Yan, N. Y., and made his ftrst 
business venture in Washington in iStig, as the 
successor of W. D. Shepherd ; he afterward 
(1871) removed to 941 Penna* Avenue and Tenth 
Street, succeeding the lirm of Warren C. Choate 
& Co., where he carried on a successful busi- 
ness in connection with his son until he was 
taken ill. The son, Mr. G. A. Whitaker, will 
continue the business as heretofore at thie^old

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COPYRIGHT CASES. 
COPYRIGHT IN SYSTEMS OF TEACHING. 

The case of Baker vs, Selden, recently 
decided in the U. S. Supreme Court on appeal 
. from the U. S. Circuit Court in Ohio, involves 
a distinctioM between copyright and patent 
right which has important bearings in educa- 
tional publishing. It is essentially that copy- 
right protects a book, but not the art, process, 
or invention described, illustrated, or used in 
the book, which cannot be protected without 
due examination and the issue of a patent. The 
full decision maybe referred to in the Washing- 
ton Law Refitftter for February i6th ; we give 
the significant passages from Mr. Justice Brad- 
ley's opinion : 

** There is no doubt that a work on the subject 
of book-keeping, though only explanatory of 
well-known systems, may be the subject of a 
copyright, but then it is claimed only as a book. 
Such a book may be explanatory either of old 
systems, or of an entirely new system ; and, 
considered as a book, as the work of an author, 
conveying information on the subject of book- 
keeping, and containing detailed explanations 
of the art, it may be a very valuable acquisition 
to the practical knowledge of the community. 
But there is a clear distinction between the 
book, as such, and the art which it is intended 
to illustrate. The mere statement of the propo- 
sition is so evident that it requires hardly any 
argument to support it. The same distinction 
may be predicated of every other art as well as 
that of book-keeping. The copyright of the 
book, if not pirated from other works, would be 
valid without regard to the novelty, or want of 
novelty, of its subject-matter. The novelty of 
the art or thing described or explained has 
nothing to do with the validity of the copyright. 
To give to the author of the book an exclusive 
properly in the art described therein, when no 
examination of its novelty has ever been offi- 
cially made, would be a surprise and a fraud 
upon the public. That is the province of let- 
ters-patent, not of copyright. The claim to an 
invention or discovery of an art or manufacture 
must be subjected to the examination of the 
Patent Office before an exclusive right therein 
can be obtained ; and it can only be secured by 
a patent from the Government. 

** The copyright of a book on perspective, no 
matter how many drawings and illustrations it 
may contain, gives no exclusive right to the 
modes of drawing described, though they may 
never have been known or used before. By 
publishing the book, without getting ^ patent 
for the art, the latter is given to the public. 
The fact that the art is described in the book by 
illustrations of lines and figures which are repro- 
duced in practice, in the application of the art, 
makes no difference. Those illustrations are 
the mere language employed by the author to 
convey his ideas more clearly. Had he used 
words of description instead of diagrams (which 
merely stand in the place of words), there could 
not be the slightest doubt that others, applying 
the art to practical use, might lawfully draw 
the lines and diagrams which were in the 
author's mind, and which he thus described by 
words in his book. 

** Of course, these observations are not in- 
tended to apply to ornamental designs, or pic- 
torial illustrations addressed to the taste. Of 
these it may be said, that their form is their 



essence, and their object the production 
pleasure in their contemplation. This is their 
final end. They are as much the product of 
genius and the result of composition as are the 
lines of the poet or the historian's periods. On 
the other hand, the teachings of science and the 
rules and methods of useful art have their final 
end in application and use ; and this applica- 
tion and use are what the public derive from 
the publication of a book which teaches them. 
But as embodied and taught in a literary com- 
position, or book, their essence consists only 
in their statement. This alone is what is 
secured by the copyright. The use by another 
of the same methods of statement, whether in 
words or illustrations, in a book published for 
teaching the art, would undoubtedly be an in- 
fringement of the copyright. 

" Recurring to the case before us, we observe, 
that Charles Selden, by his books, explained 
and described a peculiar system of book-keep- 
ing, and illustrated his method by means of 
ruled lines and blank columns, with proper 
headings on a page, or on successive pages. 
Now, while no one has a right to print or pub- 
lish his book, or any material part thereof, as 
a book intended to convey instruction in the 
art, any person may practise and use the art 
itself which he has described and illustrated 
therein. The use of the art is a totally different 
thing from a publication of the book explain- 
ing it. The copyright of a book on book-keep- 
ing cannot secure the exclusive right to make, 
sell and use account-books prepared up>on the 
plan set forth in such book. Whether the art 
might or might not have been patented, is a 
question which is not before us. It was not 
patented, and is open and free to the use of the 
public. And, of course, in using the art, the 
ruled lines and headings of accounts must 
necessarily be used as incident to it." 

COPYRIGHT IN AD APT A TIONSZ 

E. Schuberth & Co., N. Y., have secured a 
decision in the U. S. Circuit Court at Philadel- 
phia, against W. F. Shaw, in the case of the 
" Manola Waltz." This was a foreign waltz 
played by Lander's orchestra, and arranged by 
him for piano. It was copyrighted by Schu- 
berth & Co. under the title " Manola Walu as 
played and arranged for the piano by J. M. 
Lander." Mr. Shaw issued an edition under 
the title Manola Waltz "as performed by Mr. 
J. M. Lander," and in a similar style. The 
court protected the Schuberth copyright, say- 
ing : 

" To entitle one to a copyright it is unneces- 
sary that he be the sole creator of the work for 
which protection is claimed. Labor bestowed 
on the production of another will often consti- 
tute a valid claim. The maker of an abridg- 
ment, translation, dramatization, digest, index, 
or concordance of a work of which he is not the 
author, may obtain a copyright for the product 
of his labor, thought, and skill, so also one 
making material changes, additions, correc- 
tions, improvements, notes, comments, etc., in 
the unprotected work of another. A photo- 
graph, chromo, or engraving is often but a 
copy of a work of art, in whose production the 
photographer or engraver had no part. In all 
such cases the test of originality is applied to 
that which represents the labor or skill of the 
person claiming the copyright. In music not 
only new compositions but any substantially 
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new adaption of an old piece, as an arrange- 
ment for the piano of a quadrille, waltz, etc., 
constitutes a valid claim. It is plain that the 
defendant started out with the design to publish 
and offer for sale a work similar to the plain- 
tiff's." 

THE WINGATE-LAIDLEY CASE. 

Messrs. Church, publishers of Gen. Win- 
gate's "Manual for Rifle Practice," have ob- 
tained a permanent injunction from Judge 
Blatchford against the publishing or sale of 
Col. Laidley's " Rifle Exercises," issued by 
Messrs. Lippincott, and containing portijons of 
the first-named copyright book. 



PHILADELPHIA LETTER. 

Philadelphia, Feb. 16, 1880. 

Messrs. Lindsay & Blakiston have nothing 
new under wav at present. Their " Physician's 
Visiting List has sold well this year, and in- 
deed much better than at any previous period. 
Mr. Robert Lindsay, the senior member of the 
firm, is perhaps one of the oldest members of 
the trade in this city, he having begun his bus- 
iness career in 1821. His first position of re- 
sponsibility and trust was with a book auction 
store, where he had charge of receiving the 
money ; from there he went {o Thomas De- 
silver, with whose son he ieventually formed a 
partnership. The present firm was established 
in 1843, 3°<i ^>^ continued uninterruptedly 
from that time till now, a period of thirty^seven 
years. At one time they published, in connec- 
tion with their medical books, many miscel- 
laneous works, among which were Baldwin's 
Gazetteer, Kurtz's ** Church History," ** Fe- 
male Poets of America," by Caroline May, 
" Poets of Great Britain," by Dr. Bethune, and 
many others. In 1865 they determined to close 
out their miscellaneous business, and they dis- 
posed of all their plates. From then till now 
they have confined themselves to medical works 
exclusively. Mr. Lindsay has thus served his 
calling well-nigh three score years, yet he is 
still at his post, actively engaged in the pur- 
suits of business* 

Messrs. J. B. Lippincott & Co. are now send- 
ing out one of the most important and valuable 
works they have published for some time past, 
"The Reader's Hand-Book," by Dr. E. Cobham 
Brewer. This 'book is simply a marvel of inde- 
fatigable industry. Though the work is a 
compilation, yet it is a condensation of the 
whole field of ancient and modern litera- 
ture. If any one doubt that it requires genius 
to give an adequate idea of "Vanity Fair," 
"The Niebelungen Lied," or the " Iliad," etc..

" Vocal Physiology and Hygiene ; " with espe- 
cial reference to the cultivation and preserva- 
tion of the voice ; James' " Laryngoscopy and 
Rhinoscopy," including the diagnosis of dis- 
eases of the throat and nose, with colored plate ; 
MacMunn's "The Spectroscope in Medicine ;" 
Sanderson's " Syllabus of a Course of Lectures 
on Physiology," ioi the use of students, second 
edition ; Wilson's " Hand-Book of Hygiene 
and Sanitary Science," fourth edition, carefully 
revised; and Wright ** On Headaches, their 
Causes and their Cure," now in the ninth thou- 
sand. Mr. Blakiston has issued a catalogue of 
his publications. 

Messrs. J. M. Stoddart & Co. are now the 
publishers of Croasdale's *' System of Indus- 
trial Art Drawing." The work comprises 
twenty-seven numbers graded 10 suit those 
just beginning the study and others more ad- 
vanced. They have also in press a work that 
will be of universal Interest, '"The Reminis- 
cences of the Stage," by James E, Murdoch. 
The author is a veteran American actor, 
whose efforts to elevate and purify the stage 
are well known. The volume is prepared es- 
pecially for his friends, and will contain his 
autograph, as well as many steel plates of 
prominent actors.

THE DUTY ON TYPE. 

The following petition is being signed by 
newspaper publishers for presentaiton to Con- 
gress : 

Sir : Your petitioners respectfully repre- 
sent : 

That, during the last session of Congress, 
over four thousand editors and publishers of 
newspapers in the United States petitioned the 
honorable House of Representatives for the 
abolition or reduction of the tariff duty upon 
printins: type ; 

That as a result of said petition, the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means agreed upon a reduc- 
tion, and reported same in the bill known as the 
Fernando Wood Tariff Bill ; 

That the wishes of such a large body of 
intelligent and influential petitioners should 
have due weight with your honorable body ; 

That we again respectfully urge that the lax 
upon type is a direct tax upon knowledge, and 
as such prejudicial to the best interests of the 
nation ; 

That type-making is not a national industry, 
as fully three-fourths of the type made in this 
country is manufactured by some four of the 
large firms, the remaining fourteen hotises act- 
ing mostly as agents of these manufacturers, 
their interests being so roanjfesily disprop(^i^Qlp 
tionate to that of the 30,000 or more master o 
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printers, with their 300,000 eraplovts, as to 
call for prompt and decisive action of your 
honorable body in this m^Uer ; 

That such action would work no hardship to 
American type founders, for they have a natural 
proieciion against foreign competitioti in Uie 
fact that printing-offices are compelled to buv 
supplies where they can at any lime repleni?K 
their stock from the same make of type. This 
operates as a protection ag^iinst importations 
of type, to a certain extent, and probably 
enough to prevent foreign manufacturers from 
competing successfully with the established 
founders here ; 

Thatf as the exports of printing type from this 
country are now more than three times the 
amount and value of the importSt it seems as if 
this comparatively unimportant industry- had 
been already amply protected ; 

That the amount of revenue accruing to the 
government from a continuation of the present 
exorbitant rate amounts to less than $5000 per 
year, and that many limes that amount would 
be saved in the purchases of the Government 
Printing-office alone, each year, if the onerous 
duty was removed. 

For the above reasons, which we feel you will 
deem good and sufficientj we trust you will give 
the tax on type your earnest consideration, and 
during this session of Congress have it reduced 
to a nominal figure^ if not entirely removed.

bookcase^ and the control of other important 
goods, as well as the manufacture of library- 
supplies recommended by the American Li- 
brary Association. The headquarters of the 
company are at 32 Hawiey Street, Boston {P.O. 
Box 260), and it has a store also in Franklin 
Street in that city ; the increase of its trade has 
compelled the enlargement of its accommoda- 
tions several times, and it has recently obtained 
room for workshops, in which machinery is 
being in trod u ced ^ \ n the upper floor of the t^aw* 
ley Street building* It has recently leased also 
the entire building No. 4 Bond Street, oppo^ 
site Messrs. Appleton, for a New York branch, 
where it will open warerooms early in March, 
This is a large building, one hundred feet deep 
by twenty-five front, with light at rear and by 
skylights, in one of the most promising book 
localities of the city, and space is offered in it 
to other allied businesses. The &eld of the 
Economy Co* is now extended to cover every- 
thing needed for a complete equipment of a 
public or private library or study, except the 
books and periodicals, which they leave to the 
regular trade. This complete equipment in- 
cludes some articles that would not be thought 
of as taboT-saving devices, but in most ca^es 
there is some improvement over the common 
form to justify the anicle being on the list.

MR. QUARITCH'S INVOICES. 

The question of duty on certain invoices of 
Mr. Bernard Quaritch, raised here at the time of 
the trade sales, has come up also in Philadelphia, 
on goods consigned by him to Messrs. Thoauis 
& Sons. Mr. Quaritch has issued a pamphlet 
defence of his practice, in which he states 
that in purchasing ** remainders*' of editions, 
he has frequently reissued them with a new 
title-page, containing the date of original 
publication, but with his own name substituted 
for that of the original publisher, and he insists 
that such a re-impression of the title of a book 
does not alter the fact that the book itself was 
actually produced at the date specified. Thus. 
among the books seized at Philadelphia, was a 
copy of D'Agincourt's " History of Art," dated 
1847, and which he entered on his invoice as 
undutiable. ** This work," he says, " I bought 
as a remainder about six years ago. I bought 
printed text, plates and copies. I reprinted 
the title-page, putting my own name instead 
of the former owner's, but of course leaving 
the date unchanged, as the book was virtually 
identical with the edition of 1847, and anew 
date would be a falsification in bibliography^." 
It may be added, however, that the new name 
of publisher may be quite as much of a falsifi- 
cation in bibliography, and that a book ought 
not to be an old one in the custom-house and 
a new one on the trade sale catalogue.

William Wood & Co. will presently publish 
a work by Dr. George M. Beard, on 'Nervous 
Exhaustion, its Symptoms, Nature, Sequences 
and Treatment," which will be the fruit of origi- 
nal observations and researches extending over 
many years. 

The Association for the Codification of the 
Law of Nations has a Committee on Interna- 
tional Copyright, of which Gen. James Grant 
Wilson is the managing member. A conference 
was recently had with certain publishers, who 
were invited to meet at the house of Hon. John 
[ay, chairman of the committee, and a letter to 
be sent Mr. Evarts was submitted for discus- t 
sion. gitized by VjOOQIC 
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G. P. Putnam's Sons will add to their spring 
list a pleasant book by the author of " A Lady 
in the Rocky Mountains," Isabella Bird, in 
which, under the title of '* Unbeaten Tracks in 
Japan/* she describes her travels on horseback 
in the interior of the Japanese islands. 

Presley Blakiston, Philadelphia, has now 
a direct agency for the publications of Messrs. 
Churchill & Co., of London, and keeps their 
books in stock. He has also formed direct 
connections' for the importation of French and 
German scientific and medical works. 

L. R. Hamersly & Co., publishers of The 
United Serviee, Philadelphia, have in prepara- 
tion some very important works relating to 
army and navy matters, and will make a 
specialty of keeping up with the literature of 
these professions, in addition to their very suc- 
cessful magazine. 

Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger, Phila- 
delphia, will have ready, March loth, a new 
book on "Saws," giving their history, develop- 
ment and action, by Robert Grimshaw. It is 
carefully indexed and well illustrated. This 
house has also in preparation a " History of the 
Book of Common Prayer," with explanation of 
its offices and rubrics, by C. M. Butler, Ti.D., 
Professor of Church History and Literature in 
the Episcopalian Divinity School, Philadel- 
phia. 

J. B. Lippincott & Co. have to record some 
very important successes for this season. The 
first edition of " Moths," Ouida's last novel, 
4000 copies, was exhausted in a week. The 
second is demanded already to a considerable 
extent. Lucy Hamilton Hooper's novel, " Tri- 
color," has also exhausted its first edition and 
the second is nearly ready. This week this 
house has ready ** Nellie's Memories," by the 
author of "Wooed and Married," and the edi- 
tion is going rapidly. The ** Life of Henry 
Armitt Brown," published some time since, has 
been extensively sold, and as it is a type book, 
it will doubtless be difficult to find copies 
soon. 

Porter & Coates have in preparation sev- 
eral new school-books, among which are an 
" Elementary Physiology," by Dr. Dunglison, 
and a series of Grammars, in two books, by 
Prof. A. N. Raub, author of the Normal Read- 
ers and also of a series of Arithmetics. These 
last-named books have been published a com- 
parativelv short time, but they have a very large 
sale in all parts of the country, and have been 
endorsed by many of the most prominent edu- 
cators. Porter & Coates have nearly ready for 
issue " Health and Health Resorts," by Dr. 
John Wilson, a popular treatise on the best 
means of preserving and attaining health, and 
on the relative value of the various places of 
resort. 

One of the most salient books of the day is 
a volume of " Oxford Sermons," bv Rev. E. A. 
Abbott, D.D., just ready at Macmiilan's. The 
sermons represent what the writer speaks of as 
progressive Christianity, and are very fresh and 
vigorous. Among other recent books at this 
house are the new Students* Edition of Foster's 
Text-book of Physiology, in i2mo, at but 
$2.50, a work now at the very front of students' 
books on this subject ; a translation of Clau- 
sius' work on the'' Mechanical Theorv of Heat," 
and a leai;ned treatise on *'The Metaphysics 



of the School," a revival of the methods of the 
schoolmen of the middle ages, by a Jesuit 
father, Thos. Harper. 

Still another new process, a rival of the 
Amand-Durand method of reproduction on an 
etched copperplate, is coming to the front in 
Paris, and is said to be much superior to that 
method, since it produces an absolutely perfect 
reproduction without re-touching. The first 
utilization of it on a large scale is in the new is- 
sue by Quantin, Paris, of " L'CEuvre Complet 
de Rembrandt," M. Charles Blanc's catalogue 
rtUsonn/ of all his etchings, accompanied by a 
reproduction of the entire series of 356 by this 
process. The previous issue of this catalogue, 
with a hundred plates, is a book now held at 
$60 ; the new issue catalogues the twenty-two 
recently discovered etchings, previously un- 
identified as his, and these are among the 356 
reproductions. But 500 copies are issued, at 
500, 1000, and 2000 francs, the latter for the 20 
copies on Whatman paper, and Mr. Bouton, the 
American representative of M. Quantin, has 
already exhausted his first order and has been 
obliged to increase it by cable. Among other 
recent fine art works at this house are the two 
volumes of VArt Ancient and Modeme at the 
Exposition, very beautiful books at a remarkably 
low price ; and Georges Duplessis' *' Histoire 
de la gravure " with Amand-Durand reproduc- 
tions. Mr. Bouton is also American agent for 
the new periodical, Le Livre^ which is supplied 
to American subscribers at $12 per year. 

'* Ben Chakgesthe Motto." a political bro- 
chure by the author of ",Ginx*s Baby," with illus- 
trations by Linley Samboume, is presently to 
make its appearance in London. 

With the new year, two important English 
firms become limited liability stock companies, 
under the styles of Wm. Collins, Sons & Co., 
Hon. Wm. Collins, chairman, and Chapman 
& Hall, Frederick Chapman, Esq., managing di- 
rector. The first has a capital of j^200,ooo ; the 
second of jfi 50,000. 

The English Executive Committee of the In- 
temational Literary Association have made 
arrangements for a series of so-called '* Literary 
Mondav Afternoons" — which, however, will be 
musical as well as literary — in aid of the funds 
of the society. Mr. Jenkins, Mr. McCarthy, 
and others are to give lectures or readings. 

The English" Educational Year-Book," pub- 
lished bv Messrs. Cassell, has this year been 
enlarged in order to make room for such topics 
as female education, professional and technical 
education, etc. Additional matter has also 
been introduced into those sections which deal 
with middle-class schools, the universities, lo- 
cal examinations, etc. 

Mr. R. L. Stevenson, author of •* Travels 
with a donkey in the Cevennes," etc., has pro- 
duced a third set of his charming impressions de 
voyage. The book is called " The Amateur 
Emigrant," and sets forth how its author jour- 
neyed as a steerage passenger from Glasgow to- 
New York, and how he afterward went out 
West, from New York to California, in an 
emigrant train. His narrative will most prob- 
ably see daylight first in the pages of a monthly 
magazine. It is understood that Mr. Stevenson 
has for some time had in preparation |a little 
monograph on Thoreau. OQIC

•'THE LITERARY REVOLUTIOI?.'* 
Is the book trade to be abolished ? And are 
the advertising columns of the newspapers, 
with the help of Uncle Sam's mails, to do all 
the business for a new generation of publishers 
which shall supplant the old? That seems to be 
the suggestion thrown out in the circulars of 
what is called the "literary revolution." 

So long as the book-buying public desires a 
stock of books at its hand, whence it may se- 
fecc authors and editions, the bookstore can 
hardly give up its function to the news-stand 
and the mails. So long as the book-buying 
public is not content with old books only, but 
desires new, which must be published untested 
and at risk, there must be book publishers as 
well as book manufacturers. It should, how- 
ever, be the care of publishers to observe the 
signs of the times and modify methods of pub- 
lishing^ so, at least, as not to prejudice book- 
stores to bookbuyers. 

The first question as to certain lines of " cheap 
books-" is, do they cover their cost, or must 
some one else pay the piper that the public may 
dance ? 

Besides paper, press-work and binding, the 
proportionate cost per copy of type-setting or 
plates, and the necessary expenses of rent and 
service that every merchant reckons as part of 
the cost of his goods, there are other elements 
of cost in ordinary publishing that sometimes 
exceed all these together. There is the cost of 
makiogr ^ market for a book, by advertising, 
editors' copies, and the like. There is the risk 
of selling' but a small part of the edition which 
the publication of any untried book involves. 
There is the payment to the author, which is 



commonly 15 cts. on a $1.50 book, and 50 cts. 
on a $5 book. 

Among books recently issued or announced 
by the proprietors of the cheap series are, for 
instance, Geikie's Christ, at 50 cts., Farrar's 
Christ (though without notes), in two parts at 
25 cts. each, Hughes' recent ** Manliness of 
Christ," at 10 cts., and Arnold's "Light of 
Asia." at 15 cts. It has been the general cus- 
tom of the best American publishers to pay the 
English author as they do the American, 10 per 
ct. on retail price. If that is the case in all these 
instances (of which, however, we are not at this 
writing specifically informed), the payments to 
authors on these books by the authorized pub- 
lishers were respectively 80 cts., 60 and 30 cts. 
on two authorized editions, 10 cts. and 15 cts., 
averaging more than the entire price at which 
the unauthorized editions are offered. Who 
will say that these authors are paid too little? 
But this is not all. Geikie's Christ was an un- 
tested book ; it involved a good deal of risk ; 
its market has been made at considerable cost 
to Messrs. Appleton ; and only on the strength 
of the market thus made could it be issued as 
it has been. Farrar was a safe book, but its ad- 
vertising cost to Messrs. Dutton has been large. 
Mr. Hughes' book sells on the reputation he 
has made and in the market which his authorized 
publishers, Messrs. Houghton, Osgood & Co., 
have helped make for him. Arnold's poem, won- 
derful as it is, was altogether an experiment, and 
it has been by excellent work and much outlay 
on the part of Messrs. Roberts Bros, that its sale 
here has doubled and trebled its sale in Eng- 
iand. All this work the republishers take 
without paying for it,, and when the author gets 
any acknowledgment, it is the small proportion 
of their small price which they choose to offer 
him. 

The difficulty is that all this rests on no basis 
of law, and that the " courtesy of the trade " 
lasts only so long as there is nothing in particu- 
lar to interfere with it. The differences in the 
regular trade as to international copyright and 
the idea of literar}' property on which it should 
rest, have schooled the public to disbelieve in 
any rights of foreign authors which Americans 
should respect, while the frequent violations of 
*' trade courtesy" by established houses gives 
only too much precedent to new-comers that do 
not profess to belong to the existing order of 
things. The present state of things will tend to 
prevent publishers from taking a risk on new 
English issues, since they would scarcely be 
willing to act as cat's-paws to select the good 
chestnuts for their regardless rivals. It shows 
the workings of the ** royalty plan" for copyright^ 
and suggests that a straightforward acknowled^- 
mcnt of authors' rights \% perhaps the best b%^ 
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sis, after all, for publishing interests. Mean- 
while, in the competition of editions, there will 
doubtless continue to be a prejudice of the 
trade and the more thinking part of the public 
in favor of authorized editions, especially when 
they are brought out cheaply and in better 
shape. 

In the cases above-mentioned somebody else 
has been paying the piper. 

There is another line of books, constituting a 
considerable share of the cheap libraries, of the 
Acme editions, etc., to which these latter condi- 
tions do not apply. These are the old stand- 
ards, tested before this generation or considered 
common property, in which the '* vested rights" 
consist only in the ownership of a set of plates. 
Shakespeare, Macau lay and Dickens are instan- 
ces in point. The "courtesy of the trade" has 
not covered these among regular publishers 
themselves, and they are practically a matter of 
manufacturing competition. They are com- 
monly priced to cover a big discount, which is 
as commonly shared by the bookseller with the 
public. This system of pricing has always given 
the underseller the opportunity to decry the 
regular bookseller, although the latter has him- 
self felt bound to offer a large discount on this 
stock, and these prices are to-day quoted in the 
Acme edition circulars to emphasize this cry. 
Some of the books on this list, the Shajcespeare, 
the Globe novelists, etc., are editions bought 
from the regular publishers with this use in 
view. If the trade desire ,to meet this new 
competition, the way to do it is to issue such 
books at a low advertised price, admitting only 
such a discount as can fairly be held, and trust 
to the superiority of the edition. 

It is not probable that the type of business 
represented by these Acme editions or by the 
cheap libraries presents a permanent basis. 
While the cheap libraries have not yet achieved 
that early demise said to be the reward of those 
loved by the gods, it is noteworthy that most 
of the early ones have been "consolidated" 
into the one Seaside Library , now rivalled 
chiefly by the Franklin Square, and the later 
growths scarcely show promise of great suc- 
cess. The ^fw^ editions, in handier shape and 
in cloth binding, more closely compete with 
the regular lines, but the price is so little above 
the cost of paper and press-work that it is 
probably only in the first flush of large editions, 
before great advertising bills have to be dis- 
tributed among moderate sales per year, that 
this sort of thing can be kept up. And when 
the ordinary risk of publishing comes to be 
taken, it certainly cannot last in this way. 
Meanwhile the public at large cannot be argued 
out of taking advantage of these prices ; and 
the regular publishers, who must expect to see 



such experiments tried occasionally by those 
who believe the publishing business is all profit 
and* no risk, must bide their time and find their 
safety in fair dealing on sound business prin- 
ciples with author, bookseller and bookbuyer 
alike. 

The Acme editions are just now taking the place, 
we surmise, of the general run of subscription- 
books so largely sold in the flush times of a 
few years ago, and knocked out of the market 
because in more economical times people 
would not buy these high-price padded books 
and because low-priced books would not pay the 
expenses of personal canvass. The change is 
certainly a good one. But we have often said 
that the enterprising country bookseller should 
lay hold on just the class of people reached 
by these agencies. The Acme editions have 
been heralded as saving the cost of the mid- 
dleman's (bookseller's) charges, but the pub- 
lishers are now seeking to distribute them 
through the trade, and it will probably be good 
policy to keep them in stock. The twenty per 
cent onered and postage added is as much per- 
haps as can be held on such books, and if the 
regular publishers will then ofier their better 
editions at close prices for direct comparison 
on the shelves, the bookbuyer can choose and 
will do justice to the regular trade. The suc- 
cess already assured to the admirable cheap re- 
issue of Hallam, and like publishing experi- 
ments of recent date, illustrates what we mean 
There is certainly a large class of buyers who 
would prefer them at their price to the Acme 
books at fifty cents, if the two can be shown to- 
gether on the shelves. 

The key to the situation, in other words, is 
discriminating prices and discriminating^ dis- 
counts — on books which have covered their 
risk and proved their capability of large sale, both 
low ; on' new books which involve risk, both 
large. The experiment has recently been tried 
by several publishers with success. If it caa 
generally be adopted, the public will be trained 
to give a fair show to the trade. 



Our spring announcement number will be 
the issue for March 20th, a fortnight hence. As 
this is a guide to the business of the spring, so far 
as new books are concerned, we desire to have 
it as complete as possible, but this end is not 
attained unless publishers are prompt in send- 
ing information. It will be remembered that full 
reading matter information as to books forth- 
coming this spring is given arranged alphabeti- 
cally by publishers, while the announcement 
list proper is classified by subjects. To arrange 
this duly, the data should come to hand by 
March i6th,at latest. We trust publishers will 
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also be prompt with their advertisements, so 
that the number may be promptly issued. 



"The Books of 1879" is now ready, but 
without index, as the advance orders for the 
list did not justify the outlay required for the 
latter. We regret this exceedingly, as with 
index this guide would have been exception- 
ally valuable. What it does contain is the full 
lists of the Weekly record, arranged chronolog- 
ically, and preceded each month by the classi- 
fied summary. The descriptive notes are in- 
cluded. The price is put, in the absence of 
index, at 75 cts., and only a small edition has 
been bound up. Those who desire copies are 
therefore requested to order at once. 



We have to announce the loss to the active 
work of the trade, of one of those who have 
been longest active in it. Mr. Henry C. Lea 
retires from the control of the business which 
has for so many years been associated with 
his name, and which is associated also with 
a trade ancestry of unusual length. His ac- 
tive temperament will not permit him, how- 
ever, to be a drone in the hive, even with leisure 
so well earned as his has been, and his coming 
years will doubtless be full of the pleasant use- 
fulness which distinguished the namesake but 
recently departed from us. 



We should be glad to have the views of the 
retail trade as to the protection of authors' 
rights in their books. The advertisement of 
Messrs. Roberts Brothers, elsewhere, puts the 
case before them, and it is well that they should 
speak out their opinions as to the relations 
both of publishers and of booksellers, to the 
questions of authors' rights and international 
arrangements. We shall gladly publish any 
signed letters, whether they do or do not agree 
with our own views. 



PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, Jan. 30, 1880. 

The year 1880 has commenced fairly well for 
the Paris book trade. It is true that publish- 
ers complain of bad business, but it is al- 
ief^ed of them, what our Minister of Commerce 
declares to be the normal condition of the iron 
founders, viz., that from loss to loss, from bad 
season to bad season, they have ended by 
becoming all millionnaires. At the present 
moment there seems to be a perfect rage for 
memoirs, and we are literally deluged with 
them. 

• A. Quantin has published a rather curi- 
ous book called " Le Rhin Fran9ais," by Ca- 
mille Tarcy. The French Rhine is that part 
of this famous river which flows between Bale 
and Wissembourg. The object of the work is 
to show that Prince Bismarck has not suc- 
ceeded in Germanizing Alsace-Lorraine. M. 



Jouast, Librairie des Bibliophiles, has com- 
menced the publication of a series of works 
entitled, '* Chefs d'oeuvres inconnus." This 
series will form a kind of French" Curiosities of 
Literature," and will comprise the unknown 
waifs and strays of known and the ephemeral 
productions of unknown authors, remarkable 
for their merit. The collection already pub- 
lished includes " Le Voyage k Paphos," by 
Montesquieu, ** La Petite Maison " of Bastide, 
and *'Lesaventures du faux Chevalier de Ber- 
wick," by an unknown author. 

J. Rouff has just published a new novel called 
'* La Petite Fille du Cure," by Edmond Thian- 
di6re. Although from its title one would judge 
otherwise, seeing that Catholic priests are bound 
to dispense with grandchildren, it is perfectly 
proper, which is saying a great deal for a French 
romance. 

Plon & Co. have published *' La Marine des 
Anciens,'* by Vice- Admiral Turien de la Graviere, 
Member of the Institute. This work appeared 
originally in the Rdvue des Deux MondeSf and 
treats, as its name imports, of the fleets of the 
ancient Greeks, Romans, Persians, etc. The 
idea of the author seems to be that the study of 
the marine of antiquity has a use, apart from 
its historic value, in showing the utility of 
small vessels in modern warfare. Another 
work published by Plon & Co., under the title 
of the " Deux Diplomates," by Count Adhemas 
d'Antioche, treats of the diplomatic correspon- 
dence of Count Raczynski, a Prussian diplomat, 
with Donoso Cortes during the years 1848-1853. 
Among the new novels published by Plon may 
be cited " Le Neveu de Chanome," by Alfred 
Du Pradeix, and ** La Bande Graaft," by Con- 
stant Gueronet. 

Calmann-Levy has published '* Histoires Ori* 
entales," by Vicomte de Vogile. Its principal 
object is to discuss the question : Is barbarism 
the origin of the human race, as the materialist 
school affirm ? This study is presented under 
the form of a visit to the Egyptian Museum of 
Boulacq on the confines of Upper Egypt. M. de 
VogUe argues that Biblical history presents 
Eg}'ptian civilization in its decadence, and that 
the Egyptians antecedent to known historical 
records were more civilized and enlightened 
than their corrupt descendants. Hence he con- 
eludes against the verdict of the modern 
school of materialists. The work of M. de 
Voglie is carefully written, and his views are 
supported by documentary evidence. The new 
work of Alexander Dumas on Divorce has 
just been published by Calmann-Levy, and is 
making a great sensation 

E. Dentu has published ** Voyage au pays 
enchant^," by Henry de Montant, splendidly 
illustrated. The enchanted country comprises 
Cannes, Nice, Monte Carlo, Menton, etc. M. 
Montant is the well-known illustrator of the 
Vie Parisienne and other journals of a similar 
category. Another work of travels has just 
been published by the same firm, called 
'* Voyage au pays des Tsiganes," by Victor Tis- 
sot. This book is a recital of Victor Tissot's 
excursions in the Hungarian Steppes, in the 
Magyar cities, on the borders of the Save, of 
the Danube, in Montenegro, etc. His descrip- 
tions of the forest of Bakony, celebrated in the 
annals of Hungarian brigandage, of the fron- 
tier clans, of the villages in the interior of the 
country, of the manners and customs of the^ 
Tsiganes, etc., are full of interest. One traii^ 
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regarding this latter people is worth recording, 
as it rather contradicts the usually received 
ideas of the subject. ' The Tsiganes are noted 
for their honesty. Victor Tissot asserts that 
they are often entrusted by their employers with 
the transmission of considerable sums of money, 
and that cases of fraudulent appropriation are 
unknown. At the wedding ceremonies of the 
Tsiganes a glass is broken as amongst the 
Jews, signifying among both people the eternal 
duration of wedded life. Nevertheless both 
divorce and marriage among the Tsiganes 
present no practical difficulties, the latter being 
easily formed, and the former obtained with fa- 
cility. Marriages among brothers and sisters 
are of frequent occurrence. M. Victor Tissot 
has already made a reputation as an amusing 
narrator, in his ** Voyage au pays des Mil- 
liards." Another work published by Dentu, of 
a different kind to the preceding, has lately ex- 
cited considerable attention. It is called **Les 
Vicrges Russes," and professes to be a descrip- 
tion of the Nihilists in the form of a romance. 
The author, Mme. Gagneur,has evidently care- 
fully studied the famous Russian Nihilist 
novel, ** What is to be done?" by Tscherny- 
schewsky. Mme. Gagneur's romance is built 
upon the Nihilist conspiracies of the last few 
years, and she introduces therein the principal 
personages of the St. Petersburg official world. 
G. Charpentier has published a romance by 
Edgar Monteil called *' Antoinette Margueron." 
The author imitates the style of Balzac. Fir- 
min-Didot announces a new novel by Marie 
Marechal, " Un Mariage k I'Etranger ; " and 
Dentu contributes his quota to the sensational 
literature of the day under the title of " Le 
Pendu de la Fordt Noire," by L. Stapleaux, a 
romance abounding in thrilling situations.

THE TARIFF ON PAPER. 

ACTION OF THE ''BOOK TRADE ASSOCIA- 
TION'' OF PHILADELPHIA. 

At a special meeting of the Book Trade As- 
sociation of Philadelphia, held at their hall on 
Tuesday, February 17, 1880, Thomas MacKeU 
lar, Esq., President, in the chair, A. G. Elliot, 
Secretary, the following preamble and resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted : 

Whereas^ It has come to the knowledge of 
this Association that there is a movement on 
foot, looking to a reduction of the duty on im- 
ported unsized printing paper to ten per cent 
ad valorem, ostensibly in the interest of paper 
consumers ; it is therefore 

Resolved, That we are wholly opposed to any 
such action — 

First. Because, now that the country is re- 
covering from a long and dreary season of 
business depression, any interference what- 
ever with the protective features of the tariff is 
calculated to destroy confidence in the future ; 

Second. Because the paper industry, owing 
to its rapid growth from the dale of the close 
of the late war to 1873, resulting in its ability 
to supply a full demand, has been greatly de- 
ranged and seriously injured, and at this mo- 
ment stands in need of protection to enable it 
to recover its former position ; 

Third. Because we are fully convinced that, 
for a good, regular, and cheap supply of paper 
of proper sizes, weights, and qualities, the peo- 
ple of the United States, the greatest consumers 



of paper in the world, must be dependent upon 
a fully developed American production, and 
that adequate protection is dictated alike by the 
interests of consumers and producers. 

Resolved, That the Secretary be, and he is 
hereby requested to forward copies of these 
resolutions, properly attested by the President 
and himself, to our Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress, with the request that they 
earnestly oppose the passage of any bill having 
for its object the loyrering of the duty upon 
paper. 

Mr. Robert S. Menamin said that the mere 
passage of resolutions would not accomplish 
what was needed, and suggested that a commit- 
tee should be appointed to correspond with the 
trade, and, if necessary, go to Washington, and 
lay their objections before Congress. 

This suggestion Mr. Menamin put in the 
form of a resolution, which was adopted, and 
under it the following committee was ap- 
pointed : Henry Carey Baird, Chairman ; 
Thos. MacKellar, S. J. Megargee, A. G. El* 
liot, and Alexander Kirkpatrick.

THE LOSSES IN LITERATURE. 

(From the Boston Dsdly Advert isert March 4th.) 

The necessity of an international agreepient 
on copyrights is now felt almost everywhere 
where there is much activity in publishing. 
Germany produces some of the most learned 
works in all branches, and almost monopolizes 
theology ; her books are copied everywhere, 
and not one author out of a hundred gets a 
penny from foreigners. France furnishes the 
world with comedies, and her authors rarely 
obtain any considerable rewards outside of 
Paris. England supplies good literature for 
half the reading world, and almost any Ameri- 
can printer can copy costly books at the price 
of the mechanical labor and the white paper. 
The most complete and the cheapest collection 
of best English literature is published at Leip- 
sic. Paris used to be the great home of all 
piratical publishers. Our leading writers are 
treated in precisely the same way by the Eng- 
lish, the French and the Germans. The legiti- 
mate reprints in this country are now being 
outrivalled by the illegitimate reprints, and the 
recent custom has been to offer a volume sold 
in England for a crown or a half pound for ten 
or twenty-fire cents in this country. It is 
practically impossible for the leading English 
reviews and magazines to obtain a subscription 
list in this country, which in turn makes it dif- 
ficult'to pay remunerative rates to the writers. 
On the other hand, even the novel-reader who 
depends on the cheap reprints is morally cer- 
tain to lose much of what he wants and is will- 
ing to pay for. The most respectable publish- 
ers have attached some importance to courtesy 
and comity, but their rivals do not acknowledge 
these as binding. 

The last author to protest against this inter- 
national system of piracy is Mr. Matthew Ar- 
nold, who recommends the adoption of the 
French system. In France literary property is 
legally protected during the life of the author, 
and for twenty years after his death if he has chil- 
dren surviving so long, otherwise for ten years. 
But the point at issu^eisan international agree- 
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racnt, and as matters have reached a crisis here 
it is an open question whether our foreign rep- 
resentatives should not be authorized forthwith 
to conclude treaties based upon simple recipro- 
city. In nine cases out of ten authors will be 
satisfied to be placed on the same level with 
other authors in that country where they wish 
to obtain a copyright, and in view of future 
remedies all past offences might be condoned. 
A treaty concluded first with Fiance or Ger- 
many might be published before it is ratified on 
this side, in which case the Senate would soon 
hear the opinions pro- and con. Mr. Lowell, 
now at London, is entirely competent to begin 
negotiations of that character, and something 
will have been accomplished if but a practical 
beginning is made. 

The propositions now afloat generally attempt 
too much, and consequently accomplish very 
little. It is time to terminate theoretical dis- 
cussions and to begin practical action. The 
persons who have suffered the most are not the 
publishers, but the authors, although at present 
American publishers are suffering egregiously. 
Nor is the loss of the authors and publishers 
the gain of the readers. The systematic reader 
and the student who simply buys suffer alike 
from the present disorder ; and, on the whole, 
00 business is more legitimate and at the same 
time more precarious than that of a publisher. 
The annual losses in the American publishing 
business alone are very great, the proportion 
of books that do not pay to those that do being 
large. In a business so disastrous some rough 
order is certainly preferable to unmitigated con- 
fusion and hopeless waste. 



PRANG'S EASTER GOODS. 

The productions for this season published 
b3»^this representative American house, show a 
decided improvement over those of last spring. 
The line is much more extensive, and of a 
decidedly finer quality, and certain to meet 
with a favorable reception. 

Of the nineteen series of cards offered, we can 
make special mention of only a few. Of these, 
among- the smaller ones. No. 9 takes the lead ; 
it shows two pretty little girls returning from a 
barn, tjie one with her hands full of freshly-laid 
^ggs. the other carrying Easter eggs in her 
apron. This st)'le is also put up in book-form, 
with a tastily gotten-up cover, at $2.40 per doz. 
.Vo. 10 is a panel-shaped card in three different 
styles — card, book, and mounted — and is deco- 
rated with four designs of flowers, ferns, and 
butterflies, drawn in her happiest style by Mrs. 
O. E. Whitney. No. 16 is a card 4ixgJ^ in size 
with t%vo designs — white lily and a Japan lily, 
with tastefully displayed lettering. No. 17 is a 
double card, on the inside of which are hand- 
somely displayed legends, the outside having 
rich crosses on a pale green ground. No. 18 is 
a gem in book shai>e. On the first and fourth 
pages are large white lilies on a silver ground, 
the inside pages having ornamental borders 
and lettering, in several colors ; the card is tied 
with a silken string with tassels, and, in its 
make-up« is similar to the popular No. 5 
valentine card of last season. No. 19 is entitled 
"A Nest of Easter Eggs," and will no doubt be 
(be hit of the season. On the front page it 
shows, on a blue ground, a nest full of Easter 
^iS^t with inscriptions such as : *' Faith," 
Tor." " Peace," ** Hope," etc. There are 



seven of these, and each one of the seven inside 
pages is devoted to poetry on these subjects. 
The back shows a fine design of a horseshoe in 
gold on a green ground, and is very tasty. The 
whole is held together by a silk ribbon. The 
whole series, with exception of the mounted 
panels, is put up in sample lots for the con- 
venience of dealers who cannot inspect them at 
the offices or through the travellers of the man- 
ufacturers, so as to enable them to make up 
their order. The price of these sample lots 
is $30 retail. The crosses and bannerets, 
spoken of in our previous issue, should not be 
overlooked. 

Of their other spring goods we may men- 
tion a set of " Bits of Ocean," a set of "Va- 
cation Sketches," and a large number of new 
bouquets and panels, as well as several new 
sets of "Copies for Panel Painting," and 
other novelties of which mention will be made 
in a future issue. The demand for the publica- 
tions of this house in this city having outgrown 
their facilities, it has been found necessary to 
engage larger quarters. The New York office, 
under the ^le management of Mr. Max Griebel, 
will move about May ist to No. 38 Bond Street, 
and occupy the whole building. Mr. Griebel 
will be happy to meet his many friends there 
after that date, and make them as comfortable 
as possible. 

CO OPERATIVE PUBLISHING. 

The following is Mr. George Jacob Holy- 
oake's plan for a system of co-operative pub- 
lishing : 

" Publishing, like shopkeeping, can only be 
improved by co-operation. If a sufficient num- 
ber of authors could agree among themselves to 
form a publishing company, conducted by a 
real publisher, who understands the business, 
if a sufficient number of authors of publications 
of real popularity could agree to put thier works 
in their hands, such a company could make 
money. They would have to comply with the 
ordinary usages of the trade, except in the mat- 
ter of credit, underselling no other house, giving 
no just cause for the combination of other pub- 
lishers against them. By dividing the profits 
among the authors in the ratio of the proceeds 
from the works of each, all the profits that 
could accrue by the economy of co-operation 
and the merits of each author would surely 
come to him, and might be paid to him every 
quarter day."

THE TRADE LIST ANNUAL.

I FIND the Trade List Annual so useful for 
reference that when I go to it and do not find 
the publisher's list 1 am looking for, I feel 
vexed, as though I had been deprived of some 
of my rights, and I am tempted each time to sit 
right down and drop the offending publisher a 
postal card, urging him to see to it in^ future 
that his list appears in it. Yesterday it was 
Routledge and to-day it is Peterson. I have 
their lists in pamphlet, but it is a nuisance and 
takes time to hunt up and refer to them as com- 
pared with the Annual, and not unfrequently 
the very one wanted is mislaid or lost, and then 
the information desired is not to be had. 

Of late years, since the issue of the Annuals, 
I hgive not been so particular about my files. 
I presume other dealers get ** vexed" from the 
same cause, and believing that united action 
would induce the publishers to see that it is for 
their interest as well as ours to have their lists 
in the Annual every year, I venture to suggest 
to you to editorially ask every subscriber to 
make a personal appeal to such publishers as 
in their use of the Annual they find do not have 
their lists inserted. 

If they will all do this, and I for one shall do 
so in future, I think it must accomplish the 
desired object. The pressure will be too great 
for them to resist. 

The " boom" has not yet affected the book, 
music, and stationery interests in this section 
to any appreciable extent, but we live in hopes 
that as other interests flourish and the public 
begin again to accumulate a surplus, that they 
will soon be in a position to gratify their tastes 
for books, etc. We do not expect them to un- 
learn all the lessons of the past at once, and 
improvement will be slow.

PRICES AND DISCOUNTS. 

Philadelphia, February 16, 1880. 

I HAVE read with very great interest your per- 
tinent editorial remarks on the present demoral- 
ization of prices in the book trade, and the ab- 
surdity of publishing a book at one price and 
selling it at another, but until publishers shall 
see that the interest of booksellers is identical 
with their own, and that the more retailers are 
encouraged to keep their books on hand the 
better it is for themselves, but little improve- 
ment in the present state of affairs can be ex- 
pected. 

Owing to the greatly increased cost of paper, 
one of our largest publishing houses has an- 
nounced a reduction of its rates of discount, 
which is a step toward compelling booksellers 
to sell books at the published price. 

I should like to see the discount made small 
enough to compel the publisher's retail price to 
l)e maintained by the bookseller. The retail 
price could then be lessened by the publisher, 



the bookseller would make a fair profit, and the 
purchaser would pay no more for his books than 
at present. The publisher should retail his 
books at the published prices, without profes- 
sional discounts. There is no reason why 
clergymen or teachers should not pay for their 
books as much as others. When booksellers 
find that the publishers assist them in their en- 
deavor to keep up published prices instead of 
underselling them to their own customers, 
there will be greater inducement for them to 
keep a full stock of books. 

Trade sales are another source of inequality of 
prices which should be done away with. It is of 
little use for a publisher to be stiff in his dis- 
counts and then send his books to trade sale 
to be sold at forty or fifty per cent off. To sura 
up in a few words — the remedy for the present 
state of affairs would seem to be for the pub- 
lisher to lower his retail prices, lessen his dis- 
counts to the trade, and sell to all other parties 
only at the published retail price. 

This would give the retailer a chance, and it 
would then be possible for him to keep up his 
stock properly and to make enough profit on 
bookselling to make an honest living in his 
business, one of the most useful and honor- 
able in which a man can be engaged. P.

THE CASE IN A NUTSHELL. ^

F. Leypoldt, Esq. — Dear Sir: Your sample 
copies of Literary News received, and, after 
your many years of noble service in the inter- 
ests of the legitimate book trade, we think it is 
due you to state why we discontinued our im- 
print edition of the Nejvs or Bulletin^ and why 
we do not take hold of this. 

We are compelled to throw aside the theor)' 
that all such " aids" to which you have devoted 
so ably the last ten years of your life, should he 
of vital and vast advantage to the retail trade. 
We know this has been your intention, and in 
any other line of business %uch efforts would 
be beyond an estimated value. But the theory 
is wiped out by the fact that all such labor to 
post up and enlighten the reading public is, in 
the most favored light, but a questionable advan- 
tage to the dealers, and. in our own experience, 
a direct injury^ and will remain so, in sections 
like ours, adjacent to publishing centres, so 
long as the publishing douses maintain their 
absurd and petty policy of trying to be " Ugh ! 
big Injun, publisher, and little papoose, dealer." 
all in one, gaining a doubtful advantage in 
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some retail sales, at the sacrifice of the life of 
their main distributors and customers — the 
retailers. 

The point we wish to make is, that much of 
the advertising of new books which we did of 
late years, through the Literary News and other 
modes, but resulted in posting our customers 
up in just what they wanted, when they would 
go, or send, direct to the publishers and get their 
discount (often as large as we can get), and thus 
use us as a cat to pull out their chestnuts. 
No matter what should be, this is the nailed 
/ar/, and therefore we propose to allow them to 
seek their own information until our efforts and 
expense shall result in some little benefit to us. 
We await the time when sound business principles 
shall again rule the book trade, until which 
time it does not deserve success.

OBITUARY. 

SAMUEL F. NICHOLS. 

Samuel Flint Nichols, of the late firm of 
Nichols & Hall, Boston, whose death we have 
to record this week, was born in Salem, Mass., 
on the 14th of March, 1835, and graduated at 
the English High School in that city in March, 
1847. Immediately after leaving school he went 
into the bookstore of George Creamer, then a 
bookseller in that city, where he remained until 
he reached his majority. Soon after " coming of 
age" he obtained a situation with Messrs. Wm. 
J. Reynolds & Co. in Boston, and remained 
with them and their successors, Messrs. Brown, 
laggard & Chase, until the spring of i860, 
when, with Mr. Chase of that firm and Mr. Wm. 
H. Hill. Jr., the firm of Chase. Nichols & Hill 
was formed. Mr. Hill and Mr. Chase retired 
successively from the firm, leaving Mr. Nichols 
alone for a few years, when he associated with 
him Mr. Edward H. Hall, making the firm of 
Nichols & Hall, which continued until the ist 
of January last. Mr. Nichols possessed those 
traits of character which endeared him to all 
with whom he was brought in contact. A 
pleasant, genial disposition, which always 
prompted a cordial greeting, a high sense of 
honor, a persistent advocate for the right be- 
cause it was right, and an unswerving adhe- 
rence to honesty and integrity of purpose, en- 
deared him to his friends and commanded the 
respect of his associates in the trade. He died 
February 24th, after an illness of but four days, 
and the trade loses in him one of its best men. 

A very fully attended memorial meeting of 
the book trade of Boston was held on Thursday 
morning, Feb. 26th, at the store of Lee & Shep- 
ard. The assembly organized by the appoint- 
ment of Hon. H. O. Houghton as chairman and 
J. S. Lock wood as secretary. The meeting was 
addressed by the chairman. and Messrs. Chase, 
Thompson, Lee, Ginn, and Shepard, each bear- 
ing testimony to the sterling qualities of the 
deceased. A committee of three, consisting of 
Charles A. B Shepard, James R. Osgood and 
J. A. Thompson, was appointed to prepare and 
submit appropriate resolutions to the meeting, 
which were unanimously adopted. The resolu- 
tions were as follows : 

" Whereas, It has pleased the Almighty God 
to remove from our midst our friend and co- 
laborer, Samuel Flint Nichols, and whereas 
the decease of one so well and widely known in 



our profession calls for something more than 
mere formal manifestations of regret, therefore 
be it 

"Resolved, That in the death of one whose 
untiring energy and ceaseless industry would 
have made a marked man in any community, 
and who added to these too rare qualities an in- 
tegrity that was never questioned and a kind- 
ness that never failed, the book trade has met 
with a loss indeed. 

" Resolved, That we, his survivors, can do 
nothing more to perpetuate his memory than to 
imitate his virtues, so that when death, the limit 
of human actions, shall claim us, as it has him, 
our survivors will say of us as we do of him, 
' Excellent citizen, true friend, thorough man, 
hail and farewell.' 

^^ Resolved, That while we mourn the loss of 
our friend, it is because his death is a loss to 
us, and not to him, for we know that one whose 
life was an exemplification of all that was 
taught by the Great Teacher has found in death 
that perfect rest promised by Him whose prom- 
ise can never fail. Who never smites but in 
mercy and Whose pity is enduring strength. 

^^ Resolved, 1\)aX^\^\\t. no words of ours can 
assuage or even mitigate the grief of the be- 
reaved wife and children of our late friend, we 
claim the privilege of sharing their sorrows' and 
commend them to the pitying care of Him who 
is a Father to the fatherless, and the widow's 
God. 

** Resolved, That our places of business be 
closed during the hours of the services, and, 
while the trade are generally invited to attend 
the funeral, a committee of six be appointed by 
the chair to especially represent it. 

** Resolved, ThsLt a copy of these resolutions 
be sent to the family of the deceased, and that 
copies be furnished to the press." 

The resolutions were adopted, and the com- 
mittee to represent the book trade appointed as 
follows : Mr. Wm. Lee, Mr. John A. Thomp- 
son, Mr. Thomas Niles, Jr., Mr. Edwin Ginn, 
Mr. William W. Winkley, Mr. Thomas R. 
Shewell. 

JAMES y. POTTER. 

Mr. James J. Potter, for six years past with 
the American branch of Geo. Routledge & Sons, 
died on Monday at St. Luke's Hospital, of con- 
sumption, hastened, it is supposed, by difficulty 
of the heart. He has been sicic for some 
months, but his death was not so soon expected. 
Mr. Potter was the son of a bookseller in 
Wrexham, England, and was for some time in 
the employ of Messrs. De la Rue, London. 
He came to this country when about twenty 
years of age and entered the employ of the 
Routledge house, where his faithful service 
causes his loss to be severely felt.

•* Manliness of Christ " at 25 cents. It is print- 
ed from the plates used in the handsome cloth 
edition, and ought to have a universal circula- 
tion. The Houghton Osgood editions, it should 
be remembered, are the only American issues 
authorized by Mr. Hughes, which fact should 
especially commend them to the trade and the 
reading public. 

" Solomon's Story," published by Peter G. 
Thomson, Cincinnati, is reported as having an 
extraordinary run in the West. We recently 
had occasion to notice the beauty of its typog- 
raphy, paper, and general get-up. The first 
edition of 1500 was disposed of immediately, 
and a second edition is now being deliverea. 
The book is of the same school as " A Strange 
Disappearance," "The Leavenworfh Case,"^ 
and others of that class. 

Geo. Routledge & Sons have just ready an 
American issue of Rev. J. G. Wood's book on 
" Insects Abroad." It describes 860 insects, 
with drawings of 600, made fronj actual speci- 
mens and with the greatest care. The work is 
intended to show the important part played by 
insects in the economy of the world, and com- 
plements •* Insects at Hom'e," which described 
English as this describes non-English insects. 
It is a large handsome octavo at $4. 

Stoddarfs Review iox March' 13th is the first 
number of a new aspirant for literary honors. 
Messrs. J. M. Stoddart & Co. are the publish- 
ers, and they propose to care for " the graver 
aspects of thought and the elucidation of prob- 
lems which intimately concern the welfare of 
humanity in all the elements of life and prog- 
ress." This issue contains eight pages, size 
rather larger than those of the Nation. The 
first number is probably not a fair specimen of 
what the journal may be in the future. 

Messrs. A. S. Barnes & Co. have bought 
property in Brooklyn, corner of Nassau and Lib- 
erty Streets, for a new building, to be devoted 
to their bookbinding and printing business, the 
premises now used being required by Colgate 
& Co. to extend their business. The ground 
cost $15,000, and the buildings s^nd machinery 
will involve $150,000 outlay. It is hoped to 
complete them about midsummer. The build- 
ing will be 100 X 75, and six stories in height.

dler," a Norseland story by Kristofer Janson, 
translated from the original by Auber Forestier, 
author of ** Echoes from Mist-Land," with an 
introduction by Prof. Rasmus B. Anderson, who 
gives, it is said, more about Ole Bull than 
has ever before been published together in Eng- 
lish : and an edition of the " First Three Books 
of Homer's Iliad," with notes by Prof. James R. 
Boise, Ph.D. They will also continue to pub- 
lish Boise's Homer's Iliad, ** The First Six 
Books," as heretofore. _ .. ' O" 
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Rev. Dr. Sheldon Jackson's book on 
Alaska, in press with Dodd, Mead & Co., will 
give a comprehensive description of the country, 
its native inhabitants, their customs, supersti- 
tions and rites, with an account of the various 
missions which had been established among 
them while under Russian ' rule, as well as^ 
of those which have recently been started by 
various Christian denominations of the United 
States. It will be a handsome i2mo volume of 
some 300 pages, at $1.50, fully illustrated with 
nearly 100 engravings drawn on the spot. The 
writer is the well-known Superintendent of 
Home Missions in the far West. 

Of William R. Alger's *' History of the Doc- 
trine of a Future Life," which has become the 
property of Messrs. Roberts Brothers, ten edi- 
tions have been published. The author, who 
has given ten years pf his life to the work, found 
it difficult at first to obtain a publisher, but at 
last secured one in Mr. George W. Childs, who 
on being applied to at once saw the importance 
of a work which has since become the standard 
authority on the subject throughout the world. 
The author has recently added several chapters, 
bringing the work down to the present time, 
and Mr. Abbott's exhaustive catalogue of the 
literature of the doctrine of a future life, con- 
taining the titles of fnore than 5000 works, goes 
with it as a supplement. — Tribune. 

Edwin Arnold, the author of "The Light 
of Asia," has returned from Egypt, having dur- 
ing his journey nearly attained Nirvana, as has 
already been narrated. The King of Siam, as 
supreme chief of the Buddhists in Asia, has sent 
Mr. Arnold the first class of his exalted order 
of the White Elephant in token of his Majesty's 
high appreciation of his "Light of Asia." 
Many people have supposed the word *' ligged," 
used by Mr. Arnold in " The Light of Asia," 
was a misprint. It is a splendid old Saxon 
word, unfortunately so long disused that even 
the " literary " fail to recognize it. Thomson 
uses it in the *' Castle of Indolence" : 

" Here whilom ligged th^ Esopus of his age," 
meaning loitered, or lay idle. 

Dodd, Mead & Company announce for early 
publication *' Adventures in Patagonia, a 
Missionary's Tour of Exploration," by the Rev. 
Titus Coan, who h^s been for many years a 
missionary in the Sandwich Islands. In 1833 
the American Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions, having heard that there was a 
large aboriginal population in Patagonia desti- 
tute of all education and Christian knowledge, 
sent out two young men to explore the country 
and obtain such information as would enable 
the Board to determine upon the feasibility of 
establishing a mission there. The extraordinary 
story of their adventures, their sufferings and 
escapes are graphically narrated in this volume, 
to which has been added an account of subse- 
quent explorations and missionary efforts which 
have been made in that country. 

Ginn & Heath have in Jpress a long list of 
text-books, including, in 'Latin, "Selections 
from the Less Known Poets, Catullus, Lucre- 
tius, Lucan, Martial, and the Elegiac Poets," 
edited by Prof. E. P. Crowell, of Amherst; 
a revised edition of Allen's *' Latin Composi- 
tion ;" and the ** Agricola of Tacitus," edited by 
Prof. W. F. Allen, of Wisconsin University. 
In Greek they have preparing for early publica- 



tion *' Select Orations of Demosthenes," edited 
by Frank B. Tarbell, of Yale ; the " Public 
Harangues of Demosthenes," edited by Prof. 
Isaac Flagg, of Cornell ; and Leighton's " New 
Greek Lessons," with references to Hadley's 
and Goodwin's Greek Grammars. In mathe- 
matics they promise soon a " Primary and a 
Written Arithmetic," by Dr. Thomas Hill, ex- 
President of Harvard, and Prof. Geo. A. Went- 
worth, of Exeter ; and a " Geometry for Begin- 
ners," by G. A. Hill, of Harvard.

THE CONGRESSIONAL LIBRARY. 

Mr. Spovford's annual report, printed else- 
where, shows a considerable increase in the 
number of books copyrighted the past year, the 
figures of books alone being 6580 as against 5632 
last year, a result which, considering the de- 
pression of business during the publishing 
seasons of last year, was scarcely to have been 
expected. The nominal fee of one dollar is 
however so small that many titles are entered 
for copyright and nothing more is heard from 
the books, while less than half the books en- 
teredare really heard of in the trade as market- 
able goods. There is perhaps no country where 
so many books are written and printed only to 
find circulation in the narrow limits of the 
author's private circle. The number of books 
actually deposited under the copyright law. 
whose copyright is thus perfected, was 5265 as 
against 4675 in 1878. 

The chief burden of the report is the over- 
crowding of the library, a complaint which is 
now eight-fold as weighty as when Mr. Spofford 
began to make it eight years ago. Mr. Spofford 
has given up pleading, and lets the facts them- 
selves tell the story of the outrageous delays of 
Congress. That the evil is at their own doors, 
and immediately before their own eyes, is the 
more shame to senators and members. The 
National Library of this nation of books should 
certainly have a home worthy of its importance 
and of the country, but instead of that, perhaps 
no library the world over is in such pitiable 
condition. There is no political difficulty, no 
question of party, in the way of its remedy. 
That remedy should come at once, and it 
should be adequate. In a library which is to 



number millions, provisions on a scale that 
will not be outgrown in the next decade should 
be out of the question. Congressmen should 
recognize that books uncared for, heaped as 
they are now in the Congressional Library, are 
in daily danger, and further postponement may 
work irreparable damage to the whole collec- 
tion. We trust Congress will head the appeal of 
common-sense and self-interest, and give Mr. 
Spofford the accommodations the country is 
anxious he should have. 



We omitted in our recent discussions of the 
tariff on paper, to not6 that a clause evidently 
not intended for this purpose, imposed a duty 
of 20 per cent on " dried pulp," for paper stock 
as well as for other uses. This is additional 
protection to the manufacturers under the wood 
pulp patents, which it is admitted they do not 
need, and it enables them to hold the price 
here artificially high. Two of these manufac- 
turers are representatives in Congress, but any 
selfish action on their part to prevent the cor- 
rection of this oversight, for such it is, ought 
not to be endorsed even by the paper trade, 
who are largely interested in having this kind 
of stock also free. A publisher has written us 
to say that the duty on printing paper, sixed, 
is 35 and not 25 per cent. We find that duty 
has been collected at this rate, but it is not ju»> 
tified by the tariff. Sized papers suitable for 
printing purposes only are admitted at 25 per 
cent by the tariff of '77, and it is only on the 
quibble that such papers could also be used 
for writing, that 35 per cent can be collected. 
Any attempts in this direction should be stren- 
uously resisted. 

The new move of Messrs. Dutton seems to 
us altogether a good one. Instead of issuing a 
competing edition in paper, as they announced 
last week, they have decided to make a well- 
bound cloth edition of ** Farrar*s Christ *' for a 
dollar retail, at close discounts, dependent on 
the quantity ordered. The rates will be one 
fifth off on ordinary trade orders, one fourth on 
100 copies, one third on 500 copies — which last 
is bottom discount. This will offer little oppor- 
tunity to undersellers to cut prices ; the public 
will probably be satisfied to pay the bookseller 
this amount of margin ; and the difference in 
small and large orders will afford a fair show to 
the jobber or the reuiler who is willing to 
"push things." The retailer who considers 
himself a jobber may prove his faith by his 
works, and ** jobbers" who order three books 
will not get a better price than a retailer who 
orders ten. This seems to us rather a common- 
sense way of doing business. ^^ | 
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LIBRARIAN OF CONGRESS' REPORT. 

The followiDg is the report of the Librarian 
of Congress, the publication of which has been 
delayed by the failure of the Committee to order 
it printed, which was done only March 2d : 

Library of Congress, ) 
Washington, January 2, 1880. ) 

The undersigned has the honor to submit to 
the Joint Committee on the Library his annual 
report, embracing the customary statistics of 
the growth of the Library and the business of 
the copyright department during the calendar 
year 1879. 

Renewed difficulty has been experienced in 
the annual enumeration of the books and other 
publications constituting the library collections, 
owing to the overcrowded condition, not only 
of the shelves, but of the floors in the alcoves 
and outlying rooms. The publications re- 
ceived under the copyright law, and embracing 
not only books and periodicals, but a great 
variety and quantity of maps and works of 
graphic art, while very valuable, occupy a great 
space, and the only possible way of dealing 
with portions of them in the confined quarters 
to which the Library is now limited is to pile 
them in constantly growing heaps upon the 
floors. The shelf-room of the Library, adequate 
to the accommodation of about 280,000 volumes 
only, has been long since exhausted, and, as 
previous reports of the Librarian have shown, 
all possible means of adding to it, by the intro- 
duction of temporaiv wooden cases of shelves, 
have been exhausted also, until now the collec- 
tions of the Library present a spectacle of over- 
crowding and apparent confusion painful to be- 
holders, obstructive to the Librarian and his as- 
sistants in the discharge of their duties, and 
extremelv injurious to the utility of the Library, 
both to the two houses of Congress and to the 
public. 

The additions made during the year have 
been 21.367 volumes of books and 12,050 pam- 
phlets, from the sources named below :

These accessions have brought the aggregate 
collection up to 374,022 volumes of books, be- 
sides about 120,000 pamphlets. Of this aggre- 
gate the law department of the library numbers 
46,823 volumes, and the miscellaneous library 
327,199 volumes. At the date of my last re- 
port, January i, 1879, the whole Library num- 
bered 352,655 volumes, and 110,000 pamphlets. 

The copyright department of the Library ex- 
hibits an unusual degree of growth during tb^ 
year 1879. The entire business of entries of 
copyright titles and deposits of publications to 
secure copyright in the United States having 
been placed in charge of the Librarian of Con- 
gress in July, 1870, the annual number of en* 
tries and the amount of fees received and paid 
into theTreasunr during the years since elapsed 
have been as follows :

During the calendar year 1879, the copyright 
business exhibits an increase of 2327 entries 
over those of the preceding year, 1878, being a 
much larger increase than in any former year 
since the registry of copyrights was attached to 
the office of the Librarian. The fees paid into 
the Treasury by the undersigned on account of 
records of copyright, copies of such records, 
and assignments of copyright, amounted to the 
sum of $14,689.90 in 1879, as against $13,134.50 
in 1878, showing an increase of $1,555.40.

The provision of space to cont 
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range the invaluable collections of literature 
and art confided to the immediate care of the 
National Legislature still remains the all-im- 
portant burden of the Librarian's annual report. 
He will not here repeat any of the arguments or 
appeals in that behalf urged in every form dur- 
ing the past eight vears in the communications 
which he has had tne honor to make to the com- 
mittee. Tlie enormously increased difficulties 
of administering the Library in its distressingly 
crowded condition, and of answering the calls 
of Congress and the reading public with the 
requisite promptitude, justify the statement that 
the provision of room cannot longer be post- 
poned without directly obstructing the business 
of Congress in its responsible labors. Into the 
reasons and the difficulties which have post- 
poned all formerly proposed plans of relief he 
will not enter. The subject is once more earn- 
estly commended to the attention of the. com- 
mittee, in the confident hope that they will be 
able to reach that successful consummation so 
much desired by all, but so long and so unfor- 
tunately delayed.

THE ODELL CATALOGUE. 

We have before us the catalogue of the sec- 
ond part of the Odell collection, to be sold by 
Messrs. Bangs & Co., Monday and succeeding 
days, in the edition de luxe of which a few copies 
have been printed. The catalogue, which is 
the work of Mr. G. P Philes, shows the same 
minute labor as the first part, and it is printed 
with all the typographical resources lavished 
upon that, although the press- work, especially 
in the color-printing, is not quite up to the fine 
standard of the first part. As before, many of 
the entries are fac-simile reproductions of the 
title-page lines, for which in many cases black- 
letter type, especially for the curious combina- 
tion letters of these old volumes, has been made, 
while in one or two cases the devices of the 
title-page have been transferred to the catalogue 
page. Indeed, nothing has been spared either 
on Mr. Philes' part or in mechanical resources, 
to make this a catalogue of catalogues, and the 
possessors of the edition de luxe have reason to 
congratulate themselves. The plain edition, 
which is priced at $2, will only less commend 
itself to collectors. 

The difficulty in making this catalogue has 
been of an unusual sort ; there were scarcely 
enough epithets to go round. The cataloguer is 
apt to lavish such words as "rare," "scarce," 
etc., recklessly; in this case, they would prop- 
erly accompany most of the entries. Many of 
volumes here collected are presentation or auto- 
graph copies, and the number of early editions 
is exceedingly large. The Dibdins are many 
and fine, includin)^ the poem " Bibliography," 
and there is a very full set of Sir Egerton 
Brydges* works. There are five early editions 01 
Boethius, but among the most curious things 
is the Servetus second edition of Ptolemy's Ge- 
ography, and a copy of the Nuremberg Neue 
Zeitung (1515), of whose title . a fac-simile is 
pven. But we must refer readers to the cata- 
ogue itself.

A LIBRARY OF ENTERTAINING 
HISTORY. 
D. LoTHROP & Co. have undertaken a most 
important and promising new enterprise in a 
series of bright books for popular reading, to 
be edited by Arthur Gilman under the title of 
Loth ro p*s Library of Entertaining History.

A. Harrison, of Virginia, the author 
of "Spain in Profile," which gives sufficient as- 
surance for the new book ; ** Switzerland," by 
Mrs. Julia S. Tutwiler, of Alabama, who is 
familiar both with the alpenstock and the pen, 
and '* Russia," by a writer not yet announced. 
The idea of the series is a capital one ; Mr. Gil- 
man is an excellent choice for editor, and the 
initial volumes are, it will be seen, in good 
hands, so that a set of books may be expected 
which will be heartily welcomed bv the general 
reader and for use by libraries and schools.

THE CONDITION OF THE COPYRIGHT 
MOVEMENT. 
A YEAR ago, in the corresponding issue of 
the Weekly, we devoted much attention to the 
then imminent question of international copy- 
right. The Harper proposal had just been 
published, and it was on the whole so accepta- 
ble to those who had long favored international 
copyright on any just and practicable system, 
that it seemed as though immediate action on 
the part of our government might fairly be ex- 
pected. More than a year has passed, and 
nothing has been done toward any kind of 
•official action on the part of this country. 

Meanwhile there has been much discussion 
on both sides of the water, to which the latest 
contribution is that of Matthew Arnold in the 
current Fortnightly Review, From whatever 
point of view the disputants have started, most 
of them have ended in practically endorsing 
some such system as that which is now under- 
stood to command the support of most Ameri- 
can publishers — full copyright to English au- 
thors, the book to be made by an American 
house. The distinction emphasized by our 
publishers is their willingness to pay copyright 
to English authors, but not to English publish- 
ers. The justice of this 4s accepted by all but 
certain English publishers, who play " dog in 
the manger" to their English authors. 

It would seem that, if our government does 
not choose to move on the hints already given it, 
there should be some direct and united ex- 
pression of opinion and desire on the part of 
leading American publishers. No business can 
be safely carried on except upon a basis which 
rests somewhere upon definable law, and the 
present condition of things is tending to drive 
English reprints out of our market. For it 
'Should be noted that the cheap libraries no not 
reprint at their own risk, since this method of 
poblication does not permit risk ; they take 
'Only books for which other publishers have 



found a profitable market. The result will be 
that the regular publisher will not, and the 
cheap reprinter cannot, take the risk of testing 
new English books, and so we shall have less 
and less of them reprinted. 

We would suggest that American publishers 
join in some memorial, addressed say to the 
Secretary of State, setting forth their willingness 
to cooperate for international copyright, and 
urging some such step as the appointment of a 
commission, as proposed a year ago by Messrs. 
Harper. This will at least show that they are 
on the right side, and present an opportunity 
for pressing the government to some action. 

The discussion of the reduction of the paper 
duty before the Ways and Means Committee 
does not seem so far to have produced much 
effect toward the desired end. It has centred 
chiefly on the wood pulp question, which bears 
upon news rather than upon book papers, and 
so has been chiefly a crusade of newspaper 
men as such. Two of the chief gainers by the 
wood pulp question are members of Congress, 
and they appeared before the Committee in be- 
half of their interest. They seem to have been 
better posted than the representatives of the 
publishers, and so to have had the best of the 
argument. The latter permitted their case to 
be misrepresented under cross-examination, 
and did not cross-examine in turn so as to 
bring out the weak points of their adversaries. 
They did not seem even to have taken the trouble 
to ascertain the constituent elements in the cost 
of a pound of paper, and heard themselves 
roundly abused as ** monopolists" by men 
whose monopoly is doubly protected by patent 
and by tariff, while the press has only the pro- 
tection of business efficiency. 



"Captain Fracasse," that masterpiece of 
Th^ophile Gautier's, has been true to his name 
in leading to a mild and not unfriendly fracas 
between two houses, who both propose to in- 
troduce the gentleman to the American public. 
It is chiefly necessary to state, in view of this 
rivalry, that both Messrs Holt and Messrs. 
Putnam had made independent contracts with 
the respective translators, in ignorance that the 
other was undertaking the work, and each had 
gone too far to recede from the arrangements. 
The difficulty was not solved by the usual 
means, because Messrs. Holt's announcement 
was made three years ago, and Messrs. Putnam, 
in searching the announcement lists previous 
to contracting with their translator and mak- 
ing their own announcement, naturally did not 
go so far back. The book is so good that it 
should have a sale wide enough to^tisfy both

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THE SPRING OUTLOOK. 

The year has opened with the realization of 
the hopes in which, for some years past, the 
trade has vainly indulged, and almost all 
dealers, especially jobbers, report a largely in- 
creased business over the sales of the corre- 
sponding periods last year. The improvement 
does not reach the level of the *'good old 
times." but it is decided and increasing, and 
too much roust not be expected. The chief 
difficulty is the low margin of profit, to the pub- 
lisher because of the considerable advance in 
the several elements of the cost of manufacture, 
to the bookseller because of the custom of cut- 
ting prices, which maizes large nominal dis- 
counts practically small ones. The advance in 
cost of manufacture has not yet been followed 
up to any extent by a rise in the price of books, 
the cases so far reported being exceptions and 
not the rule. Cheap publications, however, must 
feel the result of this increase before long, as 
the margin of publishing, and even of manu- 
facturing, profit is becoming very close. 

We note below the announcements of the 
publishers for the coming spring, so far as we 
have obtained information. Perhaps the most 
notable thing about the list is the smallness of 
the proportion of fiction, which is now supplied 
so largely by the cheap libraries. The uncer- 
tainty as to English reprints, caused by these 
cheap series, will tend to have the same effect 
on books of other classes as well, and pub- 
lishers are already beginning to fight shy of 
reprinting books for which they may make a 
market only to find it utilized by their rivals. 
The offerings at the Spring Trade Sale are 
given elsewhere, and our next issue will in- 
clude further notes on any books of which 
word has not reached us at this writing. 

The American Tract Society have a number 
of new'books for the spring, first among which 
is " Worthies of Science," by Rev. Dr. John 
Stoughton, of London, sketching seventeen no- 
ted scientists who are also Christian men. 
'• Talks on Home Life," by Rev. George Everard ; 
*' How to Meet Objections against Revelation," 
by Miss Whately, a daughter of the Archbishop, 
with introduction by Dr. John Hall ; and 
'* Onward," by Rev. Jacob Helffenstein, a guide 
for growth in the Christian life, are little books 
of practical religious helpfulness, to be issued 
as i6mos, limp cloth. A pamphlet will reprint 
from the review in which it was first printed 
Dr. Geo. Matheson's essay on the " Originality 
of the Character of Christ," contrasting Him 
with the spirit of the age in Greece and Rome. 
In the way of stories, the list includes "The 
Blue-badge Boys," by Miss I. T. Hopkins, a 
story of village bovs banded together to do 
good ; •* Doctor Will," by " Jennie Harrison," 
a sequel to " Up-stairs," telling of ayoung doc- 
tor's Christian home life ; ** Out of the Way," 
by Miss A. L. Noble, a story for young women ; 
•'The Foot on the Sill," a temperance story by 
Miss Harriet B. McKeever, suggesting the dan- 
gers of one false step ; and " Into the Light," 
a narrative illustrating the evils of skepticism 
and the way of escape. The promised book on 
China, *' From Hong Kong to the Himalayas," 
to match Dr. Clark's "Japan," is postponed 
until fall. The new " Bible Student's Edition " 
of the "Teacher's Bible," in bourgeois type, 
should be mentioned, as also " Model Library 
No. 3," for Sunday-schools, containing fifty 



i6mo volumes, averaging 300 pages each, id 
chestnut case, with fifty catalogues at $2$ net. 

The American Unitarian Association will 
publish before the anniversary of Dr. Chan- 
nings' birth (April 7th), a centenary memoriat 
edition of his "Life," by his nephew, Rev. W, 
H. Channing. It was originally published ia 
three volumes, but will now be comprised in 
one volume, uniform in size with the single- vol- 
ume edition of his works published by the Uni- 
tarian Association. It will have a fine portrait 
of Dr. Channing and a full inde]^. 

D. Appleton & Co., whose retirement from 
the jobbing and retailing business enables them 
to devote their entire attention tq the work of 
publishing, announce perhaps the largest list 
of the spring. It is especially full in biograph- 
ical literature, including the fifth and last vol- 
ume of Martin's " Life of the Prince Consort,"^ 
the third and last part of the " Memoirs of Mme. 
de R^musat," which will now be bound up iik 
a cloth edition ; an interesting volume of 
"Recollections and Opinions of an Old Pio- 
neer," by the first Governor of California, Peter 
H. Burnett ; and in the New Handy- Volume 
Series^ *' French Men of Letters," a " Short Life^ 
of Dickens," including selections from his Ut- 
ters, and *' Hours with Thackeray," including 
a biographical sketch. Several works of fiction 
— now a comparative rarity on the regular pub- 
lishers' lists — have already been issued this 
spring, mostly in the cheap form of the Handy- 
Volumes ; "The Romance of a Brave Man,"" 
by Edmond About, which they will print from 
advance sheets, is looked forward to as one of 
the books of the year. The new cheap editioi> 
of Geikie's " Life and Words of Christ" is sell- 
ing as fast as it can be made ; in religious 
literature there is also to come "Fourteen Ser- 
mons," by the late Bishop Whittingham, of 
Maryland. In travel, a new edition of Hon. 
S. S. Cox's "Search for Winter Sunbeams" is 
just ready. "A Thousand Flashes of French 
Wit, Wisdom, and Wickedness," translated by 
L. G. J. de Finod, is a book of bon mots and 
anecdotes whose alliterative title possibly sug- 
gests more than it means. A book on " Scien- 
tific Billiards," by that master of the game„ 
Albert Garnier, gives his practice-shots, and 
many hints to amateurs, with numerous colored 
illustrations. The Annual Cyclopedia for 
1879 t the second and last volume of Apple- 
tpn's Cyclopedia of Applied Mechanics ; and 
the second, also the concluding, volume of the 
sixth revised edition of Cooley's " Cyclopedia 
of Practical Receipts" in the arts and trades, 
are all of them important works. A " Manual. 
of Commercial Correspondence in French," by 
Prof. Monsato, of Packard's Business College, 
will also be of practical value. Roscoe's 
Chemistry, division "Metals," and Gordon's 
" Practical Treatise on Electricity and Magnet- 
ism, "are the promised contributions to science, 
and Bartholow's " Practice of Medicine/' Kings- 
ley's "Treatise on Oral Deformities," Hunter's 
"Manual of Gynaecological Operations/' and 
new editions of Niemeyer's " Hand-book of 
Practical Medicine," and Van Buren's *' Dis- 
eases of the Rectum," to medicine. A transla-

MATTHEW ARNOLD ON INTERNA- 
TIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

From his Paper on " Copyright^'" Fortnightly RtvieWy 
April, z88o. 

... The diflSculty, the embarrassment, the 
need for drawing subtle distinctions and for de- 
vising subtle means of escape from them, when 
the right of property is under discussion, arises 
from one's having first built up the idea of nat- 
ural right as a wall to run one's head against. 
An author has no natural right to a property in 
his production. But then neither has he a 
natural right to anything whatever which he 
may produce or acquire. . . . Property is the 
creation of law. 

. . . Yet to secure, so far as without intoler- 
erable inconvenience it can be done, the bene- 
fits of ownership in his production to the author, 
every one, or almost* every one, professes to 
desire. And in general, those who profess to 
desire this do really mean, I think, what they 
say ; and there is no disposition in their minds 
to put the author off with benefits which are il- 
lusory. But Mr. Farrar and others propose, 
no doubt without intending the poor author 
any harm, a mode of benefit to him from his 
productions which does seem quite illusory. 
The proposal is to set all the world free to 
print and sell his work as soon as it appears, on 
condition of paying him a rojralty of ten per 
cent. But both authors and publishers, and all 
who have the most experience in the matter, 
and the nearest interest, unite in saying that 
the author's benefit under this plan would be 
precarious and illusory. The poor man pur- 
suing his ten per cent over Great Britain and 
Ireland would be pitiable enough. But what 
shall we say of him • pursuing his ten per 



cent over all the British dominions ; what 
shall we say of him pursuing it, under an Inter- 
national copvright on this plan between all 
English-speaking people, over the United 
States of America ? There are many objections 
to this plan of a royalty ; but the decisive ob- 
jection is, that whereas every one professes the 
wish not to take away from the author all sub- 
stantial benefit from the sale of his work, this 
plan, in the opinion of those best able to judge, 
would take it away entirely. 

The doctrine of M. Michel L^vy respecting 
the book trade, and what I have been saying 
about our book trade at home, have their ap> 
plication in America also, and I must end with 
a few words concerning the book trade of the 
United States. . . . 

[After quoting Mr. Putnam and criticising 
Mr. Conant's article severely, Mr. Arnold as- 
serts that] If Englishmen suffer by having no 
copyright in America, they have the American 
government and people to thank for it ; if 
Americans suffer by having no copyright in 
England, they have only to thank themselves. 
[He points out that an American author can have 
copyright in England by visiting British terri- 
tory when he publishes his book/l 

The truth is, the interests of British authors in 
general cannot well be safe in America so long as 
the publishers there are free to reprint whom they 
please, and to pay, of the authors they reprint, 
whom they please, and at what rate they please. 
The interests of English authors will never be 
safe in America until the community, as a 
community, gets the sense, in a higher degree 
than it has it now, for acting with delicacy. It 
is the sense of delicacy which has to be ap- 
pealed to, not the sense of honesty. English- 
men are fond of making the American appro- 
priation of their books a question of honesty ; 
they call the appropriation stealing ; if an Eng- 
lish author drops his handkerchief in Massa- 
chusetts, they say, the natives may not go off 
with it, but if he drops his poem, they may. 
This style of talking is exaggerated and false ; 
there is a breach of delicacy in reprinting the 
foreigner's poem without his consent, there is 
no breach of honesty. . . . 

The United States are a great middle-class 
community of our own race, free from many ob- 
structions which cramp the middle class in our 
own country, and with a supply of humane in- 
dividuals sown over the land, who keep increas- 
ing their numbers and gaining in courage and 
in strength, and more and more make them- 
selves felt in the press and periodical literature 
of America. Still, on the whole, the spirit of 
the American community and government is 
the spirit, I suppose, of a middle-class society 
of our race, and this is not a spirit of delicacy. 
One could not say that in their public acts they 
showed, in general, a spirit of delicacy ; cer- 
tainly they have not shown that spirit in dealing 
with authors — even with their own. They 
deal with authors, domestic and foreign, much 
as Manchester, perhaps, might be disposed, if 
left to itself, to deal with them ; as if, provided a 
sharp bargain was made and a good things as the 
phrase is, was got out of it, that was all which 
could be desired, and the community might 
exult. The worship of sharp bargains is fatal 
to delicacy ; nor is the missing grace restored 
by accompanying the sharp bargain with an ex- 
hibition of fine sentiments. 

As the great American cpmmunity becomes 
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more truly and thoroughly civilized, it will cer- 
taialy learn to add to its many and great vir- 
tues the spirit of delicacy, and English authors 
will be gainers by it. At present they are gain- 
ers from another cause. It appears that till 
lately there was an understanding amongst 
American publishers that when one publisher 
'had made terms with an English author for the 
republication of his work in America, the rest 
should respect the agreement, and should leave 
their colleague in possession of the work. But 
aibout two years and a half ago, says Mr. Co- 
nant, certain parties began to set at naught this 
law of trade courtesy. Certain firms '* began to 
republish the works of foreign authors, paying 
nothing for the privilege, and bringing out ab- 
surdly cheap editions right on the heels of the au- 
thorized reprint, which had cost a large outlay 
for priority and expense of publication." The 
ruinous competition thus produced has had the 
effect, Mr. Putnam tells us in his pamphlet, of 
** pointing out the absurdity of the present con- 
dition of literary property, and emphasizing the 
heed of an international copyright." It has had 
the effect, he says, of ** influencing a material 
modification of opinion on the part of publish- 
ers who have in years past opposed an interna- 
tional copyright as either inexpedient or unnec- 
essary, but who are now quoted as ready to give 
their support to any practicable and equitable 
measure that may be proposed." Nothing could 
be more satisfactory. 

Accordingly,it is now suggested from America 
that an international copyright treaty should be 
proposed by the United States to Great Britain, 
and as a first step, that a " commission or a con- 
ference of American citizens and British sub- 
jects, in which the United States and Great 
Britain shall be equally represented, be ap- 
pointed respectively by the American Secretary 
of State and by the British Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, who shall be invited jointly to 
consider and present the details of a treaty." 

The details are reserved for the conference ; 
but it is no secret what the main lines of such a 
treaty, if it is to be accepted in America, must 
be. The American author will be allowed, on 
registering his work, to have copyright in Eng- 
land, and the English author to have copyright 
in the United States. But the foreigner's work 
must be manufactured and published in the 
country, and by a subject or citizen of the coun- 
try, in which it is registered. The English au- 
thor's book, therefore, to be protected in Amer- 
ica, must be manufactured and published in 
America as well as in England. He will not 
be allowed to print and publish his book in 
England only, and to send his copies over to 
the United States for sale. The main object, I 
think, of Mr. Conant's exposition is to make it 
clear to us on the English side of the water that 
from this condition the Americans will not suf- 
fer themselves to be moved. 

Enj^lish publishers and authors cry out that 
such a condition is an interference with the au- 
thor's ** freedom of contract." But then they 
take their stand on the ground that an author's 
production is '* property in itself," and that one 
of the incidents of '* property ih itself" is to 
confer on its possessor the right to " freedom 
of contract" respecting it. I, however, who 
recognize natural difficulty as setting bounds to 
ownership, must ask whether the English au- 
thor can reasonably expect to be admitted to 
copjrri^ht in America without this condition. 



Mr. Froude and Mr. Leonard Courtney both 
of them seem to think that the question of inter- 
national copyright is not at all pressing ; that 
opinion in America is slowly ripening for some 
better and more favorable settlement of copv- 
right than any settlement which it is now likely 
to accept, and that meanwhile English authors 
may be well enough content with their present 
receipts from American publishers, and had 
better let things stay as they are. 

A few English authors may, perhaps, be cop- 
tent enough with their present receipts frpm 
America, but to suppose that English authors 
in general may well be so content, is, 1 think, a 
very hazardous supposition. That, however, is 
oi little importance. The important question 
is whether American opinion, if we give it tiii^e, 
is likely to cease insisting on the condition 
that English books, in order to acquire copy- 
right in America, must be manufactured and 
published there : is likely to recognize the Eng- 
lish author and publisher as Siamese twins, one 
of whom is not to be imported without im* 
poning the other. Is there any chance, in 
short, of the Americans, accustomed to cheap 
English books, submitting to the dearness of 
English books which is brought about in Eng- 
land by what, in spite of all my attachment to 
certain English publishers, I must call our 
highly eccentric, artificial, and unsatisfactory 
system of book trade ? I confess I see no 
chance of it whatever. There is a mountain of 
natural difficulty in the way ; there is the irre- 
sistible opposition of things. Here, where lies 
the gist ol his contention, I am alter all at one 
with Mr. Conant. The Americans ought not to 
submit to our absurd system of dear books ; I 
am sure they will not, and, as a lover of civili- 
zation, I should be sorry, though I am an au- 
thor, if they did I hope they will give us 
copyright ; but I hope, also, they will stick to 
Michel Levy's excellent doctrine: ** Cheap 
books are a necessity, and a necessity which 
need bring, moreover, no loss to either authors 
or publishers." 

. A NEW COPYRIGHT SUGGESTION. 

An oiiginal and amusing contribution to the 
copyright discussion has been made by Mr. 
Eduard Quaas in a book-trade- journal article, 
which we find reprinted in the Literarische Cor- 
respondenz^ the organ of the German authors' 
union. Much has been said of late years, about 
the unfortunate state of the German literary 
man, as compared with his brothers of France 
and England, and three causes have been as- 
signed for it : namely, the enormous number of 
translations of novels, travels, histories, etc. ; 
the extensive reading of English books ; and 
the popularity of works which are beneath criti- 
cism, and hence unknown. These evils are not 
ignored by Mr. Quass, but they seem to him of 
little importance compared with the harm done 
by circulating libraries. The circulation of a 
book in one of these institutions is, he says, in 
principle, the same thing as its dramatization 
upon the stage ; tha't is, a large number of per- 
sons have the benefit of the author's conception, 
without any profit accruing therefrom to him. 
by statute, however, the theatre-manager is 
obliged to make a bargain with his author, while 
the latter has no protection against the owner 
of a library. Every library copv of a book by a 
popular author rep resems say ,^ fifty reader&and 
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of these it is presumable that at least ten would 
buy the book if it were otherwise inaccessible. 
This assumption is substantiated by the statis- 
tics of the book trade in France, where there 
are very few circulating libraries, and these 
used only by the poor. Mr. Quaas therefore 
proposes an addition to the copyright law, by 
which the announcement of '* All Rights Re- 
served " would make a library liable to an action 
for damages. Under "circulating" libraries 
should be understood only those in which com- 
pensation is received for the loan of books. 
Under the new system these libraries would 
still exist, and would still do the literaiy class 
an- important service, for until an author had 
acquired a reputation he would wish to further 
it by means of them. — Nation. 



COPYRIGHT CASES. 
THE IRVING SUIT, 

The application for an injunction in the case 
of Irving's works, Putnam vs. Pollard, has been 
argued on both sides before Judge Lawrence, 
and briefs and accompanying affidavits sub- 
mitted, and decision on the application is 
awaited. The brief for defendants prepared by 
Andrew Gilhooly, counsel, traversing that of 
Mr. Gulliver for plaintiffs, of which we gave 
the points in the Weekly for February 14th, 
is also a document of great interest in the his- 
tory of copyright litigation. The defendant's 
points are (i) that the State court has no juris- 
diction as to statutory copyright ; (2) that the 
plaintiffs do not allege facts sufficient to entitle 
them to statutory copyright, there being no 
showing that the necessary requirements were 
fulfilled ; (3) that if copyrights were acquired, 
they must all have expired by their own limita- 
tion ; (4) that the volume published by Pollard 
& Moss contains the complete text of the works 
of Irving therein printed, without change or 
alteration, as entered and published under 
copyrights that have expired, in which con- 
nection an interesting specific history of the 
original publication and copyright entry of each 
of these works is given. The ** Sketch-Book " 
was curiously enough entered by C. S. Van 
Winkle in 1819 and 1820, the others chiefly 
through Carey & Lea and Lea & Blanchard. It 
is stated that the '' Miscellaneous Sketches " 
and original '* Chronicle of Wolfert's Roost " 
were printed from nxxmhtrsoi O^t Knickerbocker 
Magazine, only one of which was copyrighted, 
and this in 1839, which copyright was not 
renewed. 

Point (5) traverses the claim that the reprinting 
of the early editions is derogatory to Irving's 
reputation, as '*fragmentarv and unrevised 
portions " and " crude youthful productions," 
constituting "a libel upon the dead." While 
alleging that this has no legal bearing, defend- 
ants print a tabulated statement of dates to 
show that the average date of publication of 
the copies used for reprint was Irving's forty- 
fourth year, and that his fame was won chiefly 
by these works as so reprinted. 

Point (6) debates the trade-mark claimed in 
the title, " Irving's Works," and argues that the 
title is '* used purely as a generic mark of de- 
scription," being the ordinary works to show 
the character or composition of the article of- 
fered, and not the origin and maker Of the article, 
which alone constitutes a legal trade-mark. It 



is claimed also that the plaintiffs do not come 
into court with clean hands, since the title, 
" Irving's Works," is made to include also the 
life of Irving, and since one edition {Peo^le*s\ 
omits a volume of *' Spanish Papers ** included 
in the Sunnyside edition, though both are lettered 
" Irving's Works," which plaintiffs construe to 
cover complete works only. 

It is alleged (7) that the term is used by de- 
fendants in no deceptive way, and that (8) no 
injury to plaintiffs' business has been shown, 
nor would any but the Federal courts have 
jurisdiction to remedy that wrong. The words 
*' Irving's Works" mean either the printed 
books considered as articles of meiihandise or 
the literary ma//^ contained, the first case being 
under the jurisdiction of the State, the latter 
only of the Federal courts. The volume in 
question has never been offered as plaintiff's 
article of manufacture, and so does not £dl 
within the jurisdiction first named. 

In point (10) the allegation of copyright at 
common law is taken up, in a review of tbe, 
decisions on the subject : 

" A decision of the United States Supreme 
Court as to the effect of the Federal copyright 
statutes is conclusive upon the State courts. 

** It is the established rule in the United States, 
declared by a uniform and unbroken line of 
decisions, (i) that an author has at common 
law an exclusive right to the first publication 
of his manuscript and to that alone; (2) that 
when once published, it is ipso facto dedicated 
to the public, and the author has no longer an 
exclusive right to multiply copies of it, and (3) 
that the right of an author to multiply copies of 
his work to the exclusion of others is the 
creature of statute." 



POSTAL MATTERS. 

DECISIONS AFFECTING PUBLISHERS^ FROM 
JAN. 30 TO FEB, ao, 1880. 

[From U. S. OiliciAl Postal Guide, March.] 

242. The intent of the law is that packages 
of third and fourth-class matter should be so 
wrapped as to admit of their wrappers being 
removed, or the packages opened, so that post- 
masters may discover whether any letter, or 
writing not permitted by law, is inclosed there- 
in. If such examination cannot be made, the 
packages are subject to letter postage, notwith- 
standing the fact that they may be open at the 
ends. 

243. A *• diary " with entries in writing is 
first-class matter. 

246. A semi-annual or annual publication is 
not entitled to be sent in the mails at the pound 
rates. A publication not issued as often as 
four times a year can only be sent as third-class 
matter. 

248. If a subscriber to a county paper lives 
within the county where the same is " printed 
in whole or in part and published," he is 
entitled to receive his copy thereof free, though 
the post-office at which he regularly receives hi^ 
mail may be outside of the said county, and a 
subscriber who does not reside in die eauttey 
where the paper " is printed in whole or in part 
and published," cannot receive the paper free, 
even though his post-office may be in the afore- 
said county, where ** printed in whole," etc. 

253. Postmasters must disregard all orders 
to forward letters or other mail-matter that are 
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signed by any other person than the par^ 
named in the auddress on matter to be forwarded. 

255. Postmasters should not receive into the 
mail a postal card with anything affixed to it, 
or anything with a postal card affixed to it, ex- 
cept letter postage in full is paid on the entire 
package. 

260. A newsdealer is not entitled to mail any 
matter free of postage, except a second-class 
publication which is ** printed in whole or in 
part and published " in the county in which 
said newsdealer is located, and in which the 
party addressed — who must be a regular sub- 
scriber to such publication — resides. Sample 
copies cannot be mailed by publisher, or news- 
dealer, free of postage. 

263. " Matter having the expression of a 
monetary value '* means matter which is itself 
treated as money, or upon which money may be 
obtained, or is an evidence of indebtedness, or 
a receipt for monev or thing of value. 

270. The attention of postmasters is called 
to section 208, P. L. & R., and to the fact that 
many violations of the same are continually 
brought to the notice of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment. The word *' supplement " to, etc., printed 
on a poster, hand-bill, or special advertisement 
of some corporation, company, or person, does 
not change their character from third to second- 
class matter, and when inclosed in second-class 
matter they not only subject the packages to 
the charge of double third-class rates at offices 
of delivery, but subject the publishers to a fine 
0f ten dollars for every package mailed con- 
taining such inclosures. 

A BILL TO PROTECT BLANK-BOOK 
IMPROVEMENTS. 

Thb decision by the United States Supreme 
Court, in the case of Baker vs. Selden (re- 
ported in the Weekly for February 28th), de- 
nying copyright to systems of copy-book and 
blank-book rulings, and a subsequent refusal 
ot the Patent Office to cover the case by patent 
on a test case, has caused the introduction into 
Congress, by Mr. Converse, of a bill [H. R. 
4806J " to amend the statutes in relation to 
patents, to encourage the arts and sciences," as 
follows : 

'*Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America in Con- 
gress assembled t That any person who has in- 
vented or discovered by his own industry and 
expense a process or system of accounts, it shall 
be considered an improvement in an art, and, 
upon payment of the dutv required by law and 
other due proceedings had, he may obtain a 
patent therefor. 

** Sec. 2. That any person who has invented or 
discovered by his own industry and expense a 
forna or forms composed of printed matter and 
ruled lines, or ruled lines only, on the pages of 
books to be written or printed on, which add to 
the book value as an article of merchandise, 
mav, upon payment of the duty required by law 
ana other due proceedings had, obtain a de- 
sign patent therefor." 

The bill is pushed by Mr. W, C. M. Baker, rep- 
resenting the Baker Short Method Co.. Colum- 
bus, Ohio, plaintiffs in the BakerSelden case, 
and he will be glad to have the co-operation of 
those of the trade interested in obtaining such 
an enabling act, which seems to provide for a 
gapin the patent laws. He may be addressed 
at WiUard's Hotel, Washington. 



CANADA LETTER. 

Toronto, March 16, 1880. 

The change of tariff inaugurated by the pres- 
ent administration has been a theme for political 
discontent ever since the act passed. If the 
present government had assumed power with a 
large qish balance in the treasury, there would 
have been a better show of reason in attacking 
their policy. But as they came into power 
with some millions of a deficit staring them 
in the face, they had but two alternatives to 
raise the monev, either direct taxation or an 
increase of tari£f. The latter was chosen, and as 
might be expected, every branch of trade was 
touched, and every branch remonstrated. 

Among the number, the booksellers, pub- 
lishers, and stationers of course came in for 
their share, but I believe they had less reason 
to complain than many others. I am strongly 
inclined to the opinion that the principle of 
specific duty on printed books is correct. How- 
ever, the majority of the trade did not think so, 
and a deputation of leading men recently 
waited on the Minister of Customs, and suc- 
ceeded in getting a change, so that now, instead 
of a specific duty of six cents per pound, we 
have an ad valorem duty on books of fifteen per 
cent (unbound magazines free) ; blank account- 
books, thirty per cent ; ruled paper, twenty-five 
per cent ; millboard and binders' cloth, ten per 
cent; cards of all kinds, lithographs, etc., 
thirty per cent. 

Our bankrupt law has been repealed, and we 
are at present without any recourse in this 
matter, save the old one of an action for judg- 
ment. The late law was too expensive ; debtors 
saw estates melt away under the manipulation 
of lawyers and assignees who grew rich, while 
they received the scanty crumbs that were left. 
How long we shall remain in this state is un- 
certain. Another law no doubt will scon re- 
glace the old one, and when it does, it is to be 
oped it will be framed in the interest ojf the 
debtor and creditor more than the lawyer and 
assignee. 

There is but little doing in the book trade 
just at present. February and March are al- 
ways dull months with us. The winter, owing 
to its unprecedented mildness and absence of 
snow, has affected our trade a good deal. The 
roads have been bad, which has not only kept 
country people out of town, but prevented 
them from doing their accustomed work. The 
fall and early winter trade, however, was so 
good that people are not disposed to grumble 
over the question just now, and are getting 
ready for a good spring trade, which there is 
every prospect of their having. 

The Easter card season is on hand, and the 
principal dealers. Hart & Rawlinson, Willing 
& Williamson, Jos Bain & Son, and others, 
have a fine show of them. Prang's are running 
very well here this year. Hart & Rawlinson 
have added to their Ribbon Series two very 
pretty things, appropriate to the season, entitled 
'* Easter Morning Bells," and "The Lord has 
Risen." 

H. Haight has opened a new store on King 
Street, and intends to devote his attention 
principally to second-hand books. He has at 
present a fine collection, among which are 
many rare and valuable books. 

The Wesleyan Book- Room, under the man- 
agement of the Rev. Wm. Briggs, an energetic 
and popular man, is being greatly enlarged to 
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meet the wants of its rapidly increasing busi- 
ness. Thej have now in press, and will issue 
in a short time, a revised edition of " Wesley's 
Hymns/' for the use of the Church in Canada, 
and " The Loyalists of America and their Times, 
from 1620 to 18 16," in 2 vols., by Egerton Ryer- 
son, D.D., LL.D. This book will no doubt be 
an acquisition to American literature. 

Mr. John B. Magurn, publisher, of Toronto, 
is about to issue an important serial work, de- 
voted to Canadian biography. It is intended 
to be of permanent historical value, as well 
as beautiful as a work of art. It is to contain 
a series of portraits of eminent Canadians, pro- 
duced by a process hitherto unatiempted here.

FROM PHILADELPHIA. 

Philadelphia, March 17, 1880. 

Taking the book and stationery trades in 
Pfuladelphia as a whole, and comparing the 
Imsiness of the past season with that of the cor- 
responding season in any year since 1873, it 
is found that the last has proved far in advance 
of the others, although probably not fully up to 
the expectations of most dealers. It is, how- 
ever, a decided advance, and inspires more 
hope for the remainder of this year. 

For the first two months of this year the trade 
have been unusually busy, publishers of miscel- 
laneous books and all the specialists having 
been hard at work. In miscellaneous hooks all 
our publishers report rapid sales ; the medical 
publishers have been issuing a number of im- 
portant books; the scientific men doing well ; 
the law-book men busy chiefly upon existing 
material, but with considerable in hand for 
future publication ; the school-book publishers, 
n6w of course quiet, have done uncommonly 
well ; and the Bible publishers and album- 
makers have been very successful. The job- 
bers, particularly Messrs. J. B. Lippincott & 
Co., and Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger, have 
found their trade for this period decidedly im- 
proved, and the retailers have had no reason to 
complain. 

The outlook for the spring and summer is 
considered excellent, as compared with the last 
five or six years, and the announcements and 
items sent you for another column will show 
what is being prepared. W. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 
FiyS DOLLARS FOR A NOVEL/ 

New York, March 10, 1880. 
To the Editor of the PubHskeri Weekly : 

A NEW piece of combined impudence and ras- 
caMty, encouraged by the absence of interna- 
tional copyright, has recently been called to my 
notice. The editor of a London publication 
called the Illustrated London Novelette Weekly is 
writing to the better class authors of our weekly 
story papers, reqesting them to contribute to his 
Novelette upon these terms : to so write for 
their own papers as to have their productions 
transmogrified into English stories by the said 
editor ; -and, having done this, to see that he 
has early copies of the same (advance sheets); for 
all ofwhichhewill pay the munificent sum o{one 
pound— ^yt dollars! And he adds that this 
sum is a gratuity on his part, for he can take 
the novels anyhow, but hopes by this gener- 
WiMiioucettr Vi get them to forward advance cop- 



ies and thus give him superior privileges in the 
race for English favor ; while, by writing the 
novels with a view to their re-dress^ thus to 
secure to him a signal advantage over competi- 
tors — all for the immense outlay of one pun* , 

Of course this fellow has a right to any or ill 
the works of American fiction writers, without 
price; so we give him the hat-lift for his 
gracious liberality— one pun' sterling, dye see ? 
for a whole serial novel ! But the little game 
which he plays illustrates what imposition and 
wrong are possible under the present state of 
things — the conversion of an original Americas 
novel into one ** written expressly for" the Lon- 
don publication. 

Possibly the novel, even in its changed form, 
is better than the average English novel of iu 
kind ; but it is an outrage on the EngHsk 
writer, all the same, thus to set him aside, or 
cheapen his labor, by this process of genteel 
thievery and reproduction, which now keu 4r- 
come a feature of English cheap periodicals. 

Considering the Innumerable rascalities prac- 
tised on both sides of the water upon authors 
by publishers, it argues a singular stultification 
of the moral sense of Congress that it does not 
act at once in the matter of an international 
copyright law — simple, just and eflfective, in 
giving to the author an author's right in his 
property. If it was whiskey, or tobacco, or pig- 
iron that was " appropriated," how quickly Con- 
gress would act, but, being the product of brain- 
workers — of the intellectual and cultured 
class — Congress seems rather to enjoy the ab- 
sence of law, for don't our publisher^ steal 
from the English, French and Germans ten 
times as much as they steal from us ? Of course 
they do ! and so long as thjs *' balance of 
trade " is in our favor, we need not expect the 
average Congressman to action r ** Copyright 
Association " to the contrary notwithsunding.

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Miss Rhoda Broughton has a new novel in 
press. 

The Life of Mr. John T. Delane, on which 
his brother-in-law, Sir G. W. Dasent, is en- 
gaged, is to be published by Macmillan & Co. 
next autumn. 

The sale of over forty thousand copies of the 
" Memoirs of Madame de R6musat" is reported 
in the Franklin Square Library, although another 
cheap edition is also in the market. 

It is said that a fool and his money are soon 
parted. One fool, to the contrary, is making 
money, he of "A Fool's Errand, whose pub- 
lishers. Fords, Howard & Hulbert. report that 
the three " editions." that are nearly sold, were 
of 10,000 each, making 30,000, and that a fourth 
10,000 is preparing. 

Baker, Pratt & Co. are preparing to occupy 
their fine new quarters in Bond Street, the 
walls of which are now up to the roof, where 
they will have a fine chance to spread out. 
Meanwhile they offer bargains at their old 
store in Grand Street, throughout their yartous 
departments, prefering to clear out stock 
below rates rather than to move it all. Apple- 
tons' jobbing stock, it will be remembered, is 
now included in their offering^. 

EsTES & Lauriat are jubilant over increas- 
ing sales, reportmg eighty per cent improve- 
ment this January over last, and forty per cent 
this February over last. They have now 
thrown the adjoining store, previously occupied 
as " The Old South Bookstore," into one with 
their old quarters, by building a plate-glass 
front to both stores, which leaves room for 
communication between the two at the front aa 
well as at the back of the_ stores. iC 
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Macmillan & Co. have become the Ameri- 
can representatives of the Cambridge University 
Press, the Pitt Press, as well as of the Claren- 
don Press of Oxford University, with which 
last the London house is so closely associated. 
Its issues include the " Cambridge Paragraph 
Bible/' and other editions or parts of the Scrip- 
tures, the " Cambridge Bible for Schools/' some 
important books in theology and legal classics, 
and the University educational publications in 
the classics and in French and German. These 
goods are now in stock and a catalogue is 
ready. 

An elaborate history of Boston, prepared on 
the co-operative plan, is in preparation, and it 
is hoped that the work may be ready for the 
public on the two hundred and fiftieth anni- 
versary of the city's existence, which, will be 
next autumn. The work was projected by Mr. 
C. F. Jewett, who will publish it ; Prof. Justin 
Winsor, Librarian of Harvard College, will 
have general editorial supervision, with the aid 
of Rev. E. E. Hale, Dr. Samuel A. Green, and 
Charles Deane. There are to be four volumes, 
the first containing a general introduction, with 
papers on Boston's prehistoric period and nat- 
ural history, by Profs. Shaler, Putnam, Allen 
and Gray, of Harvard ; on its early history, by 
Prof. Winsor, Geo. Dexter, and C. F. Adams, 
r. ; on the colonial period, by S. F. Haven, 
obt. C. Winthrop, Rev. Dr. Geo. E. Ellis. C. 
C. Smith, Col. T. W. Higginson. Rev. E. E. 
Hale, H. E. Scudder, Rev. H. W. Foote, and 
others. The second volume will be devoted to 
the provincial period, with contributions from 
several of those above named, and W. F. Poole, 
Rev. Alex. McKenzie, and D. A. Godard. The 
third volume will treat of the Revolutionary 
period, with papers by Rev. E. G. Porter, Hon. 
C. F. Adams, Admiral Preble, and others named 
before ; also on the last hundred years, by 
Heniy Cabot Lodge, J. M. Bugbee, Gen. F. W. 
Palfrey, Rev. J. Freeman Clarke, Rev. Phillips 
Brooks, etc. The fourth volume will complete 
the history of the last hundred years and con- 
tain articles on special topics by Josiah P. 
Quincy, Edward Atkinson, H. P. Kidder, F. B. 
Perkins, Mrs. E. D. Cheney, Dr. Holmes, 
John S. D wight, Dr. George Ripley, and many 
others. This meagre outline indicates the scale 
and remarkable promise of the work.

John Murray, London, has just published 
the second volume (Eaba to Hermocrates) of 
Dr. Wm. Smith's " Dictionary of Christian 
Biography, Literature, Sects and Doctrines," 
and announces for Easter the second and con- 
cluding volume of his ** Dictionaiy of Christian 
Antiquities." 

Macmillan & Co. have nearly ready the 
promised " Short History of India,* by Mr. Tal- 
boys Wheeler, embodying the history of the 
three frontier states of Afghanistan, Nepaul, 
and Burma. They have in press also a new 
book, entitled '*Our Australian Cousins," by 
** Maori," author of '• Sport and Work on the 
Nepaul Frontier." 

Messrs. Sampson Low & Co. are about to 
publish "The National Music of the World," a 
posthumous work of the late Henry F. Chorley, 
edited by his biographer, Mr. H. G. Hewlett. 
It contains the substance of four lectures deliv- 



ered in 1862, which, with considerable addi- 
tions, the author was preparing for publication 
shortly before his death. The bulk of the musi- 
cal illustrations which accompanied the lec- 
tures will be reproduced. 

The Council of the Index Society have re- 
solved to bring before their members at the 
annual meeting, to be held before long, a pro- 
posal for opening an office in London furnished 
with as many indexes as they can procure for 
the use of their members, with a clerk in at- 
tendance to assist inquirers in their researches 
and to answer queries sent by post. 

Mr. Elliot Stock, London, announces a 
series of Early Reprints for English Readers^ 
edited by the Rev. Herbert E. Reynolds, Libra- 
rian of Exeter Cathedral. The 6rst number 
will be from John Gerson. The same house is 
about to publish a reproduction of the ** Eikon 
Basilike." with an extended preface by Mr. 
Edward Scott, of the British Museum, and a 
fac-simile of the unmutilated frontispiece of the 
first edition. 

Messrs. Hinrichs, of Leipzig, have issued 
their annual systematic survey of the German 
book market. According to them the number 
of new works issued in 1879 amounts to 14.179, 
as against 13,912 in the previous year. The 
greatest increase is shown in the departments 
of jurisprudence, pedagogics, politics, and sta- 
tistics, while the decline is most visible in all 
departments of belles lettres. 

In answer to a question. Lord John Manners 
recently stated in Parliament that the Govern- 
ment would not hastily introduce another Copy- 
right Bill. Hurried and ill-considered legisla- 
tion on so complex a subject could not fail to 
do more harm than good, and the amefidmeots 
suggested by the Commission, although some 
were in the right direction, were on the whole 
far from a satisfactory basis for a new bill. 

The Athenaum states, apropos of the recently 
announced appointment of Mr. \9jties Russell 
Lowell to the post of American Minister in Lon- 
don, that it is intended to bring out in England 
before long a collected edition of his poetical 
works, handsomely printed, in three crown 
octavo volumes. The author fully approves of 
the scheme, and will probably lend his aid in 
rearranging and correcting the poems. Messrs. 
Macmillan are the publishers. 

Murray, London, has in preparation two 
new works on Japan : Mr. Reed's narrative of 
his visit last year, which will be entitled 
"Japan: its History, Traditions, and Reli- 
gions ;" the other a volume by Miss Bird, the 
adventurous lady whose '*Life in the Rocky 
Mountains " has attracted attention, called 
" Unbeaten Tracks in Japan." Miss Bird, as 
usual, travelled on horseback ; most of her 
journeys were made in the northern districts, 
and she visited the aborigines of Yezo and the 
shrines of Nikkoand Isl. The Putnams will 
publish this here. 

Two newspaper series of sketches of ** Emi- 
nent Radicals," respectively in and out of Parlia- 
ment, by Mr. Morris Davidson, which are to be 
republished in handsome book shape in Lon- 
don, should be of interest here. The collection 
is intended to furnish a tolerably comprehen- 
sive account of the _leading members of the 
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" party of the Left," in England. Mr. Glad- 
stone's name begins and Mr. Mundella's closes 
the first series. In the second, Mr. John Mor- 
ley stands first and Mr. £. Freeman last. 

A " BicYCLB Road Book," a complete guide 
to the roads of England, Scotland, and Wales 
if presently to be published in London. The 
writer has been at great pains and expense to 
furnish a list of the best hotels and the notable 
places on each journey, giving in a venr small 
compass a great deal of information that will 
be found most valuable to, the bicyclist. Some- 
thing of this kind, as well for pedestrians and 
carriage travellers as bicyclists, might be prac- 
ticable in this country, although M. Sweetser's 
Osgood guides are excellent in many features 
useful for these purposes. • 

Messrs. Hodder & Stoughton's list of 
works to be published during the spring in- 
cludes the following : Prof. Stanley Leathes's 
' Warburtonian Lectures on Old Testament 
Prophecy ,** the volume on ' Confucius and 
Confucianism,' by Prof. Legge, LL.D. ; a 
small work on * Prophecy,* by the Rev. Prof.

A BEGINNING has already been made in the 
important work of printing the Catalogue of 
the Library of the British Museum.

Messrs. Clowes & Sons are the print- 
ers of the new Catalogue. 

Thk Reugious Tract Society, London, has 
in press a work by Principal Dawson, of Mon- 
treal, on " Geology and Life," the leading idea 
being that of links in a chain, in distinction from 
evolution in a series. The same society also an- 
nounces a new work by Dr. Stoughton, " An In- 
troduction to Historical Theology;" '*A Hand- 
book to Church Historv," by Dr. Green, the so- 
ciety's editor, and another volume of Dr. Eder- 
dieim's BiiU Hutory» The present year being the 



centenary year of Robert Raikes' work among 
the children of Gloucester, the society intends 
to issue a series of large colored " diagrams" 
or pictures on cloth, illustrating the early his- 
tory and growth of Sunday-schools all over the 
world. 

The long announced exhaustive biography 
of Poe, by Mr. J. H. Ingram. ** Edgar Allen 
Poe : his Life, Letters and Opinions," will be 
issued in London and New York this year.. 
Mr. Ingram has obtained much assistance 
from the late Mrs. Whitman, the late Mrs. 
Houghton — the poet's " Annie" — Mrs. Shelton, 
John Neal, Mrs. Gore Nichols—** Stella"— the 
Foes of Baltimore, Col. Preston and others. 
The book is said to contain a large amount of 
biographical material not hitherto made public, 
including more than forty new letters, much 
fresh information about Poe's parentage, his 
early life In England and America, his school- 
days, his university and West Point careers, 
adventures in Europe, literary transactions, an 
explanation of the cause which drove him to 
use stimulants, etc. The work will be issued 
in two volumes, with new portrait, fac-simile, 
etc. 

MM. FiRMiN-DiDOT & Co. have just com- 
pleted their new edition of Brunet's "Manuel 
du Libraire," with the second and concluding 
volume of the Supplement to the ManueHf^-Z).

PAPER AGAIN ! 

There is no danger that the movement for a 
reduction of paper duties will fail for want of 
discussion. The several thousand journals 
which are published in this country, and which 
for years have been relegating tariff discussions 
to a back seat, now devote an editorial per 
number to this branch of the general subject, 
and even the humorists have taken a hand. One 
of these latter declares that if paper keeps 
agetting upper, he will be forced to print on 
common white satin with a plain gilt border. 

The present point of attack is chiefly the duty 
on wood-pulp, biit we would remind book pub- 
lishers that while this constituent enters less 
into the composition of book papers than of 
news, the opportunity ought not to be lost to 
modify the duty on paper itself. We have 
already shown that the cry against the manu- 
facturers of book papers much exaggerated the 
facts and that the rise at that writing was for the 
most part justified, but this does not make it 
less desirable that the duty on papers should 
be reduced so that prices may not be kept above 
the cost of importing English papers under a 
reasonable duty, as ten per cent. The duty on 
such chemicals as are now taxed is a less im- 
portant matter than is generally supposed, but 
there seems no good reason why this should 
not be lowered. 

There has also been some exaggeration as to 
the effect of a change of the duty on pulp, but 
of the justice of the claim for reduction there 
can scarcely be doubt. 



The manufacture of wood-pulp is carried oa 
in this country under a comprehensive patent, 
some time since renewed, in the hands of a few 
manufacturers, two of whom happen to be rep- 
resenutives in Congress. The patent protects 
them sufficiently. But in addition to this, a 
duty of twenty per cent laid on ** dried pulp" 
has been construed to cover wood-pulp paper- 
stock, although the general intention of the 
bill was to have all paper-stock free. There is 
thus the double protection of patent-right and 
protective duty—- of which one is certainly 
enough. Many paper-makers buy this pulp of 
the manufacturers under the patent, and their 
interests demand that it shall be as low as pos- 
sible. Certainly the press and the paper-makers 
together ought to be able to obtain this act of 
justice even from a Congress so lazy and so 
wasteful as the present. Those publishers who 
have not yet taken part in any memorial should 
at least address some word to the represent- 
ative of their district. 

A CORRESPONDENT elsewhere presents a de- 
cidedly pessimistic view as to the retail book 
trade, particularly in the matter of laying in 
stock. Much of what he says is, however, self- 
proven, and publishers will do well to give it a 
thinking. We do not believe the practicable 
way out, after past experience, is just what he 
suggests, but his own suggestion that certain 
kinds of books must yield a margin for risk 
and loss on unsold copies leads to what we be- 
lieve is the one satisfactory remedy — discrim- 
inating discounts.

INTERNATIONAL AND ''NATIONAL" 
COPYRIGHT.

It is also evident that Mr. Arnold is not a 
believ^er in the American view of international 
copyrig^ht, namely, that protection be given to 
forei|gn authors on condition that their books 
be printed in the United States by American 
publishers. That this would prove a protective 
measure for the book trade of this country is 
not doubted. Whether it would be for the in- 
terests of authors, readers, or foreign publish- 
ers is another question. But whatever may be 
iu adrantages or its disadvantages, it is not in- 



ternational copyright. The English proposition 
is that a book copyrighted in either country 
shall be entitled to equal protection in both. 
This does away with the necessity of republica- 
tion, and gives an open market to all authors 
and all publishers. This is international copy- 
right. The difference between the English view 
and the American view is the difference between 
international copyright and national copjrright. 
The true principle of the national copyright is 
to secure protection to every author, native or 
foreign, who publishes in the country. This is 
largely true now in England, where American 
aumors may have protection on certain easy 
conditions. The bill pending in Parliament 
proposes to remove these conditions and to 
open wide the gates to all foreign authors who 
may choose to publish in the British realm* 
When this is done the result will be national 
copyright, pure and simple. But. international 
copyright, as we have said, is protection in a 
foreign country without the necessity of pub- 
lishing there. This is a valuable and useful 
right to be secured by treaty. This is the inter- 
national copyright that England offers to join 
in securing. What the United States proposes 
is national, not international, copyright. 

Mr. Arnold is an advocate of cheap bookft, 
but he has no sympathy with the American cry 
of " free books for free men " raised against in- 
ternational copyright. It may be that foreign' 
books may be had cheaper without than with 
remuneration to the authors. But such a prac- 
tice cannot last long or result well. The aboli- 
tion of national copyright might be followed by 
cheap books, but it, would be at the cost of our 
literature. But the successful revolution 
wrought in the French book trade by Michel 
Levy shows that cheap books and copyright are 
not incompatible. This great publisher proved 
that under the copyright laws of France the 
best books could be published in attractive 
form and sold at from one half to one third of 
their former prices, and still with profit to au- 
thor and publisher. And yet the copyright 
laws of France are not more favorable to cheap 
books than are the English or the American 
statutes. It is to the book trade, and not to 
those who would abolish national or defeat in- 
ternational copyright, that we must look for 
cheap books. 

COPYRIGHT CASES. 

A CURIOUS case was recently decided in Eng- 
land, originating over a photograph published 
by Mora, New York, and sold in London by 
Mr. Luks, as agent for him. It represented a 
little girl, standing on the sea shore, with a tov 
pail in one hand, and a spade over her shoul- 
der. Mr. Lucas, printselier and publisher, in 
course of time, discovered that he had a copy- 
right engraving, from a painting exhibited in 
1870, the general subject of which was the 
same, although in treatment and detail it was 
verv different. Mr. Lucas threatened Mr. Luks 
with a suit for infringement and the latter 
thought it wiser to withdraw the photograph. 
Later, the American picture was adapted for 
trade purposes by a Mr. Cooke of Leeds, in 
chromo-Iithographv, and Mr. Lucas applied for 
an injunction. This was denied with costs. 
Justice Fry giving the opinion that " bearing in 
mind the nature of the subject, that a little girl 
without socks, with a spade and bucket, by the 
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■ea, was not an uncommon object, and might 
suggest a subject to an^ one — further bearing in 
mind the variety of coincidences that are hap- 
pening and the certainity that some improbable 
coincidences do happen, and that there was no 
evidence to show in what way Mora had ffot 
the idea of hiS photograph — ^he could not safely 
come to the conclusion that the photograph was 
a copy." 

An important decision in relation to distinc- 
tive property in a trading title was recently 
made in London in !he case of " Hoby v. the 
Grosvenor Library (Limited)." This was a 
motion on behalf of the plaibtiff, for an injunc- 
tion to restrain the defendant company, until 
the hearing of this action, from carrying on in, 
br in the neighborhood of, London, the busi- 
ness of a circulating library or bookseller, 
under the title of **The Grosvenor Library," 
under which title the plaintiff claimed to have 
for many years past carried on the like business, 
at 35 Chapel Street, Belgrave-square. The Vice- 
Chancellor decided : "I think it is clear the 
plaintiff has carried on his business under the 
style of 'The Grosvenor Library' for many 
years. It is therefore plain in principle, and 
under the authorities, that no person has any 
right to appropriate that style and carry on the 
same class of business in London under the 
style of ' The Grosvenor Library.' The evidence 
satisfies me that the style adopted by the defend- 
ant company is calculated to interfere with the 
plaintiff's business, and he is therefore entitled 
to the injunction." The difficulty has been 
evaded by adding the word " Gallery/' and the 
new concern is now known as the Grosvenor 
Gallery Library (Limited). 



COMMUNICATIONS. 
A VOICE FROM THE DEPTHS, 

February 26, 1880. 

I NOTB with regret your article in the 
Weekly of Feb. 21st, in reference to the Book 
Registry, etc. I for one cannot but feel that it 
Is a great pity that your efforts in this direction 
should meet with so little encouragement, and 
I cannot help thinking that it is partlv due to 
the fact that the trade as a whole nave not 
" grasped " vour idea fully. You must remem- 
ber that we have all been busy since Christmas, 
getting our accounts into shape, and counting 
up profits or losses, and it's Just possible that 
all nave not read your very fair proposals. I 
suggest that you give the trade one more 
"nudge" before you decide to relinquish so 
desirable, and to my mind, so important an un- 
dertaking. 

I am very well aware of the difficulties (to 

rut it mildly) which surround the book trade, 
know it's the most contemptible trade in the 
world, and that, conducted as it now is, it is 
the least remunerative of any trade calling for 
an equal amount of brains, capital, and time, 
and I don't much wonder at the evident luke- 
warmness of the poor " victims," nor would 
you, were you in our shoes. Just look at the 
facts : 

Here in my near neighborhood, for instance, 
are dealers who do not pretend to get within 
20 or 25 per cent of the retail prices for any 
of their books. They seem to glory in the fact 
that they are butchers. Now what is the use of 



spending money and time in such a business ? 
Where is the bread and butter to come from? 
Most of the books are bought from the jobbers, 
and perhaps the average is one third ; thev are 
generally bought in small quantities, and the 
express charges are often half the cost of the 
books in the package. They may be for cus- 
tomers who expect them to be charged, and who 
will perhaps pay for them in six months (and per- 
haps not), and all must be sold at say 20 per 
cent off, or else we are told, *' You are asking 
too much for your books, and we must buy 
elsewhere." 

But, you may say, " Why not keep the books 
in stock ?" Well, suppose I have them in 
stock ; suppose I've had spunk enough to in- 
vest in a hundred dollars' worth of aline of new 
stock. You know about what it will have cost 
me — in the store — and now listen ! Customer 
comes in and asks : " Have you Longfellow's 
Poems, Household Edition V " Yes, sir." 
••What is your price?" Well, I look at him a 
moment, and I think that possibly he's neither 
a clergyman, "theolog.," doctor, lawyer, or 
teacher, and that perhaps he is ** half-way hu- 
man," and so I '* brace up," and say : '• The 
publisher's price is $2, but I suppose we naust 
make it $1.75, as books are being sold quite 
cheap now, owing to the severe competition.'" 
•'Why ! do you call that cheap, sir?" says my 
customer, "Why, I was offered the book at 
another store at $1.60, but I thought that too 
much. I am accustomed to buying my books^ 
at from thirty to a third off, and if you must 
ask such profits you can't expect to do mud) 
business." " ^X* ™*y ^ ask," say I, " arc 
you entitled to a discount? Are you a clergy- 
man, or a doctor, or a teacher, or any reiati^n 
to either?" " No, the fact is, I am not perhaps 
entitled to a discount, but I've been in the habit 
of buying books for my brother-in»law, who is a 
deacon in our church in the village where 1 
belong, and who buys a good many books /ifr 
our ministerr "Well," I say, ••if that's the 
case, I suppose I must let you have the book 
at the price you have usually paid " — ^and we 
trade. 

Now this is no fancy sketch ; it, or something 
similar, happens nearly every day ; and what's 
the result ? Why, as to the one hundred dol- 
lars' worth of stock a loss — probably an actual 
loss before the lot is sold of from ten to twenty 
per cent, for, mind you, I cannot buv one hun- 
dred dollars' worth of books and sell them alL 
There will be some that will drag at any price, 
and some that are poorly made and must be 
sold at half off at once, or fall to pieces on 
my hands, and as none can be sold at better than 
twenty per cent, it follows that there is wy 
money in it. and so, as a consequence, no en- 
couragement. The result is, no desire to buy 
anv more books for stock. 

Unless the publishers take the position, '* N9 
discount to a living soul except to regular book- 
sellers," and add *^ No sales to any bookseller who 
cuts the retail price," the time will soon come 
that they must sell their books themselves, for 
there is no encouragement as matters are now 
conducted. It's worse than folly for a man to 
fill up his store with books. A man with 
$5000 or %iOfioo had better invest it in four per 
cents, and take a position in some store at 
$500 per year, than fret and fool away his time 
buying books at even forty per cent, and trying 
to make a living, pay store rent, clerk hire,. 
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taxes, insurance, etc., off a possibie — not proba- 
ble^fifteen per cent profit. 

I often sit down and read over your lists of 
new books, and I sometimes mark a few, and 
think " I will buy a copy or two of each and 
try and ' push ' them," but a moment's reflec- 
tion settles it, and I don't do it, because I know 
it will fwt pay. And what a shame ! . It ought 
to pay, and pay well The publisher of a book 
ought to fix matters so that a man could afford 
to buy a stock of all the new books, and after 
he had bought them, could afford to advertise 
them, and talk about them to his customers, and 
make a noise about them. But everybody 
knows that no bookseller can do this; 1/ 
wouldn*tpay^ for the most he could make on the 
average book of the day would be about ten 
cents net, and he would need to sell from fifty 
to one hundred books per day to pay store 
expenses. And so it is not altogether stranse 
that booksellers fail to appreciate "trade 
helps." 

You may think I am putting the case a little 
strong, but, I'll agree to contribute handsomely 
to the support of any welUregulated *^ Retreat 
for Insane Booksellers," if there be any such — 
and if there isn't a number, it's not the fault of 
the business — ^if ninety-five per cent of those 
now doing a book business in this country do 
not at once endorse all my statements. 

I hope you will not cease to " battle" in the 
good cause ; vou are certainly on the right track.

OBITUARY. 
GEORGE EEMSEA. 

Mr. George Remsen, late of the firm of 
Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger, Philadelphia, 
died in that city on Monday, March 22d, from 
a complication of diseases, chief among which 
was probably an affection of the heart, which 
had given him some trouble for years. Mr. 
Remsen was born in Bristol, Pennsylvania, in 
the year 1815. In i8a8 he entered the book 
business as a boy, with John Grigg, Philadel- 
phia, and remained with^ Mr. Grigg, and later, 
Grigg ft Elliot, until 1846, when the house of 
Grigg, Elliot & Co. was formed, Mr. Remsen 
being admitted as a partner. In 1850 a disso- 
lution of partnership took place, and a new 
concern was formed under the firm-name of 
Lippincott, Grambo & Co. In this Mr. Rem- 
sen was also a . partner, continuing as such 
when another change was made, in 1855, when 
the firm-name became J. B. Lippincott & Co. 
This continued until 1868, when Mr. Remsen, 
in connection with Messrs. Edmund Claxton 
and Chades C. Haffelfinger, all members of the 
firm of T. B. Lippincott ft Co., formed a dis- 
tinct house for the purpose of publishing and 
jobbing books, and doing a general stationery 
business. He remained actively participating 
in the affairs of this house until 1876, when he 
retired, in the hope that rest and relief from 
care would improve his failing health. As an 
active member of the book trade for fifty 
years Mr. Remsen was well known and highly 
respected throughout the country, and as a 
church member was an honor to the religious 
body he had chosen. At the time of his death 
he was warden of St. Philip's Church, Philadel- 
phia. His loss will be deeply felt by his inti- 
mate friends and the trade generally. 



LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Presley Blakiston, Philadelphia, has now 
nearly ready Virchow's little work on *' Post-

Porter ft Coates will soon issue their well- 
known popular i2mos in new and beautiful 
styles of binding, and are determined to sell 
them at the lowest prices. 

J. B. Lippincott & Co. will reduce the price 
of their Biographical Dictionary from $15 to 
$10, and it will thus be a companion volume in 
price to the new Gazetteer. 

The sale of the R^musat memoirs in the 
Franklin Square Library reported as 40,000 
copies, covered parts first and second, making 
20,coo circulation for the work. 

Ws have received from Messrs. Robert 
Clarke and Co., through whom only they are 
offered, a reproduction, in somewhat smaller 
plates, of the series of *' Character Sketches, 
illustrating Dickens," originally published by 
Messrs. Cassell, Petter, Gal pin ft Co. 

Principal Cairo's long-promised work, " An 
Introduction to the Philosophy of Religion," is 
now so far advanced that Mr. Maclehose, the 
publisher to the Utaiversity of Glasgow, expects 
to have it ready before the end of this month. 
He has also just put to press a new volume of 
poetry by the able author of *'01rig Grange '* 
and " Hilda." 

We are requested by Messrs. Charles De 
Silver ft Sons, to state that it is through an 
error in the Trade Sale Catalogue, that plates 
of Parley's juveniles, and his '* Columbus," 
"Washington" and "Franklin," are entered 
in the invoice of Mr. R. W. Shoppell. Messrs. 
De Silver offer these and other plates, which 
have not before, we understand, been put up, 
in order to cut their list down to the special 
line which they propose to work in future. 

Claxton, Remsen ft Haffelfinger have in 

{reparation a work to be entitled " Are Prayers 
or the Dead and a Compensatory Discij^line 
for the Soul in the Intermediate State Articles 
of the Catholic Faith?" The volume is the 
result of eight years' careful and thorough in- 
vestigation, eventuating in the author's being 
compelled to take the negative of the question, 
contrary as it is to his previous views. The 
work discusses the whole question from Scrip- 
ture, the Fathers, Christian Archseology, the 
Commemorations of the Manyrs, and the early 
Liturgies, and the voice of the Anglo-Catholic 
Church upon them, with a chapter on the 
origin of the doctrines. The author is Rev. 
Gilbert F: Williams, of Port Tobacco Parish^ 
Maryland. 

The Leisure- Hour Series having extended to 
over a hundred volumes, and having introduced 
to the American public such authors as Thomas 
Hardy and Mrs. Alexander, has not yet intro- 
duced a single American author. This the 
publishers attribute partly to the fact that peo- 
ple posted in -literary matters, having noticed 
that the series began with European novels, 
acquired the impression, often indicated in the 
press, that American works were outside of the 
plan.

Each volume 
i will be illustrated with 160 engravings, after 
designs bv Neuville, Riou, Adrien Marie, and 
Lix, and the most scrupulous care will be ex- 
ercised that the costumes, architecture, and all 
that attaches to the archaeology of the stories, 
shall be ^faithfully followed. Neither trouble 
nor expense is to be spared in the production 
of the edition, which will, undoubtedly, be the 
finest ever produced in French or possibly 
English. The edition is to commence with 
Ivanhoe, the first livraison of which is announced 
for immediate publication. This new under- 
taking should be of great interest to Amer. 
ican collectors.

CANON FARRAR'S ROYALTIES ; A CASE 
IN POINT. 
We have received the following letter, which 
has been sent out generally to the press : 

New York, March 30, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Publishers' Weekly : 

Certain publishers are persistently urging 
upon the press and the public that we are 
gravely wronging Canon Farrar and Edwin 
Arnold in publishing their works in our Stan- 
dard Series, The invocations of these men to the 
"public conscience" in "the absence of an in- 
ternational copyright law," and their appeals 
to readers to buy their ^ and not out^ editions of 
i these works, are somewhat pathetic. We are 
sure the press will rejoice with us in witnessing 
this solicitude, on the part of American pub- 
lishers, that justice be done foreign authors. 
I The time was when such solicitude was not 
I apparent. We trust it will continue, deepen 
I and spread. But these charges of injustice are 
wrongly directed — utterly so — when aimed at 
j us. As we announced in our first issue, it is 
our purpose to deal justly with the foreign au- 
thors. And it will be seen below that the solic- I 
ilude of our brother publishers lest we wrong 
the eminent authors above named is wholly 
gratuitous, not being shared in the least by the 
authors themselves:

" I beg to thank you for your letter. Any ac- 
knowledgment, b}' way of royalty on the sale 
of my books, in the form issued bj' you, will of 
course be acceptable, and the more so because 
I have scarcely ever received from America 
even the most trivial pecuniary recognition of 
the sums gained by the sale of my books. 

" F. W. Farrar." 

Edwin Arnold has also written, thanking us 
heartily for having included " The Light of 
Asia" in our Series. The immense sales of the 
Standard Series have made it necessary already 
for us to send several sums of mone^, in the 
way of royalties, to England. It af^rds us 
pleasure to be able to successfully combat the 
sensational novel, which pays no royalty, and 
yet be just to all authors.

This is an appeal to the press to judge be- 
tween rights and wrongs in the case of Canon 
Farrar's books, which seems to be made strong 
by the author's own utterance. We give the 
facts in the matter, and then ask their decision. 

Some years ago Messrs. Cassell, the English 
publishers, desired a ** Life of Christ." It was 
at first planned by them that Dr. Plumptre 
should write the book, but on his pleading lack 
of time Canon Farrar was asked to do it. A 
contract was made under which Canon Farrar 
went to Palestine for the purpose, and received 
a large '* outright" sum for all rights in the 
book, he himself pressing for this in preference 
to a copyright on sales. The Cassell s have a 
.branch house here, through which they either 
market their books or sell the American mar- 
ket to American publishers. This is under- 
stood to be included in the " outright" to the 
author. Farrar's " Christ" was offered to sev- 
eral houses in the American trade, and de- 
clined, but Messrs. E. P. Dutton&Co. decided 
to take the risk of a small edition. That it was 
a risk, the previous declinations sufficiently 
show. The book proved to be so marketable 
that it justified pushing, and this house, we arc 
informed by them, has expended not less than 
$7500 in advertising Canon Farrar's books. 
As a result, over 18,000 copies of his Life of 
Christ had been sold by them up to the time of 
the reprint competition, and the American 
house has paid over $to,fXX> to Messrs. Cassell 
as copyright on this book alone. The English 
publishers report a total sale of over 200,000 
copies. Doubtless the sale surpassed the ex- 
pectations of both the author and the publish- 
ers ; but the author who has sold all rights in a 
book has no more right to complain than the 
seller of a house has to claim further payment 
from the purchaser when real estate goes up. 

But despite the "outright" the author did get 
his additional pay. When it came to the " St. 
Paul " he demanded and obtained so large an 
"outright " that the English publishers were 
compelled to figure that $10,000 of this must 
come from the American market. The Ameri- 
can publishers have so far paid $3000 of this to 
Messrs. Cassell, so that they have already ex- 
pended over $20,oco in payments to author 
and in making a market by advertising for these 
books. These are now taken for what the re- 
printers may choose to pay, and the rest of the 
$10,000 from America disappears. It is abso- 
lutely certain that they would not have been 
taken bad not the authorized American pub- 
lishers made a market for them by their expen- 
ditures. 

The American publishers, after paying full 
copyright (on the two-volume edition higher^ 
than the regular copyright for American books), 
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had the grace to forward directly to Canon Far- 
rar at Christmas thne an honorarium of ^'50. 
This was acknowledged with a complaint that it 
was not more. 

. On the smaller book, " Eternal Hope," also 
published by Messrs. Dutton, by arrangement 
with Macmillan & Co., 10 per cent copyright 
was paid, amounting to $475.50 at last account- 
ing. We understand it is the custom of this 
house to account directly for all American sales 
to the author. 

In view of these facts it seems to us that Can- 
on Farrar's statement is not ingenuous, and that 
his letter would not do credit to ordinary busi< 
ness morality. 

The success olf Farrar's Christ was one out 
of a thousand, and the enterprise was a pub- 
lisher's risk. They are entitled to its benefits. 

Ihere is now offering in this market another 
book of Canon Farrar's. There is no promise 
in it for an American publisher, because it 
would doubtless be seized the moment a mar- 
ket had been made for it. If English authors 
like this result, well and good ! 

The free royalty plan is no basis for publish- 
ing. It simply makes publisher No. 2 to wait 
till publisher No. i has taken all the risk, 
spent all the money and made the market, and 
then to take all this for nothing. 

There has been recently published in this 
city a three-cent edition of Hughes' ** Manli- 
ness of Christ " — a ten per cent royalty would 
return the author three mills per copy ! The 
dime reprints yield the author, at this percen- 
tage, one cent per copy ! How long, at this 
rate, would it take an author to starve ? • 

Mr. Edwin Arnold's letter is not printed. 
We should like to see it in full. In some cases, 
authors have been known to express courteous 
acknowledgment of moneys received from this 
side of the water from publishers of unauthorized 
editions, on the ground that they could of 
course legally take books for nothing if they 
chose. Perhaps Mr. Edwin Arnold took this 
view of the matter. It is but justice to pub- 
lishers whom he has previously authorized, as 
well as to himself, to know what his letter says. 

We put it 10 the press and the public to de- 
cide who in this matter are in the right, and who 
in the wrong. 



Onf. point is scored. The House Committee 
on Ways and Means has decided, by a vote of 
8 to 3, to place upon the free list'* all manu- 
factured paper, wood pulp.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT BE- 
TWEEN FRANCE AND AMERICA. 

Mr. Blanchard Jerrold, the chairman of 
the English Committee of the International 
Literary Association, has received a copy of 
the following impoitant coramunicaiion from 
the French Minister of the Interior to the exec- 
utive of the association : ** Gentlemen — I have 
the honor of communicating to you the reply 
that the President of the Council has just made 
to my letter, wherein I set forth your complaints 
as to the reproduction of French works by cer- 
tain periodicals in countries having no literary 
convention with France, notably in the United 
States. The President of the Council says that 
the eventual conclusion of a copyright treaty 
between France and the United States depends, 
as you know, entirely on the Washington Cab- 
inet. The French Minister of Foreign A&irs 
has never ceased striving to protect the literary 
and artistic property of French subjects abroad'. 
But he has not yet been able to obtain from the 
United States those guarantees for French wri- 
ters which we offer to theirs. He intends using 
every opportunity for coming to an understand- 
ing with the American Government on this sub 
ject. But to obtain such a result he thinks it 
necessary that there should take place in Amer- 
ica a change of opinion among literary men. 
which associations such as that founded by the 
Literary Congresses of Paris and London are 
well calculated to provoke and disseminate.— 
Receive, etc., the Minister of the Interior and 
of Public Worship, Ch. Lepere." — Lonti^n Dai- 
ly News, 
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POSTAL MATTERS. 

The following bill was introduced by Mr. 
Money, in the House of Representatives, March 
22d, 1880, read twice, referred to the Commit- 
tee on the Post-Office and Post-Roads, and or- 
dered to be printed : 

'' A Bill regulating rates of postage on sec- 
ond class mail-matter at letter-carrier offices. 

''Be it enacted bv the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled. That from and after 
the passage of this act the rate of postage on 
second-class publications, deposited in a letter- 
carrier office for delivery by the carriers of the 
office, shall be uniform at two cents a pound. 

**Sec. 2. That the proviso to section twenty 
of the act of March 3d, 1879, entitled * An act 
making appropriations for the service of the 
Post- Office Department,' and so forth, is here- 
by repealed." 

THE RISE IN PAPER. 

INTERVlEUr WITH MR, % ABNBR HARPER. 

(From the Wtrid, March 14.) 

The rise in the price of paper is compelling 
the attention of the large publishing houses, 
and much consultation over projects of relief 
has taken place. Mr. J. Abner Harper, of Har- 
per & Brothers, said yesterday, that while he 
was not the paper-buyer of the house, he was 
aware of the general character of the trouble. 
" It is affecting us very seriously," said Mr. 
Harper, *' but we are hopeful of relief either by 
the action of the paper-makers themselves, or 
by the action of Congress in repealing the duty 
on wood-pulp, so that the raw material may 
come without an excessive tax into the hands 
of the American paper-mill owners." 

"'Your firm has acted with other firms in 
seeking for legislative relief?" 

" Yes, we have joined in the remonstrance 
a^inst the high prices which have no founda- 
tion in necessity, and which we are of opinion 
may be relieved by proper tariff legislation." 

** Can you not meet the difficulty by a re-ad- 
justment of your prices?" 

"Not very well. We have not thought of 
doing that, for it would take a long time to 
crarry it out, and that only by a sort of agree 
ment of publishers. It would have to be a 
general rise, and that we are not yet prepared 
for. As a matter of fact, we charge now the 
same prices for our periodicals as was charged 
when paper was higher, but we put much more 
money into the papers. There is more spent 
in maintaining the character of the periodicals 
than was formerly the case." 

•• What proportion of your several periodicals 
is sold directly to subscribers, and what to the 
newsdealers ? 

'* I should say that all round about one peri- 
odical in four goes directly to the consumer. 
The others go to the retailers, who get the 
WeeJ^hy for instance, at 7i cents." 

'* Would it not be possible to cut down the 
marg^ln of profit allowed the retailer, and so 
share with him the loss occasioned in the rise 
oi paper?" 

" Well, hardly. It would involve a great deal 
of labor to do that, for the rates have now be- 
come firmly established." 

«' Will books go up in price if , the high price 
of paper is maintained ?" 



" They may. I would not be surprised to see 
such a result." 

•* Would it not be possible to cut down in the 
larger per cents or discounts allowed in that 
section of the trade ?" 

'* Well, now, I don't hear of many booksell- 
ers getting rich, even at the present high rates 
of commission, do you ? A man may have a 
store full of books which he thinks are worth 
$20,000. He has paid that amount of money 
for them, but if he comes to try to sell them he 
may get, perhaps, twenty cents on the dollar. 
Suppose they had been hardware, or groceries, 
or dry goods. They could be depended on to 
bring somewhere near their cost, but*as the de- 
mand for a book falls away, so does its value 
as an article of merchandise." 

'* Do you think it would be beneficial to the 
country at lail^e to have a rise in the prices 
either of periodicals or books?" 

" Of course not. It would be just so far a 
tax on knowledge or an inducement on the part 
of many people who figure closely in their ex- 
penditures to cease reading so largely, and that 
would be a permanent injury to society. No, I 
think it will be an advantage to give us free 
pulp, and allow the prices of paper and books 
to remain where they are now." 

" You will not cease any of your regular is- 
sues on account of the advance in rates on white 
paper ?" 

" Oh, no ; we shall not abandon any of the 
features of our business, but shall keep on hop- 
ing that the price of paper will soon be reason- 
able again." 

THE APPLETON SUIT. 

The members of the firm of D. Appleton & 
Co., the publishers, in 1875, were Messrs. Wil- 
liam H., John A., Daniel S., and George S. 
Appleton. These partners agreed in that year 
that whenever either of them died, the survi- 
vors should take and state the partnership ac- 
counts and appraise the firm's property, and 
that the representatives of the deceased should 
accept the account and appraisement. George 
S. Appleton died in 1878, and, it is said, his 
family confirmed the agreement of 1875, at the 
same time agreeing that the business should be 
continued without change until January, 1879. 
When the account and appraisement provided 
for in 1S75 were taken and made last year, it 
was decided that the interest of George S. Ap- 
pleton in the firm was $397,000. Out of this 
sum the firm paid Samuel F. Appleton $too,ooo, 
which George S. Appleton borrowed from him 
to enter the business in 1864. The executors 
of George S. Appleton were paid $140,000, 
and $155,000 were kept as the share of the de- 
ceased partner in the suspended accounts of 
the firm. The widow and children ot the de- 
ceased refused to accept the appraisement, and 
Mr. William H. Appleton, the principal mem- 
ber of the firm, began a suit to compel them to 
accept an appraisement by the surviving part- 
ners, or for an order for the sale and partition 
of the firm's property. A motion having been 
made before Judge Daniels, in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, by Mr. William A. Beach, on be- 
half of the defendants, for a reference, and for 
an order for the books of the firm to be depos- 
ited with the court, it- was opposed by Mr. F. 
N. Bangs, on behalf of William H. Appleton. 
Mr. Bangs insisted that the issues should ir> 
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tried in open court ; that the defendants had no 
right to inspect the books, having accetped the 
agreement of 1875, and that in any case only 
the executors of GeoVge S. Appleton were en- 
titled to see the firm's books. Mr. W. M. 
Prichard opposed the motion for a reference on 
behalf of John A. and Daniel S. Appleton, 
both as members of the firm and as executors 
of George S. Applelon'swill. — New York Times,

EDITIONS DE 



Franxe is, above all other countries, dis- 
tinguished for editions de luxe. Fortunately for 
the French publishers, their countrj'men are 
willing to pay a large price for a volume, so 
long as it deserves to be recogpized as a work 
of art, in the same spirit that they purchase 
pictures, or engravings, or bronzes. In Eng- 
land economy and utility prevail, and if they 
do not affect the literary value of a book, at 
least they determine the manner in which it is 
got up, or the size, printing, illustrations, and 
binding. A Frenchman who is never likely to 
own a perch of ground will pay a huncfred 
francs for a work on gardening, and considers 
himself repaid if the plates of flowers are 
drawn and colored so as to give him pleasure. 
On the other hand, the practical Englishman 
looks fur a guide, and expects to find one 
which may be turned to account in a handbook 
for a shilling. No English firm could venture 
with safety an imitation of the costly works 
which are constantly produced in Paris. One 
of the latest examples of a class of books 
which may be considered as indigenous to 
France is M. Palustre's ** La Renaissance," 
now in course of publication by M. A. Quantin. 
If a book on that or some corresponding sub- 
ject were to be brought out in England, it 
would be rash for any publisher to do more 
than have it printed in octavo size, with a 
limited number of woodcuts scattered among 
the pages. But in France, such is the expec- 
tation of patronage. M. Quantin can afford to 
employ all the aid that is desirable for the 
preparation of a sumptuous folio volume. 
Etchings alone are considered to be fit to form 
the illustrations, including even the smaller 
figures, which are interspersed through the 
type, and all are executed in a most expensive 
style. — London Architect. 



THE BIBLIOGRAPHY OF PRINTING. 

J. W. BouTON has just received the first 
volume (A to L) of "A Bibliography of Print- 
ing," con)piled by E. C. Bigmore and C. VV. 
H. Wyman. The publisher, Bernard Quaritch, 
has spared neither time nor money iu getting 
up the work, and the result is a most sumptu- 
ous- and complete addition to the literature of 
the "an preservative of art." The compilers 
were fortunate in obtaining the valuable mate- 
rial accumulated by William Blades, the his- 
torian of England's first printer, and the advice 
and co-operation of such authorities as John 
Southward, of. England ; Theodore Goebel, of 
Germany ; F. MUiler, of Holland, and Theo. 
L. de Vmne, of this city. The scope and plan 
of the work, as stated by the compilers, were to 
limit *' the signification of the word * printing,' 
by rejecting photographic printing, calico 



printing, telegraphic printing, etc., as irrele- 
vant processes which are not utilized for liter- 
ary purposes. In fact, the works cited arc 
those treating of typographic, lithographic, cop 
per-plate printing, etc., with the cognate arts of 
type founding, stereotyping, electrotyping, and 
wood-engraving." The subjects of paper and 
bookbinding, as well as those of copyright and 
laws regulating the press, were also omitted, 
because, though they bear very closely on the 
subject, in the opinion of the compilers, ** thef 
seem to belong rather to the results and out- 
come of printing than to printing itself." 

The arrangement of titles is on the English 
plan, alphabetically, under the names of au- 
thors if known, anonymous works under the 
first noun in the title. By personal research 
and correspondence a large number of hitherto 
unrecorded facts have been collected, while 
some important verifications or corrections of 
statements hitherto generally accepted have 
been secured, making most valuable material 
towards a future history of printing.

THE TRADE AND SUBSCRIPTION 

BOOKS. 
There has been a great deal of grumbling in 
the retail trade of late years that so msyiiy good 
books have been taken out of its hands and put 
into those of subscription " agents." Many 
authors, such as Mark Twain, confine them- 
selves, in fact, to subscription publishing, be- 
cause they feel assured of wider sales and 
greater returns, even in the present depression 
in that branch of the business ; but what is 
more to the point, the regular publishers have 
manifested a constantly recurring tendency to 
market their best books in this way, on the 
simple ground that the retailers will not take 
the trouble to sell the books with vigor. 

We know, of course, the reply of the retailer. 
He is discouraged, etc., etc. This is one differ- 
ence between him and the ** agent." The agent 
is never discouraged, even by the toe of a boot. 
Xbe retailer does not want to go into the boot 
business, or to meet that kind of discourage- 
ment, in addition to the sufficient stock of the 
article already on hand. 

But there is much to be said on the other 
side, and as we have |not been slow to plead 
the cause of the retailer with the publisher, we 
may be permitted once in a while to have a word 
tl>e other way. Several publishers have lately 
.ttttciertaken to accommodate the regular trade 



by putting the agency of leading sets of books 
in their hands, notably the Wileys' Ruskin and 
the Putnams' Irving. Such books as these are 
standards ; there is a good profit in them ; they 
meet the desires of the literary class, who are 
supposed to frequent bookstores ; and they can 
be sold. We do not believe, however, that half 
the regular retailers who ought to take hold of 
these books have done so. There is no reason 
why they should not, except their own apathy. 
If when they have a good chance they will not 
make the most of it, there is no earthly use of 
holding off and grumbling about it. 

Let us take, for a specific example, the new 
Geoffrey Crayon Irving. Here is a set to be in 
27 volumes, a standard author, issued in good 
times, handsomely gotten up, at a low price for 
so well-made a book, yet assuring a good profit 
throughout 27 volumes, because it is to be 
sold only in sets. There ought to be in the 
clientele of every large dealer dozens, and even 
in that of smaller retailers one or two, to whom 
this book, properly presented, can be sold. 
The bookseller knows his men ; the ** agent" 
has to find them. The trouble is that the book- 
seller simply puts the book on his counter and 
lets him buy who will. That is not the way to 
x^// books. We see no reason why .indeed, the 
methods of the ''agent" should not be adopted 
to this extent, that the local retailer should send 
to a promising customer's house such a book 
as he would be likely to purchase. At' all 
events, we feel sure that more enterprise in iht 
retail trade would pay, and would hold for the 
regular retailer many books he now complains 
of losing. 

Dr. Holland bases his utterance on interna- 
tional copyright on the ground that literary prop- 
erty is on the satne basis as the possession of 
material property. That is the author's view oT 
the case, which makes copyright a natural right, 
universal and perpetual. It is fair to say, in 
reply to his denunciation of American publish- 
ers, that this view is not universally accepted 
even outside of their ranks. And we think it 
can also be said that there is at the present time 
a decided disposition throughout the publish- 
ing trade to do essential justice to foreign au- 
thors, which is something more than the prod- 
uct of the circumstances to which Dr. Holland 
refers. 

The American Bookseller^vre are glad to learn, 
has received offers of cooperation from several 
publishers for its plan of announcement regis- 
try, which, though not an adequate solution of 
the difficulty — ^as we have pointed out — would 
be an improvement on present methods. It 
also offers courteously jo_ arrange with this 
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office as to the keeping of such a registry — > 
which would be a matter to be decided bj pub- 
lishers themselyes. It would be more of a labor 
of loye than of remuneration in either event, 
and our only desire for undertaking such a plan 
would be its identification with the general 
system of trade service built up by Mr. Ley- 
poldt. 

A CORRESPONDENT in California asks why a 
certain subscription-book, priced in the Pub- 
lishers' Weekly of last fall at $2, cloth, should 
be sold by the San Francisco agents at $3.50. 
That we do not know. The price given in the 
Weekly, as we have taken pains to find out, 
was the right one, and has not been altered. 
The cost of shipping books to so great a dis- 
tance as the Pacific Coast ought to make some 
difference in selling price, it would seem, 
though our present system of pricing ignores 
distance. 



We copy elsewhere somebody's suggestion 
of a " clearing-house " for periodicals. There 
are constantly cropping up suggestions of 
"clearing-houses," or some substitute, for the 
exchange of dead or slow stock, or, among 
libraries, of duplicates. It is generally safe to 
say that when there is a commercial want, it is 
not apt to be long unmet, in times so anxious 
to **do business" and to invent business as 
our own. The practical fact is that these gen- 
tlemen want some one else to do for them what 
they have found impractical, because it won't 
pay. So far as a clearing-house for periodicals 
can be made to pay, it is furnished by our old 
friend, Mr. Christopher, at his " American and 
Foreign Magazine Depot," in Dey Street, 
which he has advertised for years in our col- 
umns, and where he buys, keeps, and sells back 
numbers of some 3000 periodicals — all for 
which there is likely to be any demand. If our 
Indianapolis friend desires such a " clearing- 
house" in every city like Indianapolis, he is 
desiring the impossible, for we suspect there 
is no Leadville fortune even in a business 
' which centres the back-number trade of the 
country at large. As for books, the Accommo- 
dation Department in the Publishers' Weekly 
for 1878 undertook just this work, but it 
proved so considerable a cost that it was neces- 
sarily abandoned ; our present columns of 
" Books Wanted " and " Books for Sale " prob- 
ably fulfil this function as cheaply and as satis- 
factorily as can be done with justice to both 
sides, and those of the trade who have made 
continuous use of them testify to the fact that 
they /ay when really exchangeable books are 
advertised. 



DR. HOLLAND AND MR. DIDIER ON 
INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

In the May Scrihnef's, Mr. Eugene L. Didier 
has a paper on " Congress and International 
Copyright," which gives a useful summary of 
the attempted legislation on this subject down 
to date. In " Topics of the Time," Dr. HoU 
land expresses his views on the subject, and 
decidedly does not agree with Mr. Matthew 
Arnold that this is a question of "delicacy" 
only, and not of hones^. He is not compli- 
mentary to the course of American publishers 
in the matter : " Our American publishers have 
cared nothing, as a rule, for the author, or for 
right. They have simply been looking after 
their own interests. American authorship has 
nothing to expect from the publishing interest 
for itself. The trouble is that American pub- 
lishers dread international copyright for the sole 
reason that it is possible, under it, for English 
publishers to make and sell in this market their 
own editions of books that have hitherto been 
stolen. Could this apprehended difficulty be 
provided against, there would be no hinder- 
ance in getting an international copyright to- 
morrow. The American publisher wishes to 
make all the books, American and foreign, that 
are sold in thid market, and the paper-maker 
desires to manufacture the paper for them. . • 
The rights of literary property have been stead- 
ily ignored throughout tne whole of American 
histor}'. The foreign author has had no rights 
here, and the American author's property has 
had little protection abroad. . • . iVhat 
' courtesies ' have been rendered them we do 
not know and we do not care. It is enough 
that not one of these superb writers, who min- 
isters, or has ministered, to the culture and the 
pleasure of the American people, had a right, 
under American law, to a penny of income from 
his productions, while the inventor of a rat-trap 
could h%ve secured a patent on his contrivance, 
and controlled the sale and profits of it. • . . 
Right is right; property ispropernr; and noth- 
ing can be made in the long run by any set of 
men, in any community, by den3ring justice to a 
class. It is right that the literary man should 
be protected in his property everywhere, and 
the denial of this right is certain to work mis- 
chief, in the long run, to those who undertake 
to make money out of such denial. 

" We began by saying that there is something 
encouraging to the friends of international copy- 
right in the present condition of things. What 
is that condition? Universal sickness in the 
book-publishing business in America, in con- 
sequence of the facility with which foreign works 
are stolen. The cheap 'libraries,' the cheap 
books now produced, are ruining the book trade. 
The country bookseller some vears ago went 
out of his business, and surrendered what there 
was left of it to the periodical dealer, and now 
the book-publisher must die, or get rid of these 
cheap books, whose copyright has been stolen. 
This denial of the right of the foreign author in 
his book has worked all the mischief. Any 
cut-throat can become a publisher now, and, by 
stealing, reduce that business to a simple mat- 
ter of job-printing. So this denial of an au- 
thor's rights on the part of publishers is work- 
ing out its own legitimate results, in the ruio 
of the publishing business. Not only is it do- 
ing this, but it is ruining American authorship 
at the same time, and by the mudcl j 
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There is no American author who does not see 
his own literary revenues declining year by 
year, in consequence of the cheap lK>oks that 
are now turned out by these * cheap John ' 
pirates. 

*' All this is very encouraging, because this 
stealing must be stopped to keep the American 
publishing interest from drifting to absolute 
wreck. Under what regulations an interna- 
tional copyright shall be granted, we do not 
particulany care. We should like to see our 
publishers protected in the manufacture of 
books for the American oparket, but that is not 
the first question. The first question is one of 
right and justice to the authors of the world." 

A CLEARING-HOUSE FOR PERIOD- 
ICALS. 

A GSMTLEMAN desiring the February and 
March numbers of the Atlantic Monthly recent- 
ly applied at six news-stands for the missing 
literature, only to be disappointed, and to learn 
from the one last visited that these same num- 
bers had bnt the evening before been returned 
and were probably at that time between Pitts- 
burg and Harrisburg, on their way to the pub- 
lishers. He was left to the necessity of order- 
ing them anew, and by Saturday next, after a 
round trip of nearly two thousand miles, they 
will probably come to hand. He is impelled to 
suggest a literary exchange, where dealers may 
deposit their remnants, and thinks they would 
accommodate buyers as well as themselves by 
being able to direct them to it as a common cen- 
tre in which the principles of the clearing-house 
may be made effective for the convenience of 
publishers and buyers. Of course, this could 
apply to newspapers as well as the more pre- 
tentious publications, and missing back num- 
bers of papers would thus be brought to the 
hands of readers, who, in losing a newspaper, 
leave an aching and irreparable void in their

nest. Prof, von Holtzendorf, in view of the 
great number of excellent works which are 
disposed of by the publishers at the price ol 
waste paper, suggests that for a very small expen 
diHire every village in Germany might have a 
liberal supply of good books. Unfortunately 
according to Karl Hillebraod, the "genera* 
reader" is almost unknown in Germany.—* 
London Athcnaum. 



PUBLISHING IN GERMANY AND 
FRANCE. 

Som attention was attracted a few weeks 
back by the correspondence which appeared in 
a daily paper on the subject of the remunera- 
tion of authors. The state of things both in 
Germany and France seems to be equally un- 
satisfactory to the writing class. A German 
publisher usually prints from 800 to 1000 copies 
of an ordinary book, 100 or 150 of which are 
bought by the libraries, and sixty or eighty sent 
to the leading reviews. The remaining 800 or 
thereabouts are distributed among the retail 
booksellers, who return those which are left on 
their hands at the close of the year. The pub- 
lisher often receives more than his original 800, 
as the reviewers' copies find their way back to 
him. The Reime Politique et Litt/raire assures 
us that the same phenomenon is by no means 
unknown in Paris, and instances a French poet 
who published a volume of verse in the early 
years of the Second Empire. The author en- 
trusted ten copies to a publisher on the Quai 
Voltaire, and every morning, as he stole past the 
shop, cast a sidelong glance at his beloved 
volumes. What was his horror at finding them, 
in the course of a few days, increase to eleven 
and then to twelve ! The two waifs were the 
hammages de Fauteur returning to their parent 



COMMUNICATIONS. 
THE TRADE AND AUTHORS EDITIONS. 
Easton, Pa., March 24, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Publishers' Weekly: 

In reference to the advertisement of Messrs. 
Roberts Brothers, calling on the trade to up- 
hold them in their edition . of Arnold's ^* Light 
of Asia," I desire to say that while I am always 
ready to stand up for legitimate publishers, it 
is, nevertheless, next to impossible, in the pres- 
ent condition of the book trade, to do just what 
Messrs. Roberts Brothers desire the trade to 
do. That is, to " refuse to keep on hand, or 
purchase, any books known to be already in 
the market in an edition arranged for with the 
author." This, of course, has especial refer- 
ence to the particular book in question, but in 
a general and wider sense includes all the 
cheap paper editions of standard and other for* 
eign books. 

The difBculties in the way of refusing to keep 
in stock these publications are not a few. In 
towns where there is lively, and often unwise 
competition, you will always find some in the 
trade who run everything on the '' cheap** prin- 
ciple — such as commercial note-paper five cents 
a quire, etc. — and they run these cheap editions 
and advertise them, giving the price, and you 
have no idea how many people there are, ap- 
parently intelligent people too, who, when they 
see these cheap editions advertised, at these 
very low prices, think they are the same as when 
shown, by another dealer, the regular editions 
at greater, yet low, prices. Unscrupulous deal- 
ers take advantage of this idea to get extant 
the impression that they are selling books far 
below the prices of their competitors. The re- 
sult is that the whole trade runs on this cheap 
stock to the almost entire exclusion of cloth- 
bound books. 

Now the responsibility of this state of things 
in the book trade must be somewhere. Where 
is it ? The bookbuyers are completely de- 
moralized. Very many do not know anything 
of the intrinsic or mechanical value of books, 
and if they were offered to them at the absolute 
cost of manufacture they would still hesitate to 
buy them for fear they were paying more for 
them than they might possibly be able to buy 
them elsewhere ; particularly from the publish- 
ers direct. The retailers do not, under these 
circumstances, keep up stock, for the reason 
that there is nothing in it but vexation^er- 
tainly no profit. There is a class of persons 
who would buy books if they had an opportu- 
nity to see them before buying them, but they 
cannot get them except by ordering them 
through their bookseller, or rather stationer, 
or by sending to the publishers for them ; and 
this they will not do. Consequently they buy 
few or no books at all. 

A few weeks ago I happened to visit a num- 
ber of towns in ^western and the Interior of 
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Pennsylvania, and in one of them (10,000 inhab- 
itants) I called upon a friend, whom I asked 
what kind of bookstores they had in the town. 
•* Well," said he, "we have two bookstores, 
or rather stationery stores. They do not keep 
any miscellaneous stock on hand of any account ; 
if you want any books you must give them the 
order, and they get them for you ; but that is 
very unsatisfactory. I often see books adver- 
tised that I think \ would like to have, but I do 
not like to buy them without first seeing them, 
and so I buy scarcely any books at all." This is 
the state of things in many towns. And I may 
say here that not one in ten persons who would 
buy books if they had an opportunity, either 
get to the larger cities where they might buy 
them, or send to the publishers for them, and, like 
my friend, they do not buy any. This is cer- 
tainly discouraging both to publishers and re- 
tailers ; but while retailers can fill their shelves 
with other goods on which they can make a 
profit, publishers are not so fortunate, their 
products not being brought before the mass of 
the people like other goods, and many sales 
are lost entirely to them. 

In another town, or rather city of 30,000 inhab- 
itants, I called on one of the booksellers, and 
in the course of conversation he told me of a 
lady who came in his store recently and in- 
quired the price of a set of Globe Dickens, listed 
at fifteen dollars, stating at the same time that 
she had seen the set advertised in New York 
for eight dollars, and desired to know if he 
could supply it at the same price. He simply 
said to her, " No, madam ; you haci better send 
to New York for it," and went about more 
profitable business, selling stationery, wall- 
paper, etc. It is not at all likely that the lady 
sent to New York for it, or ever bought it at all, 
and the sale of the set was lo^t, as in the case 
of very many others. Whereas if there were no 
irregularities in prices, books would be found 
profitable to keep in stock, and there is not a 
town of any size in the country where they 
would not be kept. Sales would be multiplied 
through ithe retailer, protected in prices, to an 
extent that would astonish no class more than 
the publishers themselves. 

The book business is certainly in a lament- 
able condition, such as no other business is in ; 
but can you tell me of any other business where 
the manufacturer or producer runs opposition to 
his own agents, or those through whom he ex- 
pects to find an outlet for his products ? The 
manufacturer of carpenter's tools does not seek 
to supply every journeyman carpenter or ap- 
prentice throughout the countr}* with tools, but 
leaves that to the retail hardware dealer, with- 
out offering the consumer a discount almost, if 
not quite, equal to the profit of the retail dealer. 
The result is that hardware stores flourish all 
over the land^ even in the smallest towns. And 
so it is with all other kinds of business, except- 
ing only the book business. 

But this is a long way around to say that I 
am unqualifiedly in favor of a stringent inter- 
national copyright law — one that will fully pro- 
tect both author and publisher in their just 
rights. This secured, then let the publishers 
come down to fixed, sensible, honest business 
principles, without endeavoring to combine all 
in one the office of publisher, jobber and re- 
tailer. Let them give up the mistaken notion 
of reaching all bookbuyers through advertising 
and the mails direct, which ca^ never be done, 1 



except at a disadvantage of one as against ten, 
and is as devoid of good business judgment 
as would be the shovelling of sand with a spoon 
instead of a shovel. These evils corrected, the 
book business will once more assume tangible 
and profitable shape. 

Let the publishers give the public reasonable 
retail prices and the trade honest living dis- 
counts ; fixed, but not excessive, or on a slid- 
ing scale with minimum and maximum rates 
according to quantity purchased, and none to 
others, and all engaged in the book business will, 
if not get rich at oncet at least feel happy once 
more.

AUTHORS AT WORK. 

The issue of anew volume of poems by Mr. 
Philip Bourke Marston may be looked for at 
no very distant date. 

Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett has paid 
a visit to Canada, to secure an English copy- 
right for her new story, "Louisiana. 

Mr. Hassaurek has been so much encour- 
aged by the unexpected success of his *' Secret 
of the Andes " that he is already engaged upon 
another novel. 

Prof. Montagu Burrows is engaged' in 
writing an important work upon the Foreign 
Policy of Great Britain during the reign of 
George III. The book will be published by 
Messrs. Cassell, Petter, Galpin & Co., under 
the title of " Imperial England." 

Prof. Crane, of Cornell University, is pre- 
paring for publication a work on the Folk 
Tales of Italy. His qualification for the task is 
shown by the fact that articles of his upon 
Italian folk-lore, in the North American Review 
and Lippincotfs Magazine, have been translated 
into Italian by recognized scholars. 

Prof.Thorold Rogers is engaged in prepar- 
ing a second edition of his " Adam Smith/* for 
the Delegates of the Oxford University Press. 
This edition will contain an unbroken series of 
wheat prices by the quarter from 1259 to the 
present time. No such series has before been 
discovered. The table will be an anticipation 
of this part' of Prof. Rogers* statistics in his 
forthcoming two volumes of the " History of 
Prices." 

Mr. George F. Fort's " History of Medical 
Economy during the Middle Ages," previously 
announced, is now on the eve of publication. 
The scope of the work includes the narration 
of medical art under the Roman Emperors to 
Galen's time, and the modifying influences of 
Alexandrine schools in producing a regular 
system of magic cures. The progress of this 
interesting phenomenon, as a moralistic epi- 
sode of the Middle Ages, by the side of ancient 
medical text-books in the monasteries, and the 
gradual development of the science in the 
Italian universities, aided by alchemy and 
astrology, are also sketched out. Among^ other 
features of Mr. Fort's History are treatises on 
the curative powers of gems, incantations, etc . 
an elaboration of the condition and attempts 
at reform of abandoned women at this epoch, 
and curious facts touching the status of physi- 
cians of both sexes. The work closes with the 
Fourteenth Century, and will make a volume 
of about 500 pages. . ^

D. G. Brinton, Philadelphia, has just issued 
" Common Mind-Troubles and the Secret of a 
Clear Head," which deals with individual fail- 
ings, defect of memory, confusions of thought, 
sleeplessness, low spirits, mental languor, etc. 
The new editions of Naphey's " Therapeutics" 
and Goodell's " Lessons in Grynoecology" have 
been very much delayed, but Dr. Brinton hopes 
to have them ready now in a few days. 



Claxton, Remsen & Haffblpinger, Philadel- 
phia, have now ready "The History of the 
Book of Common Prayer, with Explanation of 
its Offices and Rubrics," by the Rev. C. M. 
Butler, D.D., Professor in the Divinity School 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, West Phil- 
adelphia. It is commended to the attention of 
churchmen of all schools in the conviction that 
it will be found to contain a full and fair pre- 
sentation of facts regarding the subject of ritual 
law and lilferty. 

John Wiley & Sons will issue next month 
Part I. of Miller's •* Organic Chemistry," cov- 
ering about a thousand pages ; Part II. is to foU 
low later in the year. This division is neces- 
sary because of the great expansion of the work 
beyond the original plan. The writer has been 
at work on it for years, re-writing and expand, 
ing, aftid his book will present the fullest expo, 
sition of organic chemistry ever made, coming 
quite to date in its record of discoveries and 
experiments. 

The Putnams' new series of TransathnHc 
Novels has started off excellently, both ** Cap- 
tain Fracasse" and '*The Amazon" having 
exhausted the first editions. Their Knickerbocker 
Novels prove one of the best-selling lines in the 
market this spring, ''The Leavenworth Case" 
being in its seventh thousand and " A Strange 
Disappearance" following close behind. A 
characteristic cloth binding has now been 
adopted for each of these sets, the home series 
in red, the foreign in blue. 

A GOOD deal of attention is attracted by the 
little book with rough brown paper covers called 
" Jeannette," which is written across the cover, 
to which we have already referred as the first 
publication of Mr. Geo. A. Leavitt, Jr, It is a 
i6mo volume with large, clear type, printed 
on heavy laid paper, and has a most inviting 
look. The three stories it contains are pleas- 
antly told and will while away an hour to the 
satisfaction of many a reader. A considerable 
part of the edition is already sold. 

J. B. LiPPiNCOTT & Co. will shortly publish 
Major Serpa Pinto's * The King^s Rifle," 
describing his African journey " from the At. 
lantic to the Indian Ocean, across unknown 
countries and his discovery of the great lam- 
bezi affluents." It will contain twenty-four full- 
page illustrations, and about one hundred small- 
er ones, with thirteen maps. This house will 
also soon have ready Atlee's " Abdominal and 
Pelvic Tumors in the Female, their Pathology, 
Treatment, etc." It will be illustrated. 

The printing-office of the Perkins Institution 
for the Blind is endeavoring to supply the need 
of a series of manuals of history and books of 
wholesome reading for the younger scholars. 
The printing-office of the institution is now oc- 
cupied with works of this character. Mr. 
Lodge's selections of popular tales are in press, 
and will be issued, together with Dr. Samuel 
Eliot's collection of juvenile poems, a^ soon as 
the necessary means are procured. One bene- 
factor of the blind had Higginson's " Young 
Folks' History of the United States" embossed 
and electrotyped last year at his expense. The 
same gentleman generously proposes to have 
another history printed ; and Rev. Photius Fisk, 
a native of Greece, has contributed $500 for 
embossing a history of that country. Funds 
for pushing forward this work are much de- 
sired. ^ ^ O 
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Phillips & Hunt issue this week Dr. E. F. 
Burr's promised book, " Dio the Athenian ; 
or, From Olympus to Calvary," a serial story, 
like Dr. Ingraham's books, giving the history 
of an early Greek disciple of Christ. They 
have also about ready a " L4fe of Elizabeth 
Christine/' the wife of Frederick the Great, by 
Mrs. Catherine £. Hurst. It will be the fourtn 
volume of Mrs. Hurst's series of ** Women of 
History," the earlier ones of which are " Anna 
Lavater/' " Renata of Este," and "Queen 
Louisa of Prussia." 

J.B. L1PPINCOTT& Co. have approaching pub- 
lication the work upon the United States Gov- 
ernment, by George N. Lamphere, which treats 
of its organization and practical workings, in- 
cluding the Declaration of Independence, the 
Constitution of the United States, and also 
describes the legislative, executive and judicial 
departments of government, their powers and 
duties, and gives many facts and histories. 
It is especially designed to educate people 
respecting the formation, duties, and powers of 
the government, and their rights and privileges 
under it. 

Henry C. Lea's Son & Co., Philadelphia, 
have in preparation Richardson's " Preventive 
Medicine/' and will shortly go to press with it. 
It will make an octavo volume of four or five 
hundred pages. They have also well under 
way a treatise on Electricity as applied to the 
Practice of Medicine, by Roberts Bartholow, 
Professor in Jefferson College, Philadelphia. 
Foster's " Physiology," published this month, 
is selling rapidly, and Greene's " Medical 
Chemistry," just issued, bids fair to be a suc- 
cess. A number of books are in progress, but 
not far enough advanced as yet^to announce in 
detail. 

Presley Blakiston, Philadelphia, has now 
ready the fourth edition of Presse's ''Art of 
Perfumery," announced some time since. Vir- 
chow's •* Post-Mortem Examinations" is also 
ready, and the orders have proved the demand 
for a new edition. About May ist will be 
ready " Health and Healthy Homes, a Guide to 
Domestic Hygiene," by George Wilson, author 
of " Hand-book of Hygiene and Sanitary Sci- 
ence." This work has been carefully revised 
by Dr. T. G. Richardson, Professor of Hygiene 
in the University of Pennsylvania, and by him 
a number of notes and additions have been 
made, thoroughly adapting it in every way to 
American demands. 

Kate Greenaw ay's *' Under the Window," 
notes the Tribune, " has had a sale far in excess 
of what its well-known popularity would indi- 
cate. The London house in a single day has 
sent out 60,000 copies, of which 20,000 were in 
Russian, 20,000 in German, and the same num- 
ber in French and Spanish. About 10,000 copies 
were exported for the American market, and 
everybody knows how soon they were sold, with 
no more to be had at any price. The American 
edition recently published consisted of 20,000 
copies. Altogether it is believed that 150,000 
copies have been disposed of during the six 
months that have elapsed since the book first 
came out." 

Anson D. F. Randolph & Co. will publish in 
May, Dr. Wm. M. Taylor's Lectures on the 
Miracles delivered before the students of the 
Princeton Theological Seminary in February. 



The keynote of the book is in the words of 
Jesus, *• Believe me that I am in the Father, and 
the Father in me, or else believe me for the 
very works' sake." The force of each of the 
alternatives is pointed out. The objections of 
Hume and Huxley are honestly and candidly 
dealt with ; and the mythical theories of Strauss 
and Renan are thoroughly considered. The 
last lecture is devoted to the Spiritual Signifi- 
cance of the Miracles of Christ, and the volume 
will be generally regarded as a valuable addi- 
tion to Christian apologetics.

Pressens6, of the Reformed Church of Paris, 
and others. The preface is by Bishop Simpson. 
The Rev. Dr. J. O. Clark, of Macon, Ga., 
through whose efforts in Europe and America 
the money was raised for building the Wesleyan 
Memorial Church at Savannah, Ga., has edited 
the book. 

D. Appleton & Co.'s " Picturesque Pales- 
tine'.' promises to be in many respects superior 
to •* Picturesque America." " For the past two 
years," states Mr. W. H. Appleton, " we have 
had artists— Mr. Harry Fenn and J. D. Wood- 
ward — travelling through the Holy Land, 
making sketches for this book, which is to treat 
of the picturesque and historical aspects of that 
country. There will be forty steel engravings 
and six hundred wood-drawings, some of which 
have been made at the risk of the artists' lives. 
Here is an interior pf the Mosque at Jerusalem 
made by Mr. Woodward. He is the first out- 
sider ever admitted within the sacred walls, 
and he was obliged to have two soldiers, armed 
to the teeth, stand guard over him as he 
sketched. Even then his life was threatened, 
the people are so prejudiced against strangers. 
The work will be issued in parts, and edited 
by Colonel Wilson, assisted by Rev. Canon 
Trestram; E. T. Rogers, Brirish Consul at 
Cairo, and his daughter Miss Rogers ; Rev.

A NEW Geography which was left in Mr. Stan- 
ford's hands by the late Mr. Keith Johnston 
will be published presently in London. 

A VOLUME on " American Food and Farm- 
ing," by Finlay Dun, Special Correspondent 
for the London Times, is just ready abroad. 

F. A. Brockhaus, Leipsic, has published a 
German *' History of Socialism and Com- 
munism in North America," by H. Semler, of 
San Francisco. 

Messrs. Cassell are to publish in London 
the new political work by Louis Kossuth, the 
chief interest of which centres in the fact that it 
gives the details of the alleged understanding 
between England, the Emperor Napoleon, and 
Count Cavour, during the important period when 
the Italian kingdom was being established. 
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Ik the French edition of the International 
Scientific Scries Dr. J. W. Draper's " History of 
the Conflict between Religion and Science " 
has reached a thirteenth edition, surpassing 
every other on the list. 

The next two volumes of the series of Indus- 
trial Geography Primers, published by W. Swan 
Sonnenschein & Allen, London, are to be 
"France" and the "United States," by G.

A WORK on " Japanese Arts : a Description of 
the Architecture, Decorative Arts, and Art In- 
dustries of Japan, from Personal Observation," 
by Christopher Dresser, Ph.D., F.L.S., F.E.B.S., 
etc., is in press by Longmans & Co. 

Thb price of the edition de luxe of Thackeray, 
which is limited to 1000 copies, has again been 
raised, 700 copies having already been sold, 
and a further increase is promised to take place 
as soon as the sale reaches 750 sets. 

Mr. Black's new novel, " Sunrise," to be 
published in fifteen monthly parts, has called 
forth such advance orders from the Eng- 
lish trade that the publishers have doubled the 
large number which was in preparation. 

Mr. Ruskin has resumed the publication of 
" Fors Clavigera." He proposes to carry it 
forward, as he finds leisure, to the close of the 
eighth volume ; and the complete summary and 
indices of the whole will form a ninth volume, 
to be issued with the closing letter. 

In periodical literature Germany leads all 
the world, except America, in point of num- 
bers.

occupation to the eighteenth century, is just 
published by Blackie & Son, London. It is by 
Andrew MacGeorge, and is illustrated by nu- 
merous engravings, several of which are from 
drawings that have not before been engraved.

THE "STANDARD SERIES" CONTRO- 
VERSY. 

We print elsewhere, holding it both good 
principle and good policy to open our columns 
to anything said against as well as in conso- 
nance with our own views, the further letter of 
Messrs. Funk & Co., despite the fact that these 
gentlemen choose to impute dishonesty to the 
arguments advanced by those maintaining the 
position which the Publishers' Weekly has 
maintained. 

We should be sorry to see the trade take 
a position against cheap good literature, so 
long as no one's rights are infringed. The trade 
prospers with the public, and no trade is wise 
in opposing itself to the legitimate desires of 
the public. The Publishers' Weekly has 
always advocated, and we hope always will ad- 
vocate, good books at honest prices, as low as 
is compatible with paying a hundred cents on 
the dollar. We have opposed underselling, at 
retail or at wholesale, on the ground that, as a 
matter of practice, some one has to lose ; at the 
same time we have advocated a system of 
pricing which is not a sham and which would 
not give the seeming advantage to undersellers 
which they get from the advertising of nominal 
prices. But the Weekly has never approved 
of getting something for nothing, by reprinting 
books without recognition of the cost of writing 
them, or of interfering with the vested rights 
of American publishers who publish under ar- 
rangement with foreign authors or their rep- 
resentatives, or who have taken the risk of 
making a market for these authors. 

The letter which we print takes the position : 
These other publishers used to do thus and so, 
why, therefore, should not we do so now ? The 
answer to this is simple. The American trade 
in the last decade or so, quite before this new 
competition came up, has made a decided ad- 
vance toward better principles of dealing with 



literature of foreign origin. The Publishers' 
Weekly hopes to see that ground held. Be- 
cause our ancestors did certain things is no 
reason why we should go back to doing them. 

We hail every approach to international copy- 
right, and deprecate any retreat from it. So 
long as we have no legal basis, we hope to see 
the present approximation to it upheld. It is 
on the grounds of trenching on this, and of 
using the market other publishers have made 
for certain authors, that we have criticised 
Messrs. Funk. So far as they go ahead on 
their own basis, we have no objection to make 
to their cheap books, if their price is calculated 
soundly. In the case of Farrar's " Christ" and 
"The Light of Asia," we cannot agree with 
their position. It seems, however, to be Canon 
Farrar himself who is placed in the most un- 
fortunate, position. 

Wb print elsewhere the proceedings of the 
Philadelphia Book Trade Association in regard 
to the Tucker tariff bill, and its resolutions on 
the decision at the New York Custom-House, 
as to the "Encyclopaedia Britannica." In re- 
gard to the tariff, the Association, which con- 
tains more type-makers, printers, binders, etc., 
than book-houses proper, went further than 
most of the trade would be willing to go, in 
upholding high duties on the material of books. 
Publishers generally, we take it, favor a reduction 
of the duty 00 paper and on type. The New 
York protest, perhaps, errs in the other direc- 
tion, so far as it is to be taken as a general 
opinion of the trade, in the matter of free books ; 
one or two signatures are lacking because of the 
paragraph referring to books in foreign lan- 
guages, which, some thought, might act counter 
to American interests in educational book pro- 
duction. The interests of the several elements 
in the American trade are indeed so various 
that it is difficult to formulate an expression of 
general opinion. The trade is united, we 
believe, on one point, as set forth in the New 
York protest, that freeing books while retaining 
duties on their raw material is absolutely un- 
justifiable and contrary to all interests. 



A TARIFF PROTEST. 

The following protest, drawn by Mr. Geo. 
Haven Putnam, hais been signed by the New 
York houses named, and forwarded to Wash- 
ington. No signatures were solicited in other 
cities, because of the shortness of the time. 

New York, May 5, 1880. 
Hon. Fernando Wood, Chairman Committee on 
Ways and Means : 
Snt : The undersigned, engaged in the busi- 
ness of manufacturing and publishing books, 
would respectfully present to the consideration 
of your committee the following objections to 
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the measure placing books upon the free list, 
unless with such meaisure is included one for 
the removal of the duties upon the materials 
required for their manufacture. 

The list of signatures includes the names of 
those who are desirous to see the tariff modified 
until it shall become one " for revenue only," 
as well as of many who are believers in the im- 
portance and necessity of adjusting duties for 
the protection of American industries, but we 
are united in asserting, from the point of view 
of both free traders and protectionists, that 
where duties are to be removed, the raw materials 
should be the items first selected for the free 
list, rather than articles, such as books, repre- 
senting the highest products of skilled manu- 
facture. 

Many of us believe that books ought to be 
placed on the free list, but we all claim that 
there is no propriety in doing this until pub- 
lishers have the privilege of buying in the open 
market book-paper, stereotype plates, type- 
metal, inks, glue, binders' boards, binders' 
cloth, binders' thread, etc., etc. 

We should be glad to see students and 
readers relieved from any taxes affecting edu- 
cation and literature, and most of us believe 
that, with book material free, American pub- 
lishers need no government help in the shape 
of protective duties, but we submit that it would 
be a serious injustice, which through its mjuiy 
to the publishing fraternity would in the end be 
felt by all American bookbuyers (as well as by 
authors)/ to cancel this duty on books, while 
leaving heavily burdened all the materials that 
are required for their manufacture. 

We would add that, irrespective of M)y 
change in the duties on book materials, we 
should see no objection to a measure freeing 
from duty books printed in foreign lanfruages, 
A reduction in the price of these would be a 
real benefit to hundreds of scholars, while there 
are hardly any manufacturing interests that 
could be affected by it.

PHILADELPHIA BOOK TRADE ASSOCI- 
ATION—ACTION ON THE TARIFF. 

A LARGELY attended meeting of the Book 
Trade Association of Philadelphia was held at 
No. 617 Jayne Street, Saturday, May 8th, for 
the purpose of taking action upon the pro- 
posed reduction in the tariff on books, periodi- 
cals, type, paper and wood-pulp. Mr. Thomas 
MacKellar occupied the chair, and Mr. A. S. 
Elliott acted as Secretary. After the latter had 
read the call for the meeting, Mr. Henry C. 
Baird presented the following resolutions, as 



the proper way to bring the subject before the 
meeting : 

WkereaSt It is reported from Washincton that under the 
provisions of the Tucker tariff bill, which have been al- 
ready agreed to by the Committee of Ways and Means,. 
*' books, periodicals, pamphlets and all printed matter, en- 
gravinfp (bound ana unbound), illustrate books and papers, 
maps and charts and UKUsic-books,'* are placed on the free 
list ; it is therefore 

RtMolvedy That ve earnestly protest ag^ainst the enact- 
ment of a tariff law, conuining such provision or provisions, 
as a direct and flagrant invasion of our rights and those of 
American laborers and other producers, and as injurious to 
the best interests of the country— all American taxation. 
National, Bute and local, being nnallv borne by American 
producers, ourselves among the number — unless their for- 
eign competitors be made to pav a portion of that taxation 
at the Custom-House, thotoughlv diversified^ industrv be- 
in^ necessary to the financial ana industrial independence 
ofour country. 

Rtt^lved^ That we are equally opposed to any reduction 
of the duty on wood*pulp or printing or other paper and on 
type, being satisfied that this country, the laigest consumer 
of paper and type in the world, must depend for cheap and 
regular supplies upon a thoroughly developed American 
production, and that any enactment which would discour- 
age or destroy that production, and thus make us dependent 
upon foreign countries, would in the end lead to higher 
prices and greater fluctuations in prices, as all experience in 
other industries has proven. 

Resolved^ That tnis AsM>eiation heartily endones the 
bill offered by Senator Eaton m Congress, appointing a 
Commission to revise the tariff, believing that the various- 
industries of the country will have a better opportunity of 
showing the justice of their chums for protection. 

RMcTved^ That copies of these resolutions be forwarded 
to the Pennsvlvania Senatots and Representatives in Con- 
gress, with the request that they oppose the passage of the- 
Tucker tariff bill. 

Mr. Baird stated that it was given out that 
the Tucker tariff bill was framed with the 
avowed object of releasing the masses from 
burthens. The real fact is that the whole cost of 
production upon commodities is to be found Id 
the labor expended upon them, and that when 
we allow the free importation of foreign prod- 
ucts, in competition with our own taxed pro- 
ducers, we are importing the results of labor, 
and in that wav destroying our own laborers. 
** Really," said Mr. Baird, "the only thing 
which seems to have been looked at in the for- 
mation of the tariff was the revenues of gov- 
ernment, and while it has been stated by its 
friends that, while there would be a direct de- 
cline of revenue upon the articles upon which 
the duties had been reduced or entirely re- 
pealed, unless there was an increased impor- 
tation, these revenues were expected to be 
made up by that increased importation." The 
effect of such an increased importation as would 
grow out of this tariff, Mr. Baird avowed, would 
result in one of the greatest financial crises that 
had ever taken place in this country. In support 
of this view he stated that, in the calendar 
year 1878, the excess of exports over imports 
was $311,000,000 ; in 1879 it had declined to 
$241,000,000 ; and further that, while in Janu- 
aury, February and March, 1879, the excess of 
exports was $55,000,000, in the same months of 
1880 it was only $16,000,000 ; that the capital 
of the National Banks to-day is $40,000,000 less 
than in 1873, that their loans are $25,000,000 
more, and that $83,000,000 of the reserve upon 
which these loans are based is in gold, which 
would be drawn from the banks in case of the 
enactment of this tariff, and cause them to con> 
tract, and thus bring about a financial crisis. 
He furthermore said that from authentic infor- 
mation which he had just received, he was sat- 
isfied that this Tucker tariff bill was a pure 
piece of political demagogism, gotten np by 
the free trade politicians with a view to making a 
political issue in the next Presidential camr 
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paign, which they believed would give them 
success. In conclusion he said : " Now let 
us show by our action to-day that this demagog- 
ism, so far from being successful, will be fatal 
to them." 

The resolutions were unanimously adopted. 

Mr. W. P. Hazard, of West Chester, formerly 
one of the Vice-Presidents of the Association, 
said that he came forward to raise his voice 
against this proposed insidious attack upon the 
publishing interests of the United States. He 
said that it was designed in the interest of Eng- 
lish publishers, who saw the efforts made by 
American publishers to extend the benefits of 
cheap books, and that they proposed to ruin a 
legitimate branch of American industry in order 
that they might reap the harvest that was being 
sown by our people. He further said that by 
undervali^ation at the Custom - Houses the 
copyright law would be rendered a nullity by 
goods betng brought in in such quantities and 
at such low prices that the law would become 
unnecessary ; and he also opposed the fallacy 
of the New York Custom-House Appraiser's 
idea that if a manufacturer abroad can make 
his goods so cheaply as to leave him a small 
margin of profit, that that was sufficient to make 
the market price. In support of his views, Mr. 
Hazard offered the following resolutions : 

Wkertmt^ The prescat attack upon the publtBhing inter- 
ests of the United States is the boldest in tne history of the 
trade we have been called upon to resist, inasmuch as it is 
attempted to completely unoermine the whole manufactur- 
ing interests by aUowing books and their componoit materi- 
als to be admitted free of duty ; and 

IVAereatt In a contributory attempt^ to carry out this 
scheme, by other and assistant means, viz. : to import Eng- 
lish manufiictured books at nominal prices, and therefore 
paying nominal amounts of duties ; be it 

MMolvgd, That thb Association utters in the strongest 
manner its protest against these inudious attacks of foreign- 
ers against the capitalists and laborers of the United Sutes. 

Rtsototd^ That Americans reprinting foreign books have 
a perfect le|^ and moral right to do so to any extent, and 
we believe it is the duty of our government to fully protect 
them in it. 

Rts0lved^ That the late decision in the New York Cus- 
tom-House, in which the monstrous doctrine is upheld that 
a foreign publisher is entitled to enter his wares at the cost 
of manufacturing, with a nominal margin of profit added, is 
subversive of the true principles and meanin|( of the law, 
and imperils all enterprises in which the reprinting of for* 
eign books is a part. 

Resplvtd, That this misinterpretation of the law which 
declares the market value of the book shall be the guide to 
the appraiser is a direct attack upon the great enterprise of 

i, M. Stoddart ft Co., in reprinting the Encyclopsedia 
ritannica, and if allowed to become a precedent, will nuUi- 
iy the meaning and intent of the law as passed, and will 
paralyse future efforts for reprintins; foreign works, and thus 
destroy the quite as important International Copyright law, 
which our lawmakers have always refused to sanction. 

Mr. Hazard's resolutions were also adopted, 
as a further expression of the sense of the 
meeting, after a short debate, participated in 
by Messrs. Coates, Hazard and Harding, as to 
the best means of securing the cooperation of 
the trade in New York and Boston, the latter 
city being stated to be equally earnest in its 
opposition to the proposed tariff bill as Phila- 
delphia. Hie meeting then adjourned. 



POSTAL MATTERS. 
MAILING OF SECOND-CLASS PUBLICATIONS. 

Post Offici: Department, ) 
Washington, D. C, April 26, 1880. ) 
Order No, 26.— It haying been satisfactorily 
demonstrated by practical working under rul- 
ing 54# page 598, January, and ruling 214, page 
43, February, i^fo, Posldl Guide ^ that certain 



publishers of papers, after securing admission 
of their papers as second-class publications, 
have changed the same into advertising sheets* 
and mailed the same at offices other than the 
office of admission, avoiding the scrutiny that 
would there be exercised, and thus curtailing 
the revenues of the Department ; and as such 
mailing at other offices than the office of entry 
prevents observation as to the regularity of the 
publication and the genuineness of its sub- 
scription list, and promotes confusion in the 
accounts between the local post-offices and the 
Department, it has been determined, in the in- 
terest of the service, to revoke the permission 
to mail, by the publisher, second-class publica- 
tions at any post-office other than the original 
'^office of entry. If there be any sufficient reason 
in case of any special publication, for making 
an exception to this rule, the exceptional case 
must be presented to the First Assistant Post- 
master General for his consideration.

DECISIONS AFFECTING FUBLfSHERS, FROM 
MARCH 90 TO APRIL so. 

[From U. S. Official Postal Guide, May.] 

301. No authority is ever given by the Post- 
Office Department for the examination of letters 
in the mail or a post-office by any one not con- 
nected with the postal service. Proceedings 
must first be taken before a court, and proper 
authority given to an officer before he can seize 
letters in charge of the Post-Office Department. 

304. Ruling 45, page 597, January Postal 
Guide, does not prohibit a publisher from send- 
mg a package for a club to one address. When 
this is done, the party addressed may call at the 
post-office and write the addresses on single 
copies, and the postmaster may then deliver 
them ; but the package cannot be taken out of 
and away from the post-office to have the single 
copies returned again for delivery, or to be sent 
again in the mails, without being prepaid anew. 
Said ruling 45 does not apply to letter-carrier 
offices. 

307. Postmasters cannot withhold the de- 
livery of any mail-matter on the ground that the 
party addressed owes them money. 

308. Matter inclosed in sealed envelopes 
notched at the ends, or with the corners cut off, 
is subject to letter postage* 

310. All postmasters should understand by 
this time that no publication issued for gratui- 
tous circulation can pass in the mails except it 
be prepaid at third-class rates. 

313. The Post-Office Department deems it 
necessary to require the strict enforcement of 
its ruling, that nothing whatever shall be at- 
tached to a postal card except an address. 

315. The weight of anv package to be sent in 
the mails can only be determined when com- 
plete for deposit in a post-office, with postage 
stamps affixed. When placed on the scale an 
even beam at the half ounce for letters, ounce 
for fourth-class, and two ounces for third class 
matter, indicates that no fractional part of a 
rate is due ; but il any package bear down its 
end of the beam below an equilibrium, an addi- 
tional rate should be charged for. 

316. Referring to rulings .151 s^nd 152, Janu- 
ary Postal Guide, the Post-Office Department 
would prefer that no printing in addition to an 
address should be done on the side of a postal 
card intended for the address, and that the pub- 
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lie should go no farther than as stated in ruling 
152. 

317. Publishers have the right to inclose in 
their publications bills and receipts for sub- 
scription thereto without additional charge for 
postage ; but when they send such bills and 
receipts separately by mail they must be pre- 
paid at regular rates of postage. 

320. A ''supplement, when offered to be 
mailed by itself, must be prepaid as third-class 
matter. 

325. Weekly publications, including ex- 
changes and sample copies, may be mailed at 
the pound rates at anv letter-carrier office, and 
may be delivered by the carriers ; newspapers, 
other than weeklies, may prepay such copies as 
are intended for delivery from boxes or general, 
delivery of letter-carrier offices, including ex- 
changes and sample copies, at the pound rates, 
but all copies intended for delivery by carriers 
must be prepaid as stated on p. 543, January 
Postal Guide. 

331. A single package of third or fourth-class 
matter to be sent to one address, provided its 
weight comes within the limit fixed by the 
Postal Laws and Regulations, may be sent in 
the registered mail by the payment of a single 
registry fee, without regard to the number of 
articles it may contain.

REPORT. I 

The report of Phillips & Hunt, the book 
agents, to the Quadrennial General M. £. Confer- 
ence at Cincinnati, gives an interesting state- 
ment of the operations of the Methodist Book 
Concern during the past year, and an abstract for 
the full term of four years. The real estate, in- 
cluding three fourths (valued at $530,000) of the 
Broadway and Eleventh Street property, foots up 
$694,321.46. Bound stock, $140,757.19; plates, 
etc., $I43>275.07 ; sheets, $72,197.16 ; printing, 
office plant and stQck, $82,645.10; bindery 
plant and stock, $29,417*66 ; accounts an New 
Vorlj, $324,002.57; notes in New York, $78,- 
253.27 ; cash on hand in New York, $51,670.88 ; 
and other items of stock, accounts, etc., at de- 
positories bring up the total assets to $1,923,. 
328.44. Deducting liabilities, estimated amounts 
due subscribers, and 25 per cent for losses on 
notes and accounts, the net capital is placed, 
June 30, 1879, at $1,080,568.36, showing $71,- 
155.93 profit for the year. The sales and profits 
for the past 4 years, ending June 30th, are as 
follows :

Of this business $2,557,105.16 was done at New 
York. These four years show an advance of 
$199,404.18 sales over that of the four years 
ending 1875 — ^which will be an astonishing re- 
sult to most book publishers. The new Hymn- 
al, of which 355,636 copies have been printed, 
and 300,000 sold at the New York concern 
alone, accounts, however, for a considerable part 
of this advance. The publication of an abridg- 
ment is recommended. The agents do not 
recommend an increase of reliance on deposi- 



tories, but the use of the more general means 
of selling books : 

'* Four years ago reasons were presented for 
a modification of the plans by which a market 
may be found for the books of our general cat- 
alogue. The additional experience of four 
years has only strengthened our conviction that 
we cannot rely upon the pastors, as in earlier 
times, as the chief agents for the sale of our 
books. We ask your careful attention to the 
fiicts herewith submitted in their bearing upon 
the question of a radical change in the method 
of reaching our own people and the large 
masses of general readers who, we are per- 
suaded, would purchase many of our books if 
brought to their attention. We publish a large 
line of historical and other books adapted to 
general readers, and we have no doubt of our 
ability to sell them if permitted to enter the 
market with other houses."

While I am fully conscious that in this mate- 
rialist age — when competition, in its fullest 
sense, is deemed to be the life of business, and 
one must always live in fear of his neighbor — 
there cannot be, or should not be, any such ele- 
ment as " sentiment" in business life, I wish, nev- 
ertheless, to go on record as expressing my de- 
light that the first announcement that Mr. Jambs 
R. Osgood was to retire from the book-publish- 
ing business turns out to have been erroneous. 
I know that I should rather be steadily employed 
in seeking to obtain a better discount from the 
publishers, or in endeavors to get away my 
neighbor's trade by the offer of a larger discount 
to his customer, than spending my time in such 
utterance — and yet, is life worth living, if this 
is all of it, and all the " sentiment" we possess 
to be found only in the novels ao^ '* the poets" 
which we have still on hand ? -.OOqIp 

We could ill afford to let Mr. ij^gbod ^rop 
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out of the trade. He was the legitimate suc- 
cessor of the honored name of Ticknor & 
Fields, and his sagacious enterprise and indus- 
try served to broaden the foundations and en. 
large the structure which they began. To 
have lost him from the trade would have been a 
calamity to American literature, for who has 
been more ready than he to take up the new 
American author and foster and enlarge the 
sphere of the old ? Who among us was ever more 
ready to invest in seeming doubtful ventures, 
which, whatever the result to himself, were of 
service to the trade and all the arts ? So we 
ought to be glad that we are not to lose him 
after all, but that he is to remain in a calling 
which in itself is honorable, and which he has 
ever sought, and so successfully, to make more 
honorable still. R.

Were the correspondence published which 
drew out the letters of Messrs. ArQold and Far- 
rar in your last issue, it would doubless prove 
interesting reading. 

We did not deem Canon Farrar's letter to us 
in any sense private, nor did we think the 
charge it contained hastily written, for a fort- 
night afterward he repeated in a second letter 
the same charge more explicitly and in equally 
emphatic and indignant language (the haste was 
certainly of long continuance) ; nor could we 
think the reference was to " other publishers," 
as but a single house, up to that date, had pub. 
lished his " Christ" and ** St. Paul," save a 
small edition,, a few hundred copies of bis 
** Christ." But all this is immaterial. We never 
claimed that the publication of foreign books 
in our " Standard Series" is in all cases au- 
ikorized. But we did claim that we pay royalty 
on new foreign books which we use in this 
form, and this fact is proved by these letter^ so 
kindly loaned you for publication by certain of 
our brother publishers, for which favor please 
return them our thanks. We also claimed that 
this publication in our '* Series" will not, in 
the end, injure but help the higher-priced edi- 
tions ; and we held that if the law of courtesy 
could not prevent btui literature from being 
sold at low prices, it should not be suffered to 
prevent good literature from being sold at 
equally low prices. 

No one pretends to claim that the law of 
courtesy was framed in the interest of authors 
or of the public. It is a '* right of possession" 
based primarily on the principle, or lack of 
principle, of first grab. It has proved itself in. 
efficient to protect even the clique of publishers 
who framed it. For three years it has been 
utterly broken in upon on the side of literature of 
doubtful value, so that the practical effect of this 
" law" has been to handicap good books and to 
force bad books into millions of homes. The 
" law" has proved itself an injustice to authors, 
a calamity to the public, a miserably clumsy 
and weak substitute for that law which right 
and public morality demand — the international 
copyright law. 

Id reply to further criticism allow us space 
for a few additional words. ' 

lo the absence of an international copyright 
law, it is urged that the house which, introduces 
an author to the American public and makes 



a market for his books should be allowed to 
reap the fiiU harvest. This is more than we 
grant when the author is an American. The 
ract that a publisher has introduced an Ameri- 
can author to the public and bv extensive adver- 
tising created a great market for his book, gives 
to the publisher no claim on a second book by 
the same author, although the extensive adver- 
tising of the first book has made the second 
marketable. No publisher would hesitate to reap 
the harvest sown by the previous advertising, 
although it was done by another. Nor is there 
a branch of business in which competing houses 
will keep from handling goods because a market 
has been secured by the advertising of another 
firm. 

But much is intimated, rather than said, 
against our "Series," because, before publish- 
ing, we do not always consult the authors, 
although we may pay royalty. We cannot but 
doubt the good faith of any publisher, or of any 
one acquainted with the histor)' of the Ameri- 
can book trade, who urges this objection. 
Since when is it the custom of American pub- 
lishers to consult the foreign aaithor before 
publishing his book ? The two leading houses 
which are disputing as to the right to issue a 
certain French novel surely do not both hold 
the author's consent The Messrs. Harper, if 
righly reported in a late interview, say that on 
their cheap publications in the Franklin Square 
Library they are enabled to pay little or no 
royalty. This can hardly be with the consent 
of the authors. Did the houses which lately 
scrambled for a book of Jules Verne's (all hon- 
orable houses) all qonsult the author before 
publishing? Before the writer are several edi- 
tions of Tennyson's poems. They bear the 
imprint of many of our best-known houses, yet 
in one of them we read a letter from Tennyson 
declaring that it is his wish that a certain Bos- 
ton firm alone in America publish his works. 
Who regarded this wish ? Why did Buckle 
and Macaulay and Dickens so complain? 
What is the matter with Matthew Arnold? 
Were they consulted before the editions of their 
books were issued ? 

This chatter we hear about authorized editions 
and justice to forei^ authors is not, once in 
ten, in good faith. It is meant to hoodwink the 
public'; yet '* honorable" houses do not deem 
themselves above this trick upon the public. 

We repeat, we are fair as we know how to be 
all around in our *' Standard Series" issue of 
books, fair to the public, fair to the bookseller, 
with whom we never seek to compete in the sales 
of our own books (we have no sympathy with 
tiiat suicidal policy of many other publishers 
which has well-nigh wrecked the retail book 
trade throughout the country), and fair as the 
absence of an international copyright law will 
allow us to be to the foreign author.

& Falout. This is a large and magnificent vol- 
ume in French text, giving a chronological and 
artistic history of bookbinding in the country 
in which it has reached its perfection. Twenty- 
two engraved plates present reproductions of 
the finest examples of binding in all epochs 
from both the public and private collections of 
France, in tluir exact siu, while several hundred 
wood -engravings in the text further illustrate 
the subject. A frontispiece, designed and 
etched by E. Hedouin, is said to be an exqui- 
site specimen of art. The edition, printed on 
Papier du marais by Plon of Paris, is priced 
here at $15 ; a limited number of extra copies 
on fine Japanese paper from the Mikado's own 
mills, with artist s proof before letters of the 
frontispiece, is offered at $30.

"CHEAP BOOKS." 

In answer to an ** inquiring friend," the Ex- 
aminer and Chronicle s^ys : 

" The publishers of these cheap books are 
guilty of 'literary piracy' in just the same 
sense that all the large publishing-houses are 
guilty of it, and in no other. Any American 
publisher who reprints a foreign book without 
the permission of its author and publisher is 
guilty of * literary piracy ; ' but neither the laws 
nor the recognized moral code recognize this 
as a crime. It is done by publishers in every 
country, except where international copyright 
laws or treaties forbid it. If our friend has no 
scruples about buying a dear American reprint, 
he need have none about buying a cheap one. 
He must needs be a most exacting casuist who 
would condemn either act. When, however, 
one*Anierican firm pays a foreign author a 
royalty on the sale of his reprinted works, it 
acquires a sort of moral copyright ; and for our 
part we should hesitate before buying a cheaper 
edition of a rival firm that paid no rovalty. 
When both firms paid a royalty, we should 
conclude that we had a perfect right to consult 
our own purse and taste in buying.'* 

The phrase "moral copyright" is a happy 
one, which closely expresses the ideas of the 
American publishers of the regular trade, so 
called, who are trying to do justice to foreign 
authors, even in the absence of international 
copyright law. With a fair acceptance of the 



scope of this term, we imagine most American 
publishers would be perfctly willing to say 
'* Amen " to the Examiner's statement. 

That our publishers, however long estab- 
lished, can have any ground of complaint 
against a new-comer in the field, simply be- 
cause he produces books cheaper, is out of the 
question. It is only on this ground of infring- 
ing '* moral copyright " that any criticism holds, 
and it is on this ground that we have objected 
to certain kinds of competition. To say that a 
publisher must pay royalty is not enough — the 
royalty of a cent a book may be little more 
than a sham. We ihink that the same " moral 
copyright" holds in the case of author's 
editions as against ** royalty" editions with- 
out author's sanctions, and we should extend 
the term •* moral copyright," also, with especial 
force to cases where publishers, paying royalty, 
have *' made a market " for a book. The trade 
and the public are not very far apart in this 
matter after all. 

Another side of the cheap book question is 
given in the following, from the Evening Mail : 

*'The publishers are vieing with each other 
in producing books which cost next to nothing. 
It is a question whether this has not resulted 
in lowering the dignity of literature in the 
general estimation. When a book cost money, 
it was something to be preserved with care, 
and guarded and cherished as a thing of value. 
Hence, the possession of handsome editions 
of good books was a matter of pride to their 
owners. At present, books, even of sterling 
value, are read and thrown away. They may 
be legibly printed, but they are either wretch- 
edly bound or not bound at all. That this sys- 
tem of cheap books brings good literature with- 
in the reach of many who would not otherwise 
be able to obtain it is certain. . . . The pub- 
lication which may be bought for a few pence, 
however worthy its contents, is likely to bo 
regarded like a newspaper, as something to be 
skimmed over and forgotten. We make these 
suggestions not with the hope or expectation 
that books will cease to be published at very 
low prices, but to point out the advantages of 
buying the best editions of books that one's 
means will afford. In that way the volumes 
which are accumulated become one's personal 
friends, and literature will be considered, as in 
days gone by, a lasting thing of worth ar.d 
beauty." 



THE PRANG CHRISTMAS CARD COM- 
PETITION. 

At the opening on June ist, of the competi- 
tion for the four prizes offered by L. Prang & 
Co., as announced by us in our issue for May 
I, there were represented over six hundred 
oiginal designs. The judges, Messrs. Samuel 
Colman, Richard M. Hunt and E. C. Moore, 
came to a decision on the 2d, and awarded the 
first prize of $1000 to Miss Rosina Emmett, of 
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New York, for her design signed *' I," •* Im- 
primatur." The second prize of $500 lor the 
second best design was given to M. A. Sandier, 
of New York, for his exquisite figure of a young 
girl, marked ** M," and with the motto, "Wel- 
come the Light of the Glad Christmas Morn." 
The third prize of $300 for the third best design 
was taken by Mr. Alfred Fredericks, of New 
York, for his drawing marked " Pax Vobis- 
cum," while the fourth prize of $200 was carried 
off by Miss Annie Goddard Norse, of Provi- 
dence, R. I., whose letter and motto were " R ** 
and ** Sinceritas." The exhibition, which was 
visited by quite a number, was as satisfactory 
as could be expected for a beginning. Messrs. 
Prang & Co., we believe, intend to renew their 
offer next year, confident that each succeeding 
trial will bring out new competitors and more 
originality. 

The following is a description of the designs 
of the successful artists : 

Miss Emmett*s design has a centre in which 
are four choristers singing,' while a little child 
plays a violin. The background is of gold. 
The field is divided into two parts by a diag- 
onal line— the upper section, blue, representing 
the sky with golden stars, across which spreads 
a band of passion-flowers ; the lower portion, 
representing the ground, is in olive green. To 
the left is the figure oif a shepherd, with his 
sheep, adoring an angel. The outer border 
contains mottoes. Against the ground section 
are the words in gold, " In Excelsis, Gloria, 
Amen," and more passion-flowers. 

Mr. Sandier*s design represents a maid 
standing in an oval, with her right hand to her 
lips, wishing us a '* Merry Christmas." Be- 
hind her, making a fine decorative effect 
against the background of sky, mountain and 
snow-covered waste, is a branch of holly. A 
band of red secures her low, white waist, while 
behind spreads a red-lined, white fur-edged 
cloak, tied around her neck by yellow ribbons, 
and held by her left hand. Her hair is bound 
by a red fillet, whose broad ends wave behind. 
The border, in red and brown, has shields in 
the two upper corners. The oval is surrounded 
with arabesques, which gradually decrease in 
-size from the bottom to the top. 

Mr. Frederick's design has in a centre the 
young Christ on a bed of the manger straw. 
Behind is a star of gold in the form of a cross, 
and a dove descending. The ground is of 
blue. In the outer field are ten cherubs, whose 
faces are lit up by the light from the Child. In 
2l gold panel below the star is the inscription, 
"The blessings of this hallowed time be upon 
you." 

Miss Annie Goddard Norse's card shows on 
a gold background four youths kneeling and 
singing. They hold alternately sprigs of holly 
and mistletoe, and between them sit doves. 
In the border is a sprig of holly. 

Messrs. Prang & Co. intend to purchase some 
sixty of the non- successful designs, and they are 
already in negotiation for a number. They have 
secured so far the second design by Miss £m- 
mett, a pretty girl in the snow with her dog ; 
M. Sandier's two remaining ones — boys holding 
the scroll and a girl and boy ringing bells — as 
well as those of Thomas Moran, in one of which 
is the " Mountain of the Holy Cross," and sev- 
eral by F. S. Church, the most notable of which 
shows little girls and robins singing together on 
a limb. 



MATTHEW CAREY. 

We extract the following interesting sketch 
of the founder of the well-known publishing 
houses which have borne his name for nearly a 
century, from a contribution to Stodiiarfs Re- 
view, on **01d Philadelphia Booksellers," by 
Eugene Didier : 

*' A year or two after the close of the Ameri- 
can Revolution there landed at Philadelphia a 
young Irishman, who was destined to becooae 
one of the leading American publishers. This 
young man was Matthew Carey. He was bom 
in Dublin on the 28th of January, 1760. His 
early education embraced only the ordinarj 
English branches. He displayed an extraor- 
dinary facility for acquiring languages, but 
could not understand even the rudiments of 
mathematics. When fifteen years old he was 
allowed to make his choice out of the twenty- 
five corporations of Dublin, and, much to his 
father's disgust, he chose the trade of a printer. 
He was always a great reader, and at seventeen 
the young printer made his first attempt at 
writing. The subject was duelling, then so 
prevalent in Ireland. Two years later he pub- 
lished a pamphlet in regard to the oppression 
of the Irish Catholics, which caused a great 
excitement, and was denounced in the Irish 
Parliament as treasonable and seditious. The 
young author was compelled to fly, and took 
refuge in France, where he was introduced to 
Dr. Franklin, and worked for several months 
in his private printing-office at Passy. Here 
he made the acquaintance of General Lafayette, 
who afterward proved one of his best friends. 
After a year's exile Matthew Carey returned to 
Ireland, and soon afterward started a paper 
called the Volunteer's Journal, which in a few 
months reached an extensive circulation. It 
was a fierce and violent defender of the natural 
and national rights of the Irish people, and 
contributed greatly to promote a patriotic feel- 
ing in Ireland, but, at the same time, excited 
the indignation of the government, which de- 
termined to suppress the paper. Having made 
an attack upon the Prime Minister, Matthew 
Carey was brought before the House of Com- 
mons, and sentenced to Newgate prison. At 
the end of the session of Parliament he was 
released by the Lord Mayor, but fearing another 
prosecution from the government he sold his 
paper to his brother, upon a promise to pay 
2^500, and disguised in female attire, in order 
to escape the myrmidons of the law, he suc- 
ceeded in getting on board the ship America, 
bound for Philadelphia, where he arrived on 
the 15th of November, 1784, having about $50 
in his pocket. It was necessary to practice 
the utmost economy while waiting for a remit- 
tance. 

"General Lafayette was at that time in the 
United States, the guest Qf Washington at 
Mount Vernon. A few weeks after Mr. Carey's 
arrival the General visited Philadelphia and 
wrote to him to call at his lodgings. ' He re- 
ceived me with great kindness,' said Mr. Carey, 
'and, upon my telling him I intended to set up 
a paper, he approved of the idea and promised 
to recommend me to his friends, Robert Morns, 
etc. The next mbrning a letter was handed to 
me from him containing four one hundred dol- 
lar notes, but it contained not a word in 
reference to the inclosure.' With this money 
Matthew Carey started the Philadelphia Herald, 
the first number of which appeared on the 25th 
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of January, 1785. It should be mentioned that 
he considered the four hundred dollars as a 
loan, and not a gift, and he repaid it in full 
when Lafayette visited the United States in 
1824, with broken fortunes. The Herald was 
the first American newspaper that reported at 
length the speeches in the House of Assembly, 
and that created a large demand for the paper. 
A letter from General Washington, dated 
Mount Vernon, March 15th, 1785, addressed to 
• Matthew Carey, printer of the Evening Heraid* 
requests that a copy of the weekly edition 
should be sent to him, and alludes to the in- 
terest which the Marquis de Lafayette felt in 
his behalf. In this letter Washington com- 
plains of the irregularity with which the Phila- 
delphia Gazette reached him, and he requested 
that the Herald should be sent ' in the appear- 
ance of a letter.' 

'• In January, 1787, Mr. Carey commenced 
the American Museum^ a monthly magazine, 
which he published for nearly six years, with 
a large outlay of time and labor, and received 
very little income in return. At the close of 
1792, finding there was no prospect of making 
the Museum a paying concern, he gave it up. 
This, however, did not prevent him from getting 
married. Fortunately his partner possessed 
intelligence, prudence, and industry. 

"The next and final business enterprise of 
Matthew Carey was the opening of a bookstore 
and printing-office. His capital was limited, 
and so was his practical knowledge of books, 
but he possessed great energy and an unlimited 
<:apacity for work. At first his store was small, 
though small as it was, it was too large for the 
stock which he had to put into it ; but his in- 
dustry and intelligence, however, soon enabled 
him to enlarge both. It was up-hill work, but 
Matthew Carey was the man for the post. For 
twenty-five years he was the first person at the 
store in the morning and the last to leave it at 
night. 

"As his business increased he undertook 
the publication of some books of jgreat value, 
among others a quarto edition of Guthrie's 
'Geography,' twenty-five hundred copies, at 
twelve dollars, with a folio atlas containing 
between forty and fifty maps. This was a work 
-greatly in advance of the American trade at 
that time. His edition of Goldsmith's 'Ani- 
mated Nature' was pronounced far superior to 
the London edition. It was in four octavo 
volumes, of three thousand copies, and sold 
for ten dollars. Many of the engravings of 
Buffon's 'Natural History' were used in this 
-work, thus doubling the number of plates of 
the English edition. In 1801 Matthew Carey 
published a quarto Bible, price ten dollars. 
The edition was three thousand, and to secure 
the accuracy of the text he collated four Lon- 
don, three Oxford, three Cambridge, and two 
American Bibles. The result was the most 
-correct letterpress that had appeared up to 
that time. It was called the 'Standing Edi- 
tion,' because it was kept in type to supply 
the demand for new impressions, stereotyping 
not having yet come into use. 

"In 1802 Matthew Carey was mainly instru- 
mental in inaugurating the first 'Literary Fair' 
^▼er held in this country. It was in imitation 
of the celebrated book fairs of Frankfort, Leip- 
zig. and other German cities. This was an- 
ticipating the present trade sales, which were 
established in New York, in 1824, by Carey & 



Lea, of which firm Matthew Carey's son, Mr. 
Henry C. Carey, was the senior partner. 

" In 1814 Mr. Matthbw Carey wrote and pub- 
lished the Olive Branchy of which ten thousand 
copies were sold. Its object was to bring into 
peace and harmony the two political parties 
into which the country was divided. Many 
editions were sold, and fresh matter was con- 
stantly added. His greatest literary work was 
'Vindicae Hibernicae,' being a vindication of 
the Irish people from the slanders of English 
writers. Nearly all the authors cited were 
English, and he gave their own words. 

" In 1814 his eldest son, Mr. Henry C. Carey, 
became a partner in the business. . . . For 
many years foreign books comprised the prin 
cipal publications of American booksellers. 
The business of this house was greatly in- 
creased after the admission of Henry C. Carey. 
Medical and other branches were added or 
augmented. 

" In 1821 Matthew Carey retired from busi- 
ness after twenty-nine years of unceasing labor. 
He had earned the leisure which he now en- 
joyed for eight years." 



OBITUARY. 

JOHN MURPHY. 

Mr. John Murphy, of the well-known firm 
of John Murphy & Co., Baltimore, died at the 
CarroUton Hotel on Mav 28th, of paralysis of 
the heart, from which he had been suffering for 
some time past. 

Mr. Murphy was born March 12, 1812, in 
Armagh County, Ireland. When he was but ten 
years old his parents came to America, and set- 
tled in New Castle, Delaware, where John re- 
mained about four years, attending the New 
Castle Academy part of the time. After leav- 
ing school- he was for two years in a store in 
New Castle County. At the age of sixteen 
years he apprenticed himself to a printer in Phil- 
adelphia. At his majority he went to Balti- 
more) where he worked as a journeyman printer 
until 1835, when he assumed the superintend- 
ence of a job printing establishment noted for 
its excellent work. In 1837 Mr. Murphy 
formed a copartnership with Mr. Wm. Spauld- 
ing, under the title of Murphy & Spaulding, 
which carried on a successful business for about 
eighteen months and dissolved, Mr. Murphy 
continuing on his own individual account. In 
1840 he combined with it the book and sta- 
tionery, and subsequentlv the publishing busi- 
ness, which he conducted up to the time of his 
death. For forty-two years he carried on busi- 
ness within a few yards of the place now occu- 
pied by the firm on Baltimore Street, near 
Light. His special publications were standard 
Catholic books. In 1842 he began the publica- 
tion of the United States Catholic Magazine^ 
edited by Rev. C.*^J. White, D.D., and Rev. M. 
J. Spalding, D.D. 'In 1849 he published in 
five targe octavo volumes the writings of Dr. 
England, Bishop of Charleston, S. C, a publi 
cation regarded as a great undertaking. From 
1853 to 1859 he published the Metropolitan Mag- 
atine, and a " Translation of the Definition of 
the Dogma of the Immaculate Conception," for 
which he received a gold medal direct from the 
Pope. 

In i860 he issued two large volumes of thV> 
Maryland Code, and subsequently several sup^ 
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plements to that work, as also the new Constitu- 
tion of Maryland in 1866, and the " Proceedings 
of the Plenary Council of Baltimore," a copy 
of which was sent to Pio Nono. The handsome 
typography and binding secured for Mr. Mur- 
phy marked favor from the Pope. Besides 
these Mr. Murphy published a large number of 
school and text-books in use throughout the 
country. For many years he was printer to the 
Maryland Historical Society. 

Mr. Murphy leaves two sons, Frank K. and 
Charles, and four daughters, his wife having died 
in 1869. By his indefatigible industr}' the de- 
ceased built up a large and successful business, 
and by his large-hearted ness and other social 
qualities he made a large circle of friends every- 
where. 

C//AS. T. BAINBRIDGE. 

Chas. T. Bainbridge, one of the best-known 
members of the stationery trade of New York, 
died on May 26th, at his residence in Brooklyn, 
aged 55 years. He was born at Huddersfield, 
England, November 12, 1825, and was in his 
early days sent as a clerk to a stationery firm 
in London. He came to this country about 
1850, and entered the stationery business of his 
brother Richard, then member of the firm of 
Richard Bainbridge & Co. Upon the dissolu- 
tion of this firm he entered into copartnership 
with his brothers Henry and John George and 
formed the firm of Bainbridge Brothers, which 
firm discontinued business about 1861. 

He was subsequently connected with B. & P. 
Lawrence, Berlin & Jones, and A. W. Faber as 
salesman, and with D. Appleton & Co. as mana- 
ger of their wholesale stationery department, of 
which he was the founder. About the year 
1863 h« formed a partnership with Garret Ber- 
gen, under the firm-name of Bergen & Bain- 
bridge. They dissolved partnership about 
1873 when he joined William D. Porter and 
formed the firm of which he was a member at 
the time of his death. 

By his death the trade, especially the younger 
members, lose a most active and practical co- 
worker^one who was as ready to do for others 
as he was to labor for his own benefit. He was 
one of the original founders of the Stationers' 
Board of Trade, and was ever intent on^ further- 
inff the work of that organization. 

Mr. Bainbridge leaves a wife and seven chil- 
dren, four sons and three daughters.

This causes a correspond- 
ent of the Academy to recall the entry of " Cu- 
rious Adventures of a Field Cricket " in the 
London Catalogue of 1878, under Field Sport.

Though issued 
hardly a week they have already printed 4000^ 
which is something extraordinary consideiio^ 
that its author is comparatively unknown. 

Warren F. Draper has in preparation a 
" Guide to the Study of the Authenticity, Canon,, 
and Text of the Greek New Testament," by E. 
C. Mitchell. The volume will be illustrated on 
maps, diagrams and tables. 

D. Van Nostrand has irf preparation "The 
Students' Guide to Practical Draughting for 
Engineers, Machinists, and Mechanics* Appren- 
tices and Students at Technical Schools," by T. 
B. Pemberton, a well-known practical engineer 
and draughtsman. 

Porter & Coates have received two awards 
for books exhibited at the Sydney International 
Exposition. A first prize was awarded to *• The 
Fireside Encyclopaedia of Poetry;" the illus- 
trations of "American Industries" were re- 
ferred to as showing "a high standard of artis- 
tic merits."

G. Thomson, having proved far lees in number 
than is required to defray the cost of publica- 
tion, the author has been urged to make another 
appeal to persons interested in the subject.

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John Wiley & Sons have in preparation an 
*' Engineer's Field-Book," especially adapted- 
to the wants of the young engineer. It will 
treat of the location and construction of rail- 
ways, and will contain problems in preliminary 
survey, and rules and tables which will also 
make it useful as a text-book. 

Jas.^J. Chapman, of Washington, will have 
ready for the summer or early autumn exercises 
a "Manual of Heavy Artillery Service," pre- 
pared by Major J. C. Tidball. The volume is 
prepared for the use of both the regular army 
and the militia, and has been approved by the 
War Department and Gen. W.'T. Sherman. 

J. B. LipJMNcoTT & Co., Philadelphia, have 
ready Part VII. of Duhring's '* Atlas of Skin 
Diseases ;" *'Saint Simon," by Clifton W. Col- 
lins, being Vol. X. of Foreii^n Classics for Eng- 
lish Readers, edited by Mrs. Oliphant ; and 
" Thoughts for the Fireside and the School." by 
J. B. Gross, second series. The same house 
has also in press " Beauty's Daughters," a new 
novel. 

The programme for the eighth Cincinnati In- 
dustrial Exposition is now ready. The exposi- 
tion will open on September 8th, and continue 
to October 9th. Class 43, in Department E, is 
open to books, stationery, printing, etc., and 
Class S4, in Department L, includes education- 
al appliances .and models for object-teaching.

The seven numbers now published of the 
American Art Review seem to fairly establish 
the undertaking. The work thus far does 
credit to both the editor and publishers for the 
taste and discretion displayed in the selection 
of text and illustrations, and the liberality of 
the print and general get-up. Indeed all that 
practical knowledge and money could do seems 
to have been expended in making the Reviexv 
the leading art periodical of the United States, 
if not of the world. 

Geo. a. Bates, Salem, Mass., has in prep- 
aration the first volume of The Naturalist's 
Handy Series, entitled " Life on the Sea-shore ; 
or, Marine Animals of Our Coasts and Bays." 
The author, Jas. H. Emcrton, has had long ex- 
perience in the study of marine animals, and 
will no doubt furnish as complete a woik as 
possible on the seaside zoology of the United 
States. Later in the year Mr. Bates proposes 
to issue an important work on American archae- 
ology, by Dr. C. C. Abbott, author of ** Stone 
Age of New Jersey," entitled '* Primitive In- 
dustry : or. Illustrations of the Handiwork in 
Stone, Bone, and Clay of the Native Races of 
the Northern Atlantic Seaboard of America." 

They seem to have an odd idea over in Eng- 
land of the treatment of children in this coun- 
try. The following from the Lomion Sunday 
Times of May g. 18S0, presents St. Xicholas as 
the great American comforter : *' The Ameri- 
can children — boys and girls — go to school to- 
gether. They are said to be very difficult to 
manage, and both boys and girls are whipped 
if they do not behave themselves, and they 
altogether have a somewhat rough time of it. 
But surely they are better off for magazines 
than any children in the world. The present 
number of St. Nicholas proves this. How ex- 
cellent is," etc., etc. '* What a quantity of il- 



lustrations the number is crammed with ! The 
little Americans need not mind being whipped 
if they have every month such an amusing 
magazine as St. Nicholas to comfort them." 

L. R. Hamersley & Co., Philadelphia, now 
definitely announce the particulars as to their 
great ** Naval Encyclopaedia." It will be pub- 
lished September ist, and will make a volume 
of about 1000 imperial octavo pages. The size 
of page will be about that of Knight's *' Me- 
chanical Dictionary." The work will be ar- 
ranged in five divisions, the first being a nautical 
dictionary ; the second devoted to biographical 
notices of distingiuished ofllcers of all countries ; 
the third, a gazetteer of all the seaports of the 
world, with sailing directions; the fourth, special 
articles on special subjects by specialists ; and 
the fifth, a supplement containing concise rec- 
ords of living officers of the navy, of and above 
the grade of lieutenant, excepting flag-officers, 
who, living or dead, will be included in the 
body of the book. The contributors to this 
work are the most noted of our naval men, and 
the editorial work is done by and under the 
supervision of Mr. Hamersley, who is eminently 
fitted for the work. It is a singular fact that no 
work of this kind has ever been published either 
in this or any other country." and it is perhaps 
partially owing to this fact that this undertak- 
ing already gives promise of being most suc- 
cessful.

Barlee, who has enjoyed the co-operation of 
many of the Prince's friends.

Mountain climbing is at once a tonic and a 
fascination. The routine %Torker of yesterday 
is to-day the reckless explorer, and the plod- 1 
ding city clerk transported to the green slopes 
of the everlasting hills, finds in the irarnp rind 
excursions of his vacation hours, new fonts of 
perpetual youth, new worlds qf scenic beauty, i 
becoming for the time a practical Ponce de | 
Leon, an enthusiastic Balboa, 

How deeply this love of the mountains, and 
of the innumerable glories of field, and slope and 
forest IS implanting itself in our American life> 
the ever lengthening annual train of toiling pil- 
grims, mountain-bound^an army in blue f]:innel 
storming impregnable fastnesses with alpen- 
stock and guide-book, map and hammer, sketch- 
book and specimen-case— abundantly testifies. 
If from this yearly hegira comes naught but 
renewed health aLod a fresh supply of mental 
oxygen, the summer daj's are well spent, the 
ledious tramp is well repaid. Bui other results 



follow. Artist, pedestrian, and student bring 
home with them something more than dim 
memories of pleasant hours ; they return stored 
with fresh food for thought and work, while 
the practical lessons of the hills are such as 
touch many of the vital issues of the daily life. 

Some live years ago, a few enthusiastic White 
Mountain tourists, periodical pilgrims to the 
shrine of Our Lady of the Hills, devotees of 
mountain-climbing and annual admirers of grim 
Chocorua and the Old Man of the Mountain, 
conceived the idea that an organization of the 
lovers of mountain scenery, and the students 
who sought to read the secrets of the hills* could 
be made with equal profit to the members and 
the travellers who each year throng the moun- 
tain routes. Early in 1876, therefore, was 
formed the Appalachian Mountain Club, which 
had for its speciftc object '* the advancement of 
the interests of those who visit the mountains 
of New England and the adjacent regions, 
whether for the purpose of scientific re&earcb 
or summer recreation/* Thus the d(fl^^ faf 
nienU of the lazy tourist gave place to the prac- 
tical labor of the hillside philanthropists. 

The club consists of active, corresponding, 
and honorary members, of whom the aclivt; 
members must be residents of New England 
and adjacent sections, and its officers are a 
President. Vice-President, Secretary, and Treas- 
urer, and five Councillors, who, together with 
the higher officers, form a governing board 
known as the Council. The five Councillors 
are chosen tO represent the deparimenls of 
Natural History, Topography, Art» Exploration, 
and Improvements, Thej- offer to the Council 
each spring a plan for the summer's work, and 
recommend places at which field meetings shall 
be held. Active members are subject to an 
annual assessment of $2, or a commutation of 
fees may be purchased for J30, 

The Appalachian Mountain Club includes 
among its members many whose names are 
familiar in scientific, literarv', and social circles^ 
and the researches of successive years, followed 
out as a labor of love, have unlocked many Cif 
the secrets of the New EngJand hills, and given 
to the tourist new paths tn treads new sight* 
and landscapes to enjoy. The publications of 
the Club, which appear in the semi^occastonal 
issues of its magazine " AppaJachia." indlude 
'' reports of meetitigs,Q!lfiSieeij)||o^^t^^)^^dmg 
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the mountains, papers upon the physics, geog- 
raphy and natural history of these regions, and 
specific directions for investigations in the field. 
The result of each year's work is given in de- 
tail, illustrated by maps of the various regions 
visited, and profiles of views from various places, 
which will greatly aid the traveller in identifying 
prominent points, are also published." 

The departments of Exploration and Improve- 
ments perform what might be termed the heavy 
work of the Clubhand their reports are full of nov- 
elty and interest. The Explorers determining 
upon a special course of research, make copious 
notes, which include a description of the trip, 
a table of the times of starting, stopping, arriv- 
ing, etc., and an estimate of distances, rough 
maps of the routes traversed, with a clear and 
succinct account of actual experiences, peculi- 
arities noticed, difficulties experienced, and 
similar details of interest. To them succeed 
the Improvers, blazing the course of the pro- 
posed path, as it winds through the woods, by 
transferring to the trees on the route the official 
A, cut with the stamp attached to the Club's 
blazing-hatchet, or marking the rocks along the 
barren tracts with the white A M C, by means 
of the Club's stencil. On trees or signal-staffs, 
or under cairns, are placed the Record Bottles 
which contain the records of exploring parties, 
and which are intended to afford to those who 
may use the paths the opportunity for the entry 
of suggestions and information useful at the 
points of deposit. Camps made of bark, of 
logs or boards, are established at points of 
special interest, and serve as centres for the 
working parties, or for members of the Club 
in future explorations and researches. 

Thus, in countless ways and with muth mi- 
nuteness and detail, the various departments of 
the Club perform their appointed duties, and 
the combined efforts of the- several members 
not only give zest and interest to the proceed- 
ings, but the actual results attained are of in- 
calculable benefit to tourists and mountaineers. 
And so for days, through the pleasant summer 
weather, these practical explorers, penetrating 
into the forest by-ways, *' blaze " new paths in 
every direction, and many points of interest are 
rendered accessible, which but for the labors of 
this Club would remain unknown or unap- 
proachable, • save at the risk of life or limb. 
Camping here and tramping there, fording 
mountain streams and scaling slippery rocks, 
these chamois in knickerbockers and petti- 
coats, each with a definite object in view, an- 
nually overrun the White Mountain amphi- 
theatre from the vestibule of Winnepesaukee 
and the dress-circle of Red Hill to the crowning 
point of this greatest of nature's stage effects — 
the rocky crest of Mount Washington. Not a 
tree or shrub escapes the critical eye of the ob- 
serving Appalachian ; the slightest deflection in 
the course of a mountain stream, the exact drop 
of the mountain cataract ; bird and beast, in- 
sect, fish and mollusk. the eozoic gneisses that 
crop above the carpet of pine needles and the 
scanty vegetation — all, are noted. Moun- 
tains are measured, maps are outlined, lakes 
and streams are fathomed, and the whole White 
Mountain region that for generations has 
frowned upon the awe-struck traveller or over- 
topped the leg-weary tourist, is humbled to 
the dust before the omnipresent Appalachian, 
and lies spread out like an open book for the 
gaze of the sum'ner rambler of to-day, indexed, 



paged and interleaved, so that he who runs 
may read. 

Too much praise cannot be accorded to these 
enthusiastic men and women, whose love of 
nature and her mountain-tops has led them to 
engage in the practical development of the re- 
gion they love so well, and whose labor, at 
times rough, tiresome and arduous, is per- 
formed for the public welfare and the general 
good. Yet how pleasant all this work of ex- 
ploration may be made, and how much of health 
and strength may result to the ardent Appala- 
chian, is sufficiently shown by the following ex- 
tract from a report by Miss M. F. Whitman; a 
member of the cliib, upon " A Climb through 
Tuckerman's Ravine," and with which this 
sketch of the Appalachian Mountain Club may 
justly close : 

" While discussing our lunch on the preci- 
pice above, just out of reach of the guide- 
book tourist, one of the gentlemen of our Ifttle 
party, who had often been our leader in explo- 
ration, challenged us to follow up to the snow 
arches in Tuckerman's Ravine. I had long de- 
sired to explore this region, and, feeling great 
confidence in his powers as well as my own for 
the work, without hesitation announced my 
readiness to start upon the instant. The rest 
not feeling inclined to join, we left our heavy 
wraps with them to be taken back to camp, and 
divested ourselves of all but the most neces- 
sary luggage, which little we carried slung to 
belts. At a little past two o'clock we started, 
promising to be back in camp by dark with 
true mountain appetites for a hot supper. As 
had been stated ^t former meetings of the 
Club, the old path is considerably over- 
grown, and in many places the blazes are ob-. 
scnre, but we rambled leisurely along, every 
step a revelation of beauty such as is only seen' 
in the deep recesses of the unbroken fprest. 
Rank beds of fern covered with a veil of love- 
liness the scars left by trees uprooted by the 
winter's storms ; the beautiful linnaea in many 
places bordered the path ; orchids, both old 
friends and new, seemed to spring up in every 
direction, luring us from our way in our eager 
search for floral treasures ; beds of starry oxa- 
lias tempted us to stop and revel in their beauty, 
while our indolence was awakened by the 
dainty upholstery of soft green mosses on huge 
old logs. But amid all these temptations we 
did not lose sight of our object. It was a con- 
stant climb, but so filled with delight, so 
brimming with invigoration and excitement, 
that we heeded not the work or the passing 
hour."

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Camping^ Out.

But, after all and before all, the first prerequi- 
site of the right kind of a camp is to have the 
right kind of people in it. There is no better 
trial of friendship than the close test of camp- 
life, and woe be to that party which has despised 
this fundamental rule ! One bore, or one Miss 
Nancy, or one weakling, will easily spoil the 
pleasure of an entire camp. You want people 
who will not pout on rainy days or over a week 
of rain ; who will not be afraid of spoiling their 
clothes or die of dampening their feet ; who will 
not talk all the time, but sometimes ; who will 
do their share of work as well as of play ; who 
will not fume over bad dinners or no dinner at 
all ; in a word, people who are cheerful and 
cheery, and who go knowing that even the rain- 
bow has tears in it. As to number, it is well to 
reckon by twos^ and to remember that a large 
company is not easy to provide for, at indefinite 
distances from grocery-stores, unless you are 
sure of a base of supplies. Four or six is the < 
best number for experiment. If you have both 
ladies and gentlemen, a large camp is usual and 
agreeable, and ladies are a blessing in camp if 
they are the kind who take to it kindly. It re- 
quires a large tent, however, to afiford room for 
a canvas centre-wall, and two tents are by all 
means better. If the ladies are afraid to stay 
by themselves in a house of their own, they are 
of the sort who will do better to stay at home 
altogether. But it is a comfort to have them 
about camp, and not only because they know 
better than most men how to wash the dishes ! 
A friend of camping experience, nevertheless, 
insists that it is well, once in a year, to break 
away from all such social ties, and get a com- 
pany of clean-spoken men together by them- 
selves, for the sake of the entire change. The 
incompleteness of man without woman is then 
the more fully appreciated when one gets back 
again. There is philosophy in this ; but, then, 
the ladies can scarcely revel in a similar exclu- 
siveness, and it is a poor rule that don't work 
both ways. 

In getting up the personal outfit for camp- 
life there is apt to be more danger, with green- 
horns, of taking too much rather than too little 
— I mean not of a dram, but of dress. The par- 
ticular mistake most people make, however, 
especially in going north in summer, is in tak- 
ing thin instead of thick garments. Nights are 
cool, and apt to be cold, in the northern woods 
or by the lakes. A change of not too thin 
woollen underclothing is the first sine qua non ; 
then a pair of laced boots that fit (too large are 
quite as bad as too small), and a pair of slippers 
for a change and to sleep in, which msnr seem 
an absurdity, but is a very practical comfort. A 
change of flannel negligile shirts, loose-necked 
and long ; one coat that will serve as an over- 
coat ; pantaloons that neither tear easily nor 
cltch burs and dirt — blue jeans is capital ma- 
terial, though not handsome nor very warm ; 
woollen stockings, and a hat that shades the 
eyes, are the other necessaries for the outer 
man. In a tramp the pantaloons should be tied 
about the ankles, not too tightly. Ladies are 
best off with simple mountain-dresses, short- 
skirted, of dark flannel or waterproof. It is a 
practical suggestion, worth noting, that pockets 
in camp-apparel should always be arranged to 
button up, because they do "spill 'round'* 



dreadfully in camp. Threads and needles are 
items that masculines can not afiford to forget. 
For these things and toilet articles the liglit roll- 
ing toilet-cases are very convenient, because they 
serve as a memorandum in keeping your things 
together, and can be tied up at the side of the 
tent over your sleeping-place. A stout jack- 
knife, a water-tight match-safe, and a compass, 
are absolutely indispensable. Writing-material 
and postage-stamps are ** a great nuisance when 
you don't have them ;" and a guide-book and 
the best map that can be had should be some- 
where among the party. Don't forget towels 
and soap, which are individual rather than camp 
properties, but apt to be overlooked because of 
the doubt. In a capital little book, called 
" How to Camp Out," by John M. Gould* an 
old army-man and an experienced camper, is a 
check-list of all the things you are likely to 
want, and a great many more than you ought 
to want, that it will be useful to run over. Guns 
and ammunition, and rods and flies, must de- 
pend on the locality in which the hunting or 
fishing is to be done. 

A light rubber blanket is needed ; those, 
called ponchc^ with an immense buttonhole, so 
to speak, in the middle, to put your head through, 
serve as bed by night and overcoat by day. A 
pair of light-weight army-blankets (the two- 
woven continuously, so as to fold at your feet), 
costing from three to five dollars, complete the 
bed. In a permanent camp some take a ticking- 
sack, which they may fill with straw or leaves,, 
but most will prefer the fragrant mattress of 
hemlock-leaves, although it is abominable work 
picking enough of them. All this " kit" for a mov- 
able camp, should not count up to so much as 
twenty pounds, which is a sore load for roost 
travellers. They can be made up into a pack 
in the rubber blanket, fastened with carrjring- 
straps, which should be broad at the bearings 
on the shoulders ; or into a long roll, similarly 
wrapped, and tied into a ring, to be carried 
first over one shoulder and then over the other ; 
or packed in a knapsack, of which those of light 
waterproof cloth, such as are made in London 
for the Alpine Club, are the best. 

For cooking utensils, a frying-pan, coffee-pot, 
water- pail, hatchet, large knife, and knife, fork, 
spoon, plate, and cup for each person, are ne- 
cessaries. There are beautiful camp-kettle af- 
fairs that combine everything you can possibly 
want, in no space at all, but in these cases all is 
not gold that glitters. Particularly in a mova- 
ble camp, they are of more bother than the 
primitive articles, which can be distributed 
among the various members of the party. As 
to provisions, it is difiScult indeed to give gen- 
eral advice; it depends on the country. An 
Adirondack guide commonly contents himself 
with salt pork, corn-meal, coffee, a little tea, 
potatoes, salt and pepper, in addition to his 
gun and rod. Self-raising flour, cxackers, and 
canned goods, especially soups and vegetables, 
come handy in a permanent camp ; for it must 
not be forgotten that fresh vegetables are not 
procurable north until late in the season. Such 
things can most economically be bought in the 
large cities before starting, and freighted up as 
far as possible. Lemons are a great desidera- 
tum in camp. But "everything depends." If 
the camp is to be permanent and not far from 
roads, much more can be carried ; a servant is 
then desirable, at once for the care of these 
things, to cook, and to keep camp. With small 
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parties, moving about, a servant is less desira- 
ble. The Dartmouth College boys had a way 
of camping about the White Hills peripateti- 
cally, hiring a wagon for their camp-luggage, 
and buying an old horse at the beginning, 
which they could sell at not much loss at the 
end. Such a plan limits you, but saves much 
hard work. In the Adirondacks, the journeying 
is mostly bv water ; but, when you do come to 
the " carry, it is a great bother to have so much 
luggage that the guide, after walking off like a 
great beetle with the boat on his head and part 
of the '* kit " underneath on his shoulders, must 
go back for a second load. 

Enjovable and healthful camping should be 
leisurely— not an attempt to do ever so much 
or make ever so many miles a day. The lazi. 
ness of it is a great boon. Yet there must also 
be exercise. In walking, a dozen to twenty 
miles a day is enough for any one, and it should 
be done morning and evening, before eleven 
and after four. It is a good plan to laze one 
day and ** do " the next, alternately. To one 
who xpanages wisely, camp-days become thus 
the most enjoyable in life. — From " Camping 
Cut, *^ in ** Appietons" Summer Book**

The Most Enduring Fences. 

BY ROWLAND C. ROBINSON." 

Of all fences, the most enduring and the 
most satisfying to the eye is the stone wall. If 
its foundation is well laid, it may last as long 
as the world — which, indeed, it may slowly 
«ink into ; or the accumulating layers of earth 
may in years cover it ; but it will still be a wall 
— 2l grassy ridge with a core of stone. A wall 
soon gets rid of its new look. It is not propped 
up on the earth, but has its foundations in it ; 
mosses and lichens take quickly and kindly to 
it, and grass and weeds grow out of its lower 
crevices, mullein and brakes and the bulbv 
stalks of golden-rod spring up beside it. Black 
raspberry bushes loop along it, over it, and 
stretch out from it, clumps of sweet elders shade 
its .sides, and their broad cymes of blossoms, 
and litter, clusters of blackberries, beloved of 
robins and school-boys, bend over it When 
the stones of which it is built are gathered 
from the fields, as they generally are, they are 
of infinite variety, brought from the far north 
by glaciers, washed up by the waves of ancient 




seas, and tumbled down to the lower lands from 
the overhanging ledges. Lumps of gray ffranite 
and gneiss, and dull-red blocks of sandstone, 
fragments of blue limestone, and only a geolo- 
gist knows how many others, mostly with 
smooth-worn sides and rounded corners and 
edges. All together, they make a line of beau- 
tifully variegated color and of light and shade. 
One old wall thai I know of has been a rich 
mine for a brood of callow geologists, who 
have pecked it and overhauled it and looked 
and talked most wisely over its stones, and 
called them names hard enough to break their 
stony hearts. — From ** New Enghnd Fences y"* 
in Scribnef's for Feb,, 18S0. j by GOOQIC 
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" One never can be alone if he is familiarly acquainted 
with the Stan.

The Sttmmer Stars. 

The following brief directions have no other 
object than to introduce a new element of 
pleasure into the long summer evenings spent 
at the seaside. No attempt is made at scientific 
explanation, the roost direct mode being chosen 
for pointing out in the grand picture gallery of 
the heavens the most beautiful and favorite pic- 
tures, such as can be easily found and detached, 
named and remembered, and such, indeed, as, 
once recognized, will never be forgotten. 
Should a few hours thus spent in quiet contem- 
plation kindle in some the desire to know more 
about the nature of the heavenly bodies, let him 
take up one of the books (mentioned below) 
from which we have gathered these crumbs, and 
he will find himself richly rewarded by the 
study. One such result in a thousand or ten 
thousand would indeed make amends for the 
existence of this butterfly guide, which, skim- 
ming the surface without a why and wherefore, 
has no eye but for tangible beauty, or beauty 
that can be felt without telescope. 

Any one not already familiar with some of 
the constellations is cautioned not to attempt 
too much on the same evening. Let him read 
up and commit to memory all that is said on 
one constellation. The finding and study of 
one or two constellations is quite an encourag- 
ing beginning, and their recognition, on subse- 
quent evenings, is only a small foretaste of the 
pleasure that will increase with increasing ac- 
quaintance. Don't be discouraged by the be- 
wildering confusion of the first attempts to de- 
tect a certain star picture. Your eyes have to 
travel many times over the skies before they 
will learn to recognize at a glance your friends 
among the millions. 

The following popular hand-books can be 
safely recommended for more serious study : 
Proctor's " Half-Hours with the Stars ;" Proc- 
tor's "Half-Hours with the Telescope " (New 
York : Putnams) ; and James Freeman Clarke's 
•* How to Find the Stars" (Boston : Lockwood, 
Brooks & Co.). A few popular descriptions 
have been taken from Newcomb's " Popular 
Astronomy," the most extensive of the works 
mentioned, and H. W. Warren's " Recreations 
in Astronomy" (both, N. Y., Harpers); also 
from Proctor's entertaining series of articles in 
the St. Nicholas, for 1877, which is to appear in 
book-form shortly. 

Finding the Pole Star. — First look for Ursa 
Major, the Great Be.ir (toward the north-west), 
and you cannot miss the familiar set of seven 
bright stars of the Great Bear, better known as 
the Dipper, owing to its shape, four of the stars 
forming its cup, three its httndle. The two end 
stars (of the cup, or the most distant from the 
handle, and at this season the lowest) are called 
the Pointers^ because they always point to the 
Pole Star. This star is easily found by drawing 
a line through the Pointers (from the star in the 
bottom of the cup to the end star) and follow- 
ing this direction a short distance — the first 
bright star you meet is the Pole Star. 

This found, you have a known central point, 
and your never-failing compass, for wherever 
you may stand, facing the Pole Star, the north 



lies before you, the south behind you, the east 
on your right, the west on your left. . . . 

The Pole Star belongs to the constellatioD of 
Ursa Minor or the Smaller Bear, and figures in 
its tail ; or, if you prefer the more popular pic- 
ture, in the handle of the Little Dipp^. Both 
Dippers are of similar shape, except that the 
handles bend in, and always point to, opposite 
directions, and that some of the stars of the 
Little Dipper are much fainter. The two end 
stars, which with the Pole Star are the bright- 
est of the constellation, and which correspood 
with the Pointers in the Dipper, viz., befngthe 
end stir3 of the cup, are called the Guardiamt 
c/ the Pole, " because they circle around it,** 
according to Proctor, "as though keepin^r 
watch and ward over the axle-end of the great 
star-dome." 




Face South : it is toward the south that the 
heavens present the most glorious display 
during summer. 

Scorpio, the chief summer constellation (re- 
sembling a scorpion with extended claws), is in 
full view above the horizon in June and July ; 
descending southwest in August. The bright, 
ruddy star is Antares (the Heart of the Scor- 
pion), a star of first magnitude, and perhaps the 
most beautiful of all the red stars. The word 
" Antares " means, in fact, "the rival of Mars.** 
It has a smaller star on each side and a long 
curved row of stars to the west. 

Antares sets during August between la and 
10 ; September, 10 and 8 p.m. 

Sagittarius, the Archer, is fully above the 
horizon in July, closely following Scorpio. It 
comprises a large collection of second magni- 
tude stars east of Scorpio and in and east of 
the Milky Way, Its chief stars resemble a bow 
and arrow, the arrow directed toward the scor- 
pion. 

The Milky Way, or Galaxy, in a clear, star* 
light night, at this season, makes a fine display, 
spanning the skies from north to south. Its 
superior brilliancy toward the south indicates 
its greater proximity in that direction. 

Aquila, the Eagle. — Following upward the 
larger branch of the Milky Way, or looking 
above Sagittarius, eastward, about midway 
between zenith and horizon, we strike three 
bright stars in cross-way line (six degrees longX 
which form the head of the Eagle. The finely 
scintillating star in the middle, called Altctir^ is 
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of first magnitude, the other two are of third 
magnitude. Five or six other stars extending 
and spreading below Altair give the shape of 
the constellation. Parts of the Milky Way, 
near and in the Eagle, are very bright, and even 
with a small telescope seem to be crowded with 
stars. 

Altair reaches south, in August, between 11 
and 9 ; middle of September, 8 p.m. 

CygnuSf the Swan. — Beyond the Eagle, fur- 
ther up, and directly in the Milky Way, you 
will notice six stars forming a conspicuous 
cross (or as Proctor remembered it in his boy- 
hood, ''a capital kite*'), twenty degrees long 
by seventeen degrees wide, its chief star, Deneb^ 
heading it. The cross is east, in a horizontal 
position, nearer zenith than midway in July ; 
in Aug. and Sept. approaching the zenith, the 
upright and cross-rod of the cross equally in- 
cline to the horizon. Near Deneb there is 
seen a straight dark rift, and near this space is 
another larger cavity, which has been termed 
the northern Coal-sack, The western branch of 
the Milky Way is covered by a large oval mass 
exceedingly rich, and brilliant. . 

Lyra^ Ae Harp. — Near the zenith, west and 
southwest of the Swan, and above, north and 
northwest of the Eagle, shines the bright Vtga, 
the principal star of Lyra, of first magnitude, 
and of a brilliant white color with a tinge of 
blue. This and two faint stars (two degrees 
only from each other) form a beautiful little tri- 
angle, nearly equilateral. 

The Harp, the Swan and the Eagle can be 
struck at once by looking up, east (later more 
south-southwest), between midway and zenith — 
the three brightest stars standing out against 
all the others, form an immense and very strik- 
ing (isoscles) triangle. They are : the lowest, 
Altair of the Eagle ; the highest, Vega of the 
Harp ; and north or east of these, Deneb of the 
Swan, all stars of the first magnitude. 

Bootes, the Bearkeeper.—Look for the Dip- 
pea (see directions above). Continuing the 
curve of the handlej) about the same distance as 
is between the Pointers and the Pole Star, viz., 
about thirty degrees), you strike the most bril- 
liant star in the southwestern skies. This is 
Arcturus, the " ruddy star " of Bootes, a fine 
constellation which, in the western skies, re- 
tains a prominent position during the whole 
summer. Arcturus, on account of its bril- 
liancy, is seen early in the evening. Above 
Arcturus the constellation is reaching high up, 
presenting " a fine figure as with uplifted arm 
(formed by the stars of the Crown, which see 
below) he chases the Great Bear round the ze- 
nith." The smaller brilliant star (orange and 
green, above Arcturus and nearly central of 
the constellation) is known as Mirac, also on 
account of its extreme beauty (through the tel- 
escope) called " Pulcherrima " (the most beauti- 
ful). The curve of the handle of the Dipper 
continued through Arcturus further down, 
west (about forty degrees), strikes Spica of 
Virgtf (the Virgin), another star of first magni- 
tude and visible until of August. 

Arcturus sets in September between 10.30 
and 8.30 P.M. 

Hercules, — High up, east of Bootes, west of 
Lyra, and north of Ophiuchus, Hercules ex- 
tends up toward the zenith. It contains no 
striking star, but is easily recognized by its 
containing a rather irregular quadrangle. A 
straight line drawn from the fifth and third star 



of the Dipper (counting from the handle) wilk 
strike it. 

Corona Borealis^ the Northern Crown, a 
smaller constellation east of and close to Bootes,, 
west of Hercules, and just above the Serpent's 
head, is composed of a pretty semi-circle of six 
stars, supposed to form a chaplet or crown. 
The third nearest Bootes, the most brilliant, is 
Alpherat, a star of second magnitude. 

Jupiter, *' the giant planet," will be evening 
star after July Qtn. He is easily recognized by^ 
his brilliant white light, with which he outshines 
every other planet except Venus. He will be- 
at his btightest on the night of October 7th,. 
when he will be in opposition. A month or 
two before opposition (this year, July to Sept- 
ember), he can be seen rising (east) late in tne 
evening, while during the three months follow-^ 
ing opposition he will always be seen in the 
early evening somewhere between southeast 
and southwest. Jupiter rises after middle of 
July, toward 11 ; beginning of August, toward 
10 ; after middle of July, toward 9 p.m. He- 
will be near the moon July 27ih, August 23d 
and September 20th. 

Venus will be the evening star after July 13th. 
Next to the sun and the moon, she is the most, 
brilliant object in the heavens. She never re-, 
cedes more than about 45 degrees from the sun,, 
and is, therefore, seen by night only in the^ 
western sky in the evening, or the eastern sky 
in the morning, according as she is east or west 
of the sun. There is, therefore, seldom any 
difficulty in recognizing her. When at her 
greatest brilliancy, she can be clearly seen by 
the naked eye in the daytime, provided that 
one knows exactly where to look for her. Ve- 
nus will be nearest the moon August ist and 
September 5th. — From " Percy's Pocket Diction^ 
aty of Coney Island,*^ 



The Strawberry in History and Poetry.

If there were as much doubt about a crop of 
this fruit as concerning the origin of its name,, 
the outlook would be dismal, indeed. In old 
Saxon, the word was streawberige or streowberrie / 
and was so named, says one authority, *'fron> 
the straw-like stems of the plant, or from the 
berries lying strewn upon the ground." An- 
other authority teils us : " It is an old English 
practice" (let us hope a modern one also) ** to 
lay straw between the rows to preserve the fruit 
from rotting on the wet ground, from which the 
name has been supposed to be derived ; aU 
though more probably it is from the wandering 
habit of the plant, straw being a corruption of 
the Anglo-Saxon stra, from which we have the 
English verb stray." Again, tradition asserts 
that in the olden times children strung the ber- 
ries on straws for sale, and hence the name. 
Several other causes have been suggested, but 
I forbear. I have never known, however, a 
person to decline the fruit on the ground of 
this obscurity and doubt. (Controversialists 
and skeptics please take note.) 

That the strawberry should belong to the rose* 
family, and that its botanical name should be- 
frararia, from the Latin /r/jfw,. to smell sweetly^ 
will seem both natural and appropriate. 

The innumerable varieties of strawberries- 
that are now in existence appear, either in their 
character or origin, to belong to five great and 
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-quite distinct species. The first, and for a long 
time the only one of which we have any record, 
is the Fragaria Vesca, or the Alpine strawberry. 
It is one of the most widely spread fruits of the 
world, for it grows, and for centuries has grown, 
wild throughout Northern and Central Europe 
and Asia, following the mountains far to the 
south ; and on this continent, from time imme- 
morial, the Indian children have gathered it 
from the Northern Atlantic to the Pacific. In 
England this species exhibits some variation 
from the Alpine type, and was called by our 
ancestors the Wood strawberry. The chief 
-difference between the two is in the foim of the 
fruit, the Wood varieties being round, and the 
Alpine conical. They are also subdivided into 
white and red, annual and monthly varieties, 
and those that produce no runners, which are 
known to-day as Bush Alpines. 

The Alpine, as we find it growing wild, was 
the strawberry of the ancients. It is to it that 
(he suggestive lines of Virgil refer, 

^* Ye boys that gather flowers and strmwberrias, 
Lo, had within the grass an adder lies.'* 

There is no proof, I believe, that the straw- 
berry was cultivated during any of the earlier 
-civilizations. Some who wrote most explicitly 
•concerning the fruit culture of their time do not 
mention it ; and Virgil, Ovid, and Pliny name 
it but casually, and with no reference to its 
-cultivation. It may appear a little strange that 
the luxurious Romans, who fed on nightingales' 
•tongues, peacocks' brains, and scoured earth 
and air for delicacies, should have given but 
little attention to this fruit. Possibly they early 
learned the fact that this species is essentially 
avrildling, and, like the trailing arbutus, thrives 
best in its natural haunts. The best that grew 
could be gathered from mountain-slopes and in 
the crevices of rocks. Moreover, those old 
revellers became too wicked and sensual to 
■relish Alpine strawberries. 

Its congener, the Wood strawberry, was the 
burden of one of the London street cries 400 
years ago ; and to-day the same cry, in some 
language or other, echoes around the northern 
hemisphere as one of the inevitable and wel- 
come rounds of spring and early summer. 

But few, perhaps, associate this lowly little 
fruit, that is almost as delicate and shy as the 
anemone, with tragedy ; and yet its chief poeti- 
cal associations are among the darkest and sad- 
dest that can be imagined. Shakspeare's men- 
tion of the strawberry in the play of Richard 
III. was an unconscious but remarkable illus- 
tration of the second line already quoted from 
Virgil : 

*' Lo, hid within the grass an adder lies.*' 

The bit of history which is the occasion of 
this allusion is given in the auaint old English 
of Sir Thomas More, who thus describes the 
entrance to the Council of the terrible *' Pro- 
tector," from whom nothing good or sacred 
could be protected. He came "fyrste about 
IX of the clocke, saluting them curtesly, and 
excusing himself that he had been from them 
so long, saieing merily that he had been a slepe 
that dav. And after a little talking with them 
be said unto the bishop of Elye, my lord. You 
have very good strawberries at your garda3me 
in Holbeme, I require you let us have a messo 
of them." He who has raised fine fruit will 
iinow how eagerly the flattered bishop obe3red, 
According to the poet, the dissembler also 



leaves the apartment, with his unscrupulous 
ally, Buckingham. 

" Where is my lord protector? I have sent 
For these strawberries," 

said the Bishop of Ely, re-entering. 

Lord Hastings looks around with an air of 
general congratulation, and remarks : 

^ His grace looks cheeifuUy and snooth this awscoiDg ; 
There's some conceit or other lakes him weU." 

The serpent is hidden, but verv near. A 
moment later, Gloster enters, black as night, 
hisses his monstrous charge, and before noon 
of that same day poor Hastings is a headless 
corpse. 

Far ndore sad and pitiful are the scenes re- 
called by the words of the fiendish lago— type 
for all time of those who transmute love into 
jealousy: 

'' Tell me but this— 
Have you not sometimes seen a handkerchief. 
Spotted with strawberries, in your wife's hand ?" 
" I gave her such a one ; ^twas my first gift," 
was the answer of a man whom the world will 
never forgive, in spite of his immeasurable re- 
morse. 

From the poet Spencer we learn that to go 
a-strawberrying was one of the earliest pastimes 
of the English people. In the " Faerie Queen" 
we find these lines : 

** One day, as they all three together went 
To the green wood to gather strawberries. 
There chaunst to them a dangerous accident.** 

Very old, too, is the following nursery rhyme, 
which, nevertheless, suggests the true habitat 
of the F, Vtsca species : 

** The man of the wilderness asked me. 
How many strawberries grew in the sea ; 
I answered him, as I thought good. 
* As many red herrings as grew in the wood.* " 

The ambrosial combination of strawberries 
and cream was first named by Sir Philip Sid* 
ney. Old Thomas Tusser, of the i6th century, 
in his work, "Five Hundred Points of Good 
Husbandry united to as many of Good House- 
wifery," turns the strawberry question over to 
his wife, and doubtless it was in better hands 
than his, if his methods of culture were as rude 
as his poetry : 

' Wife, into the garden, and set me a plot 



With strawberry roots, of the best to be got ; 
Such, growing abroad, among thorns in tne woo 
WeU chosen and picked, prove exoellent good." 



Who "Dr. Boteler" was, or what he did, ia 
unknown, but he made a sententious remark 
which led Izaak Walton to give him immor- 
ulity in his work, "The Compleat Ansler." 
" Indeed, my good schollar," the serene Isaak 
writes, " we may say of angling as Dr. Boteler 
said of strawberries, ' Doubtless God could 
have made a better berry, but doubtless God 
never did ;' and so, if I might be judge, God 
never did make a more calm, quiet, innocent 
recreation than angling." If this was true of 
the wild Wood strawberry, how much more so 
of many of our aromatic rubies of to-day. 

John Parkinson, the apothecary-gardener of 
London, whose quaint work was published in 
1629, is not so enthusiastic. He says of the 
wild strawberry : " It may be eaten or chewed 
in the mouth without any manner of offense ; it 
is no great bearer, but those it doth beare are 
set at the top pes of the stalks, close together, 
pleasant to behold, and fit for a Gentlewoman 
to wear on her arme, &c., as a raritie instead of 
a flower." 
_ In England, the strawberry leaf is part of Jhe

insignia of high rank, since it appears in the 
coronets of a duke, marquis, and earl. '*He 
aspires to the strawberry leaves" is a well- 
known phrase abroad, and the idea occurs 
several times in the novels of Disraeli. Thack- 
eray, in his "Book of Snobs." writes: "The 
strawberry leaves on her chariot panels are 
engraved on her ladyship's heart.** 

After all, perhaps it is not strange that the 
Alpine species should be allied to some dark 
memories, for it was the only kind known when 
the age was darkened by passion and crime. 

The one other allusion to the strawberry in 
Skakspeare is peculiarly appropriate to the 
species under consideration. In the play of 
Henry V., an earlier Bishop of Ely says : 

** The stnwbeny grows underneath the nettle, 
And wholesome berries thrive and ripen best 
NciKhbored by fruit of baser quality." 

And this, probably, is still true, for the Al- 
pine and Wood strawberries tend to reproduce 
themselves with such unvarying exactness that 
cultivation makes but little difference. — From

Sea-Shore Sights. 

BY DR. JOHN H. PACKARD. 

Pkrhaps it is scarcely needful to mention the 
very rich fund of pleasure and instruction which 
may be fonnd in the study of natural history on 
many portions of the sea-coast. The following 
extract may give a general idea of what there is 
to be seen by those who will look for it on the 
coast : 

^* Standing by the margin of the sea, we ob- 
serve that the water breaks upon sand, gravel, 
mnd* or strewn fragments of stone or shells, 
and that these materials pass down beneath it. 
If the shore is rocky, pools of the salt-water 
may be noticed, from which some idea may be 
formed of the nature of the bottom of at least 
the shallower parts of the sea. Each of these 
pools forms, as it were, a miniature sea. Its 



sides are hung with tufts of delicate sea-weeds, 
and bright with clusters of sea-anemones, while 
many a limpet and periwinlcle stands fixed to 
the shore or creeps cautiously over its surface. 
The bottom of the water abounds in shady 
groves of sea-weed, through which manv tiny 
forms of marine creatures dart and crawl. As 
we look into one pool after another, we find 
them all to be more or less full of plant and 
animal life. 

** Turning from these shore pools to the edge 
of the sea itself when the tide is low, we mark 
that the ledges of rock support a thick growth 
of coarse, dark^green or brown tangles and sea- 
wrabk, among which, if the water is still enough, 
tlOy crabs, sea-urchins, jelly-fish, and other 
bright*colored marine animals may be seen. If 
the water is examined from a boat, this forest- 
belt of large, dark sea-weed is found not ta 
extend to a greater depth than a few fathoms. 
Be]^ond It the bottom, whether rocky, sandy or 
niuddy, can be seen through the clear water, or 
may be examined by means of the dredge. 
Delicate scariet sea-weeds, with coralines and 
deeper-water shells, inhabit these tracts. The 
sea-weed belt which fringes the land has an 
average breadth of about a mile. Beyond it, as 
we gradually get into deeper water, the com- 
mbn plants and animals of the shore are found 
6ne by one to disappear, and other kinds to 
take their place. The dredge may be dragged 
along some parts of the sea-floor and bring up 
only sand or mud, while at a short distance off 
it may come up full of many and varied forms 
of marine life, thus showing that there must be 
bare tracts of sand, mud, or stone on the sca- 
Hbor, and other patches where plants and ani- 
mals are crowded together." 

No one can read the above clear and graphic 
words of Prof. Geikie, without at least a mo- 
mentaiy longing to look into the charming and 
mysterious realm of which they almost seem to 
give us a glimpse. 

Let me say here, that Prof. Joseph Leidy has 
found, ii\ an ounce of sand collected between 
high and low tide, more than 18,000 varieties of 
minute shells at Atlantic City, and over 28,ooO' 
at Cape May. His well-known acuteness of 
research and simple accuracy of statement war- 
rant the acceptance of these truly wonderful 
numbers without question. In view of them^ 
who can say that even a flat, sandy shore is 
destitute of interest to the educated eye ? Qf 
course, a certain amount of previous knowledge 
is requisite to enable any one to work in this 
field, and the power of observation varies in 
different individuals ; but almost any one can 
acquire enough to give him a pleasant sense of 
acquaintance with the animals or plants which 
meet his eye. A microscope and a few well 
selected books will be found of great assistance 
in carrying on these most fascinating studies 
The following may be mentioned : 
Torrey's "Manual of Zoology." 
Agassiz' " Methods of Study in Natural His 
tonr." 

Damon's "Ocean Wonders." 

Morse's " First Book of Zoology." 

Dana's " Zofiphytes." 

Gould's " Invertebrata of Massachusetts.' 

Taylor's " Half-Hours at the Sea-Side." 

Eraser's " Sea- Side Naturalist." 

Harvey's "Sea-Side Book." 

J. G. Wood's " Common Objects^at the Sea- 
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Lewes* " Sea-Side Studies." 

Hibberd's ** Aquarium." 

No list of this kind would be complete with- 
out mention of Kingsley's " Glaucus." Mrs. 
and Alexander Agassiz' " Sea-Side Studies in 
Natural History" is also a valuable book, but 
is now out of print. 

It may not be digressing too much to speak 
of the interest which is also afforded by the ob- 
servation of atmospheric phenomena, and of 
such geological facts as are recorded in the 
structure of the sea-coast. On this subject 
tnuch valuable information may be. found in 
Geikie*s " Elementary Lessons in Physical 
Geography/' Agassiz' " Geological Sketches," 
and Guyot's work on ** Physical Geology.*' 
Even where the hand of man has been applied 
to efface the natural features of the shore as far 
-as possible, there is always something in the 
wide expanse of sea and sky» and in the changes 
which can be traced to the mutual influence of 
the sea and the land, which will repay study. 
To any one who can use a pencil or a brush, an 
unlimited field of enjoyment is open in the 
.'effort to fix upon paper or canvas a suggestion 
of the tints and forms presented by the clouds 
and waves. One need not be a profound 
naturalist or a skilled artist to obtain these 
simple pleasures, which grow in fascination the 
better they are known. — From ** Sea- Air and Sea- 
Bathing* {American Health Primers : Presley 
JBlakiston), 

Quoits. 

Quoits is by no means a difficult game to 
play, seeing that neither great strength nor 
science is required ; on the other hand skill 
and dexterity, which are both acquired bv 
practice, will make boy, youth, or man a skill- 
ful quoit- player. There is of course a con- 
siderable amount of knack in pitching a quoit, 
and the player needs strength of wrist ; for the 
acquisition of an accurate aim rests entirely 
with the degree of steadiness in this member 
when delivering the missile. ... So long 
as the space surrounding the *' pitch " is fairly 
level the intermediate space may be rough or 
broken. 

To lookers-on, uninterested in its mysteries, 
the game has little attraction, but one has 
merely to become a player to take kindly to 
it. . . . Quoits are of different sizes and 
different weights, but few good players use the 
heavier weapons, for, after playing a moderate 
length of time, they over- tax the strength, and a 
beginner should always use the lightest be can 
possiblv secure. Steel quoits are, in our opinion, 
preferable to either iron or brass, and as much 
care should be taken of them as with a pair of 
steel skates. 

The appended Rules which were agreed to 
at the Birmingham Conference in 1869, are still 
generally adopted by quoit players. 

RULES OF QUOITS. 

1. That the distance from pin to pin shall be 
nineteen yards, and that the player shall stand 
level with the pin and deliver his quoit at the 
first step. 

2. That no quoit be allowed which measures 
more than eight inches external diameter, and 
that the weight may be unlimited. 

3. That the pins be one inch above the clay. 
^4. That all measurements shall be taken 



from any visible part of the pin to the nearest 
visible part of the quoit. No clay or quoit to 
be disturbed. 

5. That no quoit shall count unless fairly de- 
livered in the clay free from the outer rim, and 
that no quoit on its back shall count unless it 
first strikes another quoit or the pin. That no 
quoit shall count unless it first strikes another 
quoit or the pin. 

6. That each player shall deliver his quoit in 
succession, his opponent then following. 

7. That an umpire shall be appointed, and in 
all cases of dispute his decision shall be final.

A *<Bond" Boat. 

Onb of the most curious sights in the Adiron- 
dacks is the transportation of boats, which, on 
the backs of the guides, covering them almost 
entirely, have from a distance the appearance 
of immense walking beetles. A similar ludi- 
crous effect is described in the following ac- 
count : 

*' For some kinds of shooting a Bond boat 
offers superior advantages : composed of sheet- 
iron sides and a wooden bottom, it is made in 
two water-tight compartments, besides an air- 
chamber, to prevent sinking in case of an up- 
set; it is of trifling weight, and easily trans- 
ported. Two sportsmen, by each shouldering 
one half of the boat, can make portage after 
portage, shooting out one pond and then carry- 
ing to another, no great distance ever interven- 
ing. These boats in transit upon a hunter^s 
back have a most ludicrous aspect, and dull 
indeed must he be who cannot extract much 
humor out of the novel spectacle. Should a 
rain-storm arise, one of the compartments of 
the boat set up on end makes a very good 
shelter. The inadvertent kicking away of the 
supporting paddle to vour novel roof will cer- 
tainly justify the laugh sure to be indulged in 
by your more careful companion ; but unlike 
the turtle which you so closely resemble as 3rou 
look out from under your temporary shell, you 
can crawl out of it." — From " Field Sports in Min- 
nesota^* in Scribner for Oct.^ 1879.

Dress in the Adirondacks. — Full dress is 
seldom seen, even at the most fashionable re^ 
sorts, and is exceeded in absurdity only by the 
conventional stage trapper, who occassionally 
bursts upon the astonished wilderness in 
fringed buckskin, and is marked at once as a 
** fresh." Your right to enter the best society 
will not be questioned because of dress. 
Clothing ordinarily worn is sufficient for all 
occasions, with perhaps the addition of a soft 
felt hat and roomy walking shoes or boots for 
boat or tramp.

Reading in the Cars. — If you must read 
in the cars, never in any circumstances take a 
book that has not fair, clear type ; and stop 
reading it at the earliest approach of twilight. 
If, as you read, you hold your ticket, or some 
other plain piece of paper, under the line you 
are reading, sliding it down as you proceed, 
you will find that you can read almost as rapidly, 
and with much less injury to your eyes. A 
newspaper is the worst reading you can have, 
as the print is usually indistinct, and it is im- 
possible to hold it still.

The Medicine Chest need not be extensive. 
It should, however, contain cathartic pills — a 
piece of Turkish rhubarb is good ; cholera 
medicine of some kind ; a small bottle of col- 
lodion (composed of equal parts of alcohol and 
ether, with gun-cotton added to make it about 
the consistency of heavy varnish) ; applied to 
burns and small wounds, it forms an artificial 
skin, impervious alike to air and water ; am- 
monia, to allay irritation arising from bites of 
insects ; cold cream or glycerine, for chapped 
face or hands ; court-plaster, seidlitz powders, 
ointment and adhesive-plasters, lint and band- 
ages, to use in case of emergency. To stop the 
£ow of blood from wounds, bind on equal parts 
of flour and common salt ; for burns, apply 
wheat-flour or collodion. Insect preparation 
may be procured of the druggist, or compound- 
•ed by yourself. The most convenient and ef- 
fective, perhaps, of any is composed of six 
parts of mutton tallow to one of oil of penny- 
royal, to which a little camphor mav be added. 
Another is of sweet oil atid oil of tar, in the 
proportion of two ounces of the former to one 



of the latter. Anoint exposed portions of the 
person with either of the above, then stand 
back and mark the frenzy of the baffled punkey. 

Beach-Tent Supplies.— -Besides a tent of 
sufficient size, it will be necessary to carry such 
things as are needful for food supply, sleeping, 
protection from the ground and weather, sitting 
down, the toilet, amusement and sickness. For 
a fire for cooking, it will be best to take two 
crotch-sticks, and a cross-piece, and a chain, 
or rope and hook. Fuel ought to be obtained, 
for the gathering, on the beach. Some matches 
will be essential. A pot, frying-pan, and kettle, 
and pans for making and baking bread, and a 
Dutch oven, will complete this part of the out- 
fit. A cofiee or teapot, some plates and cups, 
knives land forks and spoons, dishes, and a 
pitcher or two, and a tablecloth, is all that will 
be needful for the table. Provisions may be 
taken according to taste. As far as possible, 
it will be desirab.e to cook them beforehand. 
Bread, butter, potatoes, cofiee or tea, sugar, 
ham or tongue, eggs, cake, rice, biscuits, fruit, 
oatmeal, pepper, salt, flour and baking-powder 
should be taken. Fish and milk ought to be 
obtained on the shore. Boards, with some- 
thing to prop them up, may answer for a table ; 
and the same, or camp-stools, for seats. Pails, 
wash-bowl, soap, looking-glass, washing and 
dish-towels will be necessary. Beds and bed- 
ding, and boards to raise them ^rom the sround, 
some reading- matter, games, and possibly some 
simple medicines, extra clothing and bathing- 
suits will also be needed. With these, and 
good society, a iew days may possibly be spent 
very comfortably, in tenting on the beach. — 
From W. C. Ulyafs " Life at the Sea-Shore "

Packing and Dispatching a Trunk. — It 
is a very good way to collect what is most im- 
portant before you begin, so that you may not 
leave out any necessary article. Think over 
what you will be likely to need, for a little 
care before you start may save you a great deal 
of inconvenience in the end. Be sure, before 
you begin, that your trunk is in good order, 
and that you have the key. And when you 
shut it for the last time, do not leave the straps 
sticking out upon the outside. Put your heavy 
things at the bottom, packing them tightly, so 
that they will not rattle about when the trunk 
is reversed. Put the small articles in the tray. 
Anything which will be likelv to be scratched 
or defaced by rubbing, should be wrapped in a 
handkerchief and laid among soft things. If 
you must carry anything breakable, do it up 
carefully, and put it in the centre of the trunk, 
packing clothing closely about it. Bottles 
should have the corks tied in with strong twine. 
Put them near articles which cannot be injured 
by the contents, if a breakage occurs. Tack 
on your trunk a card with your permanent 
address. As this card is to be consulted only 
if the trunk is lost, it is not necessary to be 
constantly changing it. Take in the travelling- 
bag, pins and a needle and thread so that, in 
case of any accident to your clothes, they can 
be repaired without troubling any one else. A 
postal-card and a pencil and paper take up but 
little room, and may be very convenient. The 
best way to carry your lunch is in a pasteboard 
box, which can be thrown away after you have 
disposed of the contents. — Susan Anna Brown,
